Photographing Fowls. 


‘There seems to be a prevalent impres- 
sion that it is a very difficult matter to 
secure a good photograph of fowls, and it 
must be confessed that there is reason for 
this impression in the character of many 
of the half-tone reproductions of photo- 
graphs that appear in the poultry press. 
Many of the illustrations are indistinct, 
while in others the fowls are drawn all 
out of shape because placed in an unusual 
position. Pick upa Light Brahma hen 
of excellent symmetry and set her upon 
a table, and the chances are she will pull 
her breast up an inch or so, crouch on 
her legs and throw almost every other 
part of her bod y out of shape. To posea 


fow! successfully requires time and _ pati- 


ence. The bird must be placed in posi- 


tion for photographing a number of times 


before taking the snap shot, to get it 
used to the strange surroundings, then 
when the picture is to be taken put the 
bird in position and allow it to remain 
there till it feels at home sufficiently to 
look and act naturally. A few grains of 
wheat thrown down before the fowl will 
often help wonderfully. Then have some- 
one gently attract the birds attention in 
the direction you wish it to look, and 
when a good pose is seen shap the shutter 
| of the camera. 

But this is only part of the care neces- 
sary to be taken, if one would secure sat- 
isfactory photograps of his pets. One of 
the chief reasons I think, for the unsatis- 


factory reproductions of photographs of] o¥ 
It will be understood that in sending « 


fowls, isthe fact that the birds are not 
placed i in a proper light to secure. a good 
photograph. It is useless to expect a 
satisfactory picture if the bird is simply 
picked up, put upon a table or box, with- 
out proper screens at the back or side 
and without reference to the direction or 


| volume of the light. 
drawback. to | 


One would not expect to get a good 
photo. of. himself without going to a prop- 
erly lighted gallery or studio. The. same 
good 
with reference io poultry portraiture as to 
the portraiture of persons. The light 
must come from the side or above, and 
the back ground must be screened or cur- 


tained. Then the light must be gradu- 


ated according to the plumage of the 
fowl A white bird in a_ strong 
light will give simply a blotch of 
light as a picture. A black fowl must 


have a stronger light than a white fowl, 


but whatever the color of the plumage 
the light must be so graduated and di- 
rected as to bring out clearly and in 
strong lights and shades the bird that is 
being photographed. Amateur photo- 
graphers with practice and by attention 
to details can take very good poultry por- 
traits, but they rarely. have properly 
lighted rooms nor cameras with the best 
of lenses. | 

To secure the best photos., therefore, it 
is wellto practice the bird for posing, 
then take it to a regular photographer. 
The result ought to be satisfactory. It is 
useless to expect a half-tone reproduction 
of a photo. to be good, if the photo. itself 
is not good, and right here it may 
be well to state, that a half-tone repro- 
duction will not be quite so clear as the 
photo. Hence the necessity of having as 
good a photograph as can possibly be 
secured, for the best will lose a little of 
their clearness i in the reproduction. 

Pen and ink drawings of poultry are 
the most artistic of all, if well executed, 
bat my contention with this kind of illus- 
tration is that most of our pen and ink 
draftsmen idealize their work so much 
that the result is worthless, so far as truth 
to nature is concerned. If they would 
take a photo. and accurately reproduce it 
in a penand ink sketch or were able to 
make an accurate sketch from life, and 
would do it, we should have the ‘finest 
possible poultry illustrations, for pen and 
ink work has the call for artistic results.

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THE DISEASES OF POULTRY. 


Some of the Causes and Remedies 
Therefor. 


ee ee 


It is at this time of the year that the 


poultry suffer the most with the worst 
of those diseases to which they are sub- 
There 
are several conditions incident to the 
season which conspire to cause this. 
The close confinement, the more abund- 
ant feeding, especially of grain foods, 
and the absence of those natural ali- 
ments which they gather when going 
at large, not to mention the very pre- 
valent unwholesomenesss of their con- 
fined quarters, all together give occas- 
ion for the utmost care of the poultry- 
keeper to avoid infection of the results. 
of these causes which produce disease, — 
Doubtless the common excessive feed- 
ing with grain, and corn especially— 
which is the least. fit food for a sole diet 
for any animal—with the confinement 
in too often unclean quarters, and 
mostly always damp and badly ‘venti- 
lated, furnishes the reasons for this un-- 
favorable condition. The result is that 
diseases that are contagious happen here 
and there and are spread from the 
sources to other flocks in the neighbor- 
hood. The thoughtful poultry-keeper 
might be able from these explanations 
doubtless so to guide his management 
of the fiock or flocks as to escape the 
risks of the season. But really few 
persons are able, for want of experi- 


ence, to take precautions from a mere.

Ria to persons by the eggs of diseased fowls, 
ees forit may be clearly understood that 


the eggs of a diseased hen are diseased | 
in the same way as the hen herself. The 
whole blood is infected and the egg is, 
we know, a product of the blood, sep- 
arated therefrom by the function of 
special organs for this purpose. 

The disease is a purulent condition of 
the throat and nasal membranes, in- 
cluding almost always the eyes as well. 
The chief symptom is the formation of 
a curdy deposit in the throat and nos- 
trils, having a foul odor, and interfer- 
ing with the breathing. The head is 
swollen, and, of course, no-food is taken, 
This is especially a result of filth and 
infection, and it is the best way to kill 
off those birds that are in a forward 
stagre of the disease and bury them. 

The treatment is. wholly antiseptic. 
The head is washed in hot vinegar, or in 
carbolic soap water; the throat is swab- 
bed with a strong solution of chlorate 
of potassium, and after this is done a 
ie few drops of it are put into the throat 
| to be swallowed. Sulphur is burned in| 
the house until the fowls cough violent- 
ly, when fresh air is letin. The whole 
flock should be given twenty drops of | 
ees solution of hypo-sulphite of soda in the

As arule, there is but very little risk 
of infection, even from a closely neigh- 
boring flock, if the fowls are fed and 
cared for as they should be, the house 
kept scrupulously clean, the food good 
and varied, as above suggested, and not 
in excess; pure water given in abund- 
ance, and the temperature regulated so 
that no extremes of cold, or, indeed, of 
heat, are permitted. But when codd- 
ling is the rule, one may look out for 
sick fowls.

Asa matter of business therefore it 
is clearly of as much or greater import- 
ance to exhibitors that they should be 
efficiently and honestly judged as is the 
case with the open classes. In the face 
of this does Mr. Gilchrist dispute our 
contention. 

With regard to what he considers the 
want of common courtesy due to Mr. Wil- 
lett by not returning to him the copy of 
the letter we refused to publish, if he

faction of feeling that he has produced 
some, if but few, that show a marked im- 
provement on their progenitors.

ing due regard to consanguinity of blood, 


sensibility of specimens to intensify good 


points and counteract bad ones, failure in 


getting the desired results often follow. 

This has been our experience and we 
have no doubt it has with hundreds of 
other fanciers. = eo | 

After the. second. nest. in connection 
with a mating, if the young do not come 
up to our expectations, our mode of pro- 
cedure is to unmate the old birds and try 
a different tack for the rest of the season. 
The course adopted by many fanciers annu 
ally if their previous seasons breeding has 
not been to their mind, is to look around 
and buy one or two specimens to cross 
with their own stock. 


They go to a good loft, pay a good price 
and fully expect they will succeed in rais-

Having secured this which should be 
obtained from two different sources, as 
there is something about the stock of 
prominent lofts that stamps their individ- 
uality of type that to a fancier of discern- 
ment is easily recognized, providing such 
loft has been long enough in existence 
for the owners to have fixed their type by 
judicious breeding to produce their ideal 
of perfection. De Ss 

To make our meaning more plain we 
will give an example of what has come 
under our notice in our variety of pigeons 
with which we are individually most in- 
terested in breeding, viz: the - Fantail, 
since becoming associated with the Fan- 
tail fancy in America. : 

When we came to this country in 1892, 
we found three distinct types in as many 
different hands, and I think it will be 
generally admitted those three lofts were 
allowed to have the best Fantails in the 


country at that time, viz: Jesse Rutter, ; 


Alexander Hay and F. Gilbert. Major 
Gilbert’s loft of White Fans was the finest 
we saw, with the exception of a few im- 
ported specimens he had in his loft his 
type was at variance with the recognized 
standard. They were much too large, too 
high on leg, and being extra long in feath- 


-er.had the appearance of what might be 


termed longsided. They possessed good 
breadth of feather and of excellent qual- 
ity of texture. This stamp of bird finds 
no favor in Col. Gilbert’s loft of to-day. 
They are, however, to be found all over 
the country in other hands and can’ be 
easily picked out by anyone conversant 
with the original Gilbert type as first seen 


by men in his loft. _ y 

‘The Alexander Hay type was totally 
different from that of Col. Gilbert’s. The 
first we saw of his birds was at New York 
show in 1898. _They,.were very small, but 
with the exception of one old cock which 
to our mind was a very typical Fantail, 
the remainder were too narrow chested, 
they had any amount of style but the pri- 


mary tail feathers were too narrow, 


plenty long enough, but the entire tail 
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The American Fancier. _ 
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was too thin, asexhibited merely show- 
ing a single row of feathers and were 
short of what is termed back filling. 
They were of the pure Scotch type and 


| very narrow in rump. 


They were in fact models of the Scotch 
show specimens prior to the combination 
by the Scotch fanciers of the English with 
the Scotch to improve the size and 
strength of tail and increase the breadth 
of rump to enable the specimen to carry 
a flatter and stronger tail. 

Thenthere wasthe Jesse Rutter type 
which if anything was more pronounced 
than either of the previous two we have 
mentioned. : 

When the writer of this article was en- 
gaged in January, 1893, to fill the posi- 
tion he still holds as manager of the 
Mountain Side Lofts, owned by Messrs. 
Havemeyer Brothers, he found there a 
few birds-of the genuine Rutter type, 
small birds, low on leg and with elegant 
round chest and general formation of 
body but sadly lacking to our mind in tail 
properties. Too short in feather which 
gave them a kind of stunted appearance. 
Their necks too lacked in the length we 


‘like to see in a White Fantail. 


Taking those three types together we 
saw in them the necessary material to 
form with careful breeding, a combina- 
tion whichin a few seasons would pro- 
duce something nearer the ideal of the 
up to date Fantail than either of the three 
types we have enumerated approached in- 
dividually. . : 

The Rutter type we had and the Gil- 
bert type also but possessed none of the 
Alexander Hay type. | 

The Gilbert birds we owned were not 
exactly his old original strain but em- 
braced some few containing blood -of im- 
portations we had made from the lofts of 
Messrs. Alexander, of Arbroak, Scotland, 
and George Brown, of Chesterfield, Eng- 
land. 

With the latter gentlemans loft of Fan- 
tails and the owner we have had an in- 
timate connection for a period very near- 
ly approaching 40 years, ever since we 
were boys together, and we without the 
slightest hesitation assert there is not a 
Fantail breeded living to day who has 
brought more science in play in the per- 


fecting of the White Fantail than has: 


this thorough fancier. 

When we came from the West we 
brought with us two pairs of White Fan- 
tails which were part of a consignment of 
eight pairs sent over to Gilbert from 
Brown immediately prior to Nashville 
in the Fall of 1892, and were exhibited at 
that show by him and subsequently re- 
jected and handed over to me in trust for 
Mr. Brown. Two of: those birds are in 
the Mountain Side Lofts to-day having 
been purchased by Messrs. Havemeyer 
when we undertook the management of 
their stock. From those two pairsand a 
subsequent importation of other three 
pairs in 1893 from the same loft com- 
bined with the use of two Rutter hens 
and one Gilbert hen of Arbroath extrac- 
tion is the foundation of the stock which 
produced our 1895 winners at the two 
shows at Boston and subsequently New 
York in the strongest classes we venture 
to say that have ever been staged in com- 
petition either in this country or for the 
matter of that any other country. 


Individually we have no desire to keep 
secret the original source from which our 
recent successes were attained, as in com- 
mon fairness we are at all times willing 
to give credit where credit is due for any 
assistance we may get in attaining our 
desired end from whatever source it may 
emanate. eS | 

When any brother fancier may chance to 
pay usa visit, we are always pleasedto show 
them all the stock we possess, and when 
asked a question respecting a particular 
line of inbreeding, unlikea certain gentle- 
man whose loft we visited in company 
with a friend recently, we have noth- 
ing to withold that we keep to ourselves. 
Wherever such a feeling exists, to our 
mind, it lacks the ring of that of a true 
fancier. Weshould at alli times be will- 


ing to extend to members of the fraternity 
a helping hand, if it is in our power, in-. 


stead of throwing any obstacles in _ their 
way, by refusing to aid them by our 
probably longer experienced advice. 
Unfortunately it appears we have a 
few amongst us that think and act differ- 
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Then keep them healthy and growing if you want the 
Pullets to lay when five months old.

viduals are the most persistent in their 
inquiries themselves should they chance 
to run up against any one they have the. 
faintest idea they possess any knowledge 
they think may advantageous forthem 
to acquire in addition to what they al- 
ready know. ee 

They are not fit to be classed as genuine 
fanciers. ee 

A certain amount of inbreeding is an 
absolute necessity in the production of 
show Fantails. But care must be exer- 
cised not to over step the mark in going 


too far, andthereby impair the condition 


of your stock. ~ 

This is. where the benefit comes in in 
adopting the principle of using two differ- 
ent strains of blood in the original founda- 
tion of a stock, as you are then in a posi- 
tion to revert back amongst your stock 
birds to keep up the condition without 
having to resort to a complete outcross, 
which under any circumstances will take 
at least three seasons breeding and care- 
ful breeding at that to assimilate the pro- 
gemy of your outcross to your particular 
type. 

Where inbreeding is indulged in too 
much in Fantails how often is it the case 
that tip-top show specimens are unpro- 
ductive and utterty useless beyond their 
sphere in the show pen. In the case of 
male birds this is particularly so as_ they 
are too nervous to perform their func- 
tions as breeders, and we have known in- 
stances where they have failed to fill a 
single egg until they had attained the age 
of six or seven years, although they may 


apparently appear to be full of life and 


vigor and in the pink of condition. 


In the case of females they often be- 
come barren, never lay an egg and _ ulti- 
mately succumb to scrofula and kindred 
diseases. - 7 : 

In referring again to the stock of Mr. 
Alexander Hay, although we have none 
of his blood in our lofts, we consider 
them just the class of bird to engraft into 


the formation of a strain as they possess © 


many good qualities which are desirable, 
and were we ever resorting to an outcross 
we should endeavor to secure some. _ 


The chief point wherein they lack is 
substance of chest formation and strength 
of tail in accordance with the require- 
ments of the standard of perfection at 
the present day. | 

There are very few fanciers in America, 


if any, that knows a good Fantail better _ 


than he doeS or possesses more science as a 
breeder. : 


Unfortunately he is not possessed, as 


many of his competitors are, with a 
plethora of Uncle Sams’ dollars, being a 
working man,but give him the material to 
work upon and he must be reckoned with 


every time, and on more than one occas- 


ion we have considered him roughly 
handled through incompetency on the 
part of the judge. .

One thing is sure, it cannot be said of _ 


him that he is afraid to meet competition 
as he annually exhibits at our best east- 
ern shows, and thereby keeping up the 
friendly rivalry in the Fantail fancy, a 
laudable example to others who do not, 


although they can better afford it.

Colored Dorkings. Here again a change 
inthe name would be more expressive 
than the term in present use, Dark Dork- 
ings would be more definite than the 
present name Colored Dorkings, for the 
‘simple reason that Silver Gray ones are 
colored. Many people think that all 
‘Dorkings are called colored because they 
are not white. which is very natvral. 
The name Dark Brahmas is quite definite 
and never confuses, so the same term 
Dark Dorking would be plainer. I see 
there is a move in England to call them 
dark instead of colored, it would be well 
to have it so generally. At the time 
they were first called colored there 
were no silver grays, only colored and 
eray, and the term dark could not then 
be applied as the colored birds were no 
darker than the gray; in some birds they 


simply lacked the uniformity of coloring 


that was required in the Grays. Often 
there was considerable sprinkling of white 
throughout the feathering of breast, 
back, wings and tail. Now the color of 
dark birds should be as uniform as the 
silver grays. In regard to the color of 
~Dorkings there is a similarity to Game 
colors; the Silver Grays are the same color 
as Silver Duckwing Game, while the 
Dark Dorkings resemoble the Malay Game. 
The earlier colored variety was not bred 
close to feather, and such birds that 
turned out too dark for grays accidentally 
were often shown for colored ones and 
were given prizes as such; but as

This has been changed to deep straw 
color, instead of white; and. the clause 
allowing white splashes in breast has 
been struck out. ~ These changes are mov- 
ing along in the right direction—no white 
should be tolerated except in the lower 
webs of the secondaries of the wing, form- 
inga triangular patch below the wing- 
bar. Or a little white at lower end of 
sickles should not be objectionable, to 
otherwise very fine birds. We can hard- 
ly be surprised to see judges give a pref- 
erence to decidedly light colored birds, 
underrating the darker color, which we 
have several times seen, unless the judges 
keep up with the changes that have been 
going on in this variety. What was a 
prize bird a few yearsago is entirely out of 
it now, fairly judged. This is asit should 
be; there was not enough difference in 
the two varieties; it was not right that. a 
poor silver gray cock could take a first 
prize as a colored one—it was ‘‘a distine- 
tion without a difference.” In regard to 
the variation alluded to in this variety of 
fowls, it will soon be overcome. Careful 
breeding and selection (keeping in mind 
the standard,) will soon make a more 
uniform line of color, as it is now in the 
silver grays.

nal, he seemed to have cooled down 
somewhat, and has now produced his 
score cards. We also had Mrs. Barrett 
produce her score cards, and by applying 
the same rule to both parties we find that 
Mr. Qurollo wins by one-eighth of a 


point, and that Mrs. Barrett wins second, 


and westand ready to make amends as 
far as lies in our power. 

Had Mr. Qurollo acted the part of a 
gentleman and produced his score cards 
in the beginning, the matter would have 
been satisfactorily adjusted without any 
of this unpleasantness, but as Mr. Qurollo 
chose the other course we make this plain 
statement of facts and leave the public to 
judge who is in the wrong.

They are not only a fancy 
fowl, but a most practical one as well. 

As a table fowl the Rose Comb Minor- 
ca is excelled by few. It passes far less 
offal or waste matter than larger breeds. 
It is small boned, with sweet and juicy 
meat. Asto its laying qualities, if the 
test of weight of eggs was applied to all 
breeds, the Rose Comb Minorea would 
probably stand first. This is a far more 
practical and common. sense test than a 
numerical one. Although by the latter 
test. the Rose Comb Minorca stands well 
tothe front. For the town and suburban 
fanciers, it is the fowl par excellence, on 
account of its color and disposition, for 
thougit very active it is extremely quiet. 

To those who want eggs in winter, when 
eggs are scarce, would strongly recom- 
mend the Rose Comb Minorca. They are 
veritable egg-machines, and excel all 
others in egg production the year round. 
I have bred several varieties of poultry, 
and can state from experience that the 
Rose Comb Black Minorca surpasses all 
others in this capacity.

Origin, Etc.

Polish. | 


other features, (mentioned below), but 
possessing a plumage whose color char- 
acteristics are nearly the same, is the 
subject of this sketch. | 

The esteemed editor of the AMERICAN 
Fancier very considerately introduced 
|them to the readers of this journal as 
| Laced Auburns. Some weeks later, Mr. 
| Keller’sarticle entitled‘‘Buff Laced W yan- 
iow appearing in these columns per- 
haps amplv describes” this strikingly 
pretty acquisition to our fowl kingdom. 
It might be advisable, however, to re- 
fresh the mind of the reader by again

-briefly describing them. : 


| Inshape they are much likea Wyan- 


‘dotte, but not quite as large, rose combed, 
clean yellow legs and red lobes, ground 
color as seen in the females is a reddish 

golden, or rich buff, each feather having 
| wide open centers and narrow white lac- 
ings around its edge that are as distinct 
‘and regular as is the lacing of the Se- 
bright Bantams. The males are some- 
' whatdarker red in ground color, with

Unlike the latter in shape and several | 


Some of the males have deep 


red wing bows quite free from white in 
surface color while others are white and 
red mixed. 

Both sexes have white under color, the 
golden or red color being confined to the 
web of the feathers. 

The shaft or quill to their entire plu- 
mage is a bright deep red from the quill 
out to the lacing at the outer end. . . 

Their tails are not as I would wish. It 
would please me greatly to discover some 

method of mating that would produce a 
buff tail laced with white, as seen in the 
Polish. I have given this section of the 
bird—which is its weakest point—imuch 
careful thought, and have considered pos- 
sible matings, but as yet do not see that 
‘they can be bred with a buff tail, laced 
| 


with white. Just whether this improve- 


ment can be made or not remains to be 


seen. 

It transpires that there are several 
strains of these fowls being bred, each 
strain, while not related to the others, 
owes its origin to nearly the same com- 
binations of blood. 

Some eight or ten years ago, when the 
WhiteW yandotte was still in its infanev, 
a Massachusetts fancier procured some 
White Wyandottes direct from Briggs «& 
Towle. Besides White Wyandottes, this 
Massachusetts breeder also bred Golden 
Sebright Bantams. Just whether the 
Sebright male was allowed to mate with 
the White Wyandotte hens, or whether 
the White Wyandotte hen marked her 
chicks by seeing .the Sebrights through 
the fence, I do not know, but am inclined 
to think both Sebright and White Wyan- 
dotte male had access to at least one 
White Wyandotte hen, resulting in a butt 
pullet—chamois in ground color—and 
showing very pretty white lacing's. 

Possibly away back in the ancestry of 
‘the White Wyandotte hen that sported 
this pullet, there may have been a taint 
of buff blood. We were at that time mak- 
ing matings looking to the production of 
Buff Wyandottes, and had made a _ cross 
of Golden Wyandotte male and a ‘‘Mc- 
Grew” cinnamon colored Buff Cochin 
hen, from which mating was selected a 
buff cockerel having but little leg feather- 
ing. This male was mated to the cha- 
mois colored ‘‘white laced’’ hen, which 
by the way weighed 8 tb., my object be- 
ing, as above stated, to breed Buff Wyan- 
dottes. From this latter mating a cock- 
erel sported, having the same color and 
markings that we now have in the white 
laced birds. 

The White Laced Buff Wyandotte hen 
was afterward mated to a pure Golden 
Wyandotte cock resulting in several 
Golden Wyandotte pullets of extraordin- 
ary beauty in both ground color and _lac- 
ing. 

We afterward wrote to the breeder 
from whose White Wyandotte she 
sported and was informed that he bred 
only White Wyandottes and Golden Se- 
brights ‘‘but was about to or had dis- 
‘carded the White Wyandottes because 
they did not breed true.” He also in- 
formed me that there were no Golden 
Wyandottes in his vicinity which dis- 
pelied) the thought entertained, that 
there might have been a mixture of gold- 
-en blood in the hen. | 

A few years previous we had made mat- 
ings of Golden Wyandotte male to a solid 
blue and Wyandotte shaped hen, which 
in turn was sired by another Golden 
Wyandotte cock and her dam was also a 
solid blue and Wyandotte shaped, our 
object being to produce a Blue. Wyan- 
dotte but instead of a solid blue we were 
astonished to find we had produced a 
Blue Laced Golden Wyandotte. A cock- 
'erel blue laced bred to some very pretty 
| hens that were one-half Golden Spangled 
Hamburg and one-half Golden Wyan- 
dotte produced a nice flock of pullets 
with biue lacing and golden centers 
which were given the name ‘‘Violettes.”’ 
| Toa pen of these blue laced pullets the 
first white laced male above mentioned 
was bred, our chject being to secure a

I bred from four of the 
white laced pullets, out of this hen, and 
two different Violette males, two of them 
however proved to be sterile, their eggs 
failing to hatch. When bred to a full 
brother the otber two that were half. sis- 
ters to the same male, reproduced the 
characteristics of themselves, throwing no 
off colored birds. : 

The past season a Violette colored male 
out of the dam of the white laced birds — 
was bred to a flock of Violette hens, and 
about one-fourth of his get are white 
laced, one-fourth are black laced, and 
one-half violette or blue laced. These 
white laced birds will be made use of 
the coming season to avoid too close 
breeding. 

Besides Mr. Keller’s and the writer's 
strains of these birds, others are at ° 

| work on the same variety, one of which 

'is the esteemed Editor, who informed 
me at our state fair; that he had a few 
started. Mr. Drevenstedt has taken a 

| deep interest in them fora long time, 
and we are to furnish him with a few of 
our best specimens to use in his next 
seasons mating’s. 

Mr, Sewell has also produced, or is 
producing a strain from birds that were 
sent him last season by the writer. 

Chas. P. Pond is still another breeder 
who has produced practically the same 
thing with no Violette blood in them. 

Mr. Pond has given the name ‘‘Iro- 
quois’’ a very pretty name but it does not 
describe the breed in the least. 

-Mr. Pond at my request has given me 
a history of his birds for the AMERICAN 
FANCIER, a portion of which I quote: 

__“‘T conceived the idea of making a Buff 

Wyandotte, and to breed out the black

In sbape, comb and other 
general characteristics the fowl appears 
to bea Wyandotte, and a Buff Laced 
Wyandatte ought to be a very handsome 
bird. The owner of this particular bird 
writes that she is ‘‘a beauty’ and we do 
snot doubt it. With Wyandotte charac- 
teristics and with such a plumage how 
 eould she failto be a beauty? 

‘The owner also says ‘‘the possibilities 

of the variety are great.”’ : 
Yes, they are. It will require time 
and patience to fix the markings, to 
ass make the new variety absolutely true 
in its breeding, and there will always be 
more or less strife between the white 
and the buff, each color attempting to 
possess territory which belongs to the 
‘other. It never is plain sailing in 
breeding parti-colored fowls, or for that

P. Bar-- 


rand no sign of mossy markings, her 


An English Report of the New York 
Show. | Sikes

W. Purdy, a well known judge of 
Games, Game Bantams and other va- 
rieties in England came to this country 
a few days prior to the New York show. 
He spent the whole week examing the 
birds and getting acquainted with the 
‘‘boys.”’ Mr. Purdy sent a report to 
our excellent and esteemed English 
contemporary The Featiered World and 
we reprint the communication almost 


without any omissions just to give our 


Knglish judges’ views on American 
birds. Following is the report: 

“This, the greatest American fixture of 
the year, or we might term it the Crystal 
Palace of the West, was held on Feb. 4, 
d, 6, Tand 8, and turned out after many 
speculations a success. The three first 
days were sources of great anxiety to the 
management, as the cold, miserable wet 
weather prevented all but enthusiastic 
fanciers from attending the show. Fri- 
day and Saturday turned out fine, and 
with it the crowd ot New York found its 
way to the Madison Square Gardens, thus 
converting what once looked like a de- 
cided failure into a successful venture. 

On entering the Gardens we were at 
once struck with the adaptability of the 
place for a show of this kind, in fact, we 
more than once imagined ourselves in the 
Palace at Sydenham. Many were the 
times that we were asked how the Gar- 
dens compared with the Crystal Palace. 
Before commencing to say anything more 
we must thank one and all of the manage- 
ment for the warm welcome accorded us, 
all making it their special duty to make 
our visit as pleasant as possible. The 
whole of the arrangements were capitally 
carried out. by Mr. H. V. Crawford, who 
makes an efficient secretary. Mr. C. M. 
Griffing, as treasurer, was looking well 
after thedollars. Mr. T. Farrer Rackham 
superintended the penning and feeding on 
behalf of Spratts Patent, and we must say 
we never saw a show more tastefully ar- 
ranged, During the show we were in- 
vited to attend the Game Bantam Club 
meeting, and from what we heard we pre- 
dict a great boon on Bantams the coming 
season. | 
- Brahmas held the honor’ of. heading 
the catalogue, 55 light cocks, cockerels, 
hens and pullets competing in four clas- 
ses. The Americans have a type dis- 
tinctly their own, the shape being much 
after the Langshan; still they are a 
handsome fowl, the winners being very 
clear in body color, well laced hackles, 
and the lacing of the tail is paid great 
attention to.. Darks were neither so 
good in quality nor numbers. Cochins 
made asplendid show, the winning buffs 
being a superb let, the exhibits of the 
Oakland Farm being rich and clear in 
colour, and densely feathered through- 
out, soundness of colour being a great 
point here.. Partridges were not so 
representative in numbers, but some A 1 
birds were on view; here, again, the 
American standard differs with the 
English, the former calling for a darker 
colour and denser striping in both sexes. 
Blacks were very fair throughout, the 
winning hen being exceptionally lus- 
trous in colour, 
numbers, but quality made up for that 
deficiency. | 

Langshans were a very fair idt, the 
second prize black cock particularly 


taking our fancy. Barred Rocks had. 


118 exhibits in four classes, and for 
beauty of barring, evenness of coloor,

ons. There have been at all times a great 
many followers of this innocent hobby of — 
keeping pigeons, but for many years real- 
ly good specimens have been in the hands - 
of but a mere handful of fanciers. BEES 
The majority have been contented to 
jog along with specimens that are very 
deficient in merit when compared with 
the ideal of perfection. The primary ob- 
ject of specialist clubs should be the 
fixing of a standard, obtaining a good 
classification at exhibitions of fancy 
stock, and straining every nerve by con- 
centrated action in an endeavor to fill the 
classes provided by executives of poultry — 
and pigeon societies at their annual 
shows.

In times past,.since the formation of — 
specialist clubs already in existence, it has _ 
been customary to devote all their ener- 
gies to support, what may be termed the 
“upper circle’ of pigeon shows, exclu- 
sively. : 
Now we think the time has arrived 
when it would be well in the interests of 
the fancy in a general way if those favors 
were somewhat divided and a share of | 
such patronage given to new and rising 
associations which have sprung up in dif-

However I 
did not start in to write an elaborate ac- 
count of Brown’s life or his writing abili- 
ties, for lam sure that none of Edison’s 
Floridescent X Rays are needed to illus- 
trate or fathom his wonderful powers. 
What I did intend to write about when I 
sat down at my desk was a little Homer 
shooting incident, but I was carried away 
by the awful temptation to answer the 
“so to speak’’ appeal he makes for other 
amateurs, or even gray haired veterans of 
our hobby to let us hear of the various 
little experiences one has almost constant- 
ly occurring at ones lofts. 


A regular little comedy has been acted 
on this beautiful Staten Island in the last 
month or so. Genial Mr. Busch, a de- 
scription of whose charming location I 


wrote about a year ago, has, within the 


time named above, suffered the most ex- 
treme and harrowing nervous tension 
consequent to the continued disappearing 
of some of his birds in a manner which 
we now know was caused by shooting.

Lower New York Bay, and the. erst- 


while fisherman, whose hut is situated in 


close proximity to their healthful but 
deuth-dealing discovery, always ready for) 
a change of diet, hailed the daily visits of 
his flying Mecca with delight and num- 


ber two shot. 

These losses were indeed very discour- 
aging to Mr. Busch, whose mania is. when 
adding to his choice stock, to only. buy of 
the choicest and pay the price, no matter 
what it is, and consequently, when. eight 
birds were shot on him, at almost regular 
intervals, the pecuniary value also added 
to his feelings. A direct line on the birds 
could not be kept, for-one day they dis- 
appeared in the east, next day in ‘the 
north, probably the next day in the south, 
although invariably in returning. they 
came from the east or south. (this is the 
direction the beach is situated from the 
loft). Now between: Mr. Busch’s house 
and the shore is over a mile, directly in 
front of his house, ina dell formed by 
most beautiful wooded hills, lies a lake. 
But to leave the lake where it is, it is just 
these wooded hills which prevented Mr. 
Busch from sooner knowing the source of 
the death dealing messengers which 
caused him so much sorrow, for behind 
them, near the shore, is where they met 
their death. The continued arriving home 
of his birds from the beach led Mr. Busch 
to some thinking, and when Mr, 
Busch thinks look out for his 
thoughts. Well, he thought. some- 
thing must be wrong at the beach, 
so before giving his birds their customary 
exercise fly this morning (I write this 
Sunday evening) he sent a. young. friend 
of his, but an enthusiastic fancier, through 
the above described woods with the 
orders to look out for the birds. You can 
imagine hissurprise when fifteen minutes 
after he had put his birds on the wing 
this young friend came running to him 
with the news that his birds ahighted in 
the meadows, well the ‘‘jig was up; we 
investigated and the fisherman frankly 
told us he had shot someof the birds and 
handed us some of the bands taken from 
the dead birds. Mr. Busch showed: his 
general leniency by not’ wishing to prosé- 
cute the offender, being only too happy at 
having found out the place and means by 
which his birds lost their lives. How- 
ever the fisherman promised that no more 
losses would occur by his hands, and that 


he would protect them as much as it wasin| 


his power from other pot-hunters. 


Writing the above puts mein mind. of 


an article by ‘‘Fritz’? some years ago, 
wherein he describes the awful long’ con- 
tinued flights of his birds when he ex- 
ercised them, when in fact they were 
contently feeding at the salt marshes. 
Mr. Busch also labored under that delus- 
ion.

These questions ari.e from attending a large 
show and seeing two prominent judges score 
Brown Leghorn males with necks and backs 
that would win in color for a Black Breasted 
Red Game, and only cut one -point- in each for 
lack of any stripe in each feather, as called for 
in the ™tandard. 

At another show a prominent judge cut one. of 
the finest striped hackle and saddle one point 
each, and when he was asked for his reason, re- 
plied: ‘The shatting of the feathers showed 
some bay color.’”’ As itis generally cutone point 
in femal backs, suppose he was inscbc aes in cut- 
ting the same defect in males. 

Now, if it is proper to cut. 9ne point only for 
lack of any stripe, and -also proper to cut one 
point for any color but black in shafting, where 
is the gain? The black stripe in the saddle is 
almost an impossibility without a tr ace of ba. 3 
in the shafting. 

I would jil.e these questions answered by the

DEAR SIR.—Your letter to me, I referred to my 
brother for reply, as he was present at Néw 
York. Was much surprised that my letter to 
you was the cause of such a disturbance, and 
much regretit. That letter was written to you 
personally, and no matter how much it concern- 
bs the fancy generally you had no right to pub- 

ish it without my consent, or granting the right. 


You treated me with very scant courtesy by so 


doing. Since however, it has been published 
and has called forth such a lengthy and cutting 
reply, | shall insist. that the reply thereto~.be 
published in its entirety, unless the reasons set 
forth fornot meeting at Cincinnati, should be 
sufficient to you as to induce you to meet at 
Louisvi le, in which‘case I ask for a card to that 
effect. : es /: 

You have treated this whole matter as though 
you--John Glasgow—were the entire Fantail 
Fancv, and no one else had a word to say about 
it We object to this, and will say positively and 
in plain words that.we do not propose to submit 
to any such treatment at any one’s hands. 

As to terms agreed on, I am of the opinion that 
I remember reading lines from your pen to the 
effect that you somewhat change the conditions 
set forth by the Major,in your proposition. This 
in itself, bears out my assertion that this Fan 
contest was arranged independent of Gilbert’s 
challenge to Rutter; but as a consequence of it, 
with the expectation that Gilbert would join in 
with the rest of us and put up his $25 towards 
the cup. Note what you say in regard to Rutter 
not having shown in 1895 class and hence no 
being a ’95 winner.

_ In your issue of the 11th inst., we had 
something to say respecting shows in 
the East, and now we propose to have 
something to say respecting afew Win- 
ter shows that are proposed to be held 
in the West, but before doing so we 
would say that we do not desire it to be 
understood that there are not quite a 
few others in the East besides those 
we have named that deserve well of the 
fancy at large, and as a consequence 
emphasizes what we are driving at—the 
necessity of some understanding being 
arrived at respecting the fixing of dates, 
so as to prevent clashing as much as 
possible in sections likely to have infiu- 
ence on one another. 7 
_ The trouble in the past has been that 
we have had a number of exhibitions of 


poultry and pigeons that have been 


somewhat ephemeral, holding a show 
one year and abandoning it the next. 
If exhibitions of this kind are to be of 
lasting benefit to -any city or dis- 
trict of fanciers, an attempt must 
be ‘made to hold them annually 
and- not spasmodically. Just when 
the promoters have gained some little 
experience they desire to quit. 

_ In some instances-of this kind -the 
cause can be traced either to some petty 
jealousy on the part of individuals con- 
nected with the society who have not 
been permitted to have their ideas adopt- 
ed in every matter’concerned with the 
affair, and in others where such have

shows should consider they owe a duty

to outsiders who send their exhibits, 
often unattended, to help make the af- | 


fair a success, but how often do we see 
when attending shows the very indi- 
viduals whose duty it plainly: is to see 
to the exhibits entrusted to their care, 
assiduously attending to their own ex- 
lnbits and neglecting altogether to min- 
ister to the wants of specimens which 
may have had to travel hundreds of 
miles by express and been days in the 
journey without food or water. In 
very many instances we have noticed 
those birds left to the tender mer- 
«uy of some paid attendants who in some 
‘vases never bred a pigeon in their lives 
or know the merest rudiments of the 
handling or treatment of show speci- 
mens, upon arriving hungry and thirsty 
off a long journey, often to their irre- 
mediable injury. 3 

Our advice to promoters of shows of 
this kind is to make their arrange- 
ments so as to ensure due aitention to 
specimens arriving unattended and 
from a long journey immediately they 
are delivered at the show room. 
_ Exhibitors will send to shows again 
and agaih, whether they succeed in 
winning all the honors they expect or 
not; but if they receive their pets back 
in bad shape it may be betted on when 
another show takes place, under the 
same body of promoters, they will give 
that show a wide berth ever after and 
as a consequence the affair will collapse 
for want of support. | 

The great secret of the success of the 
shows which have taken place in Bos- 
ton during the past two seasons, has 
been that they were run by fanciers 


whose heart is in their work and take 
as much interest in the welfare of ex- 
‘hibits entrusted to their care as they de- 
vote to their own. 


-Those are the class of shows to take a 
pattern from to ensure success. We 


have not attended any Western shows | 


for Several years, asa matter of fact. 
Nashville, in 1892, was the only one of 
any importance we had an opportunity 
of witnessing how show exccutives 
managed things in that section. 
_ Were we so inclined we coulda tale 
unfold as to how the ‘‘ ropes’”’ were 
pulled on that occasion. 
That one genuine liberal hearted fan- 
cier, John H. Kuhn, of Louisville, had 
his ‘‘leg pulled,’ as well as a deep hole 
made in his pocket by the ‘‘sharks’’ 
that managed the affair isa matter of 
history and need not therefore be again 
recapitulated.

This question of ‘‘shall purchased young 
bids be flown in their first season’ is a 
leading one in the fancy and I know of 
none that produces such a diversity of| 
opinion when agitated, nor more (puz- 
zling to the novice. 

Iam constrained to the belief that 


while young birds which have been trans- 


ferred from one loft to another when five 
or six weeks old may at five and six 
months do creditable flying work for the 
purchaser, vet in nine cases out of ten 
under the same conditions these birds 
would perform more reliably and speedier 
for the.breeder at the home loft. This is 
beyond question. 

During my lony experience in the 
flying fancy I have been the recipient 

of many. complimentary presents of 


choice youngsters from our best lofts 


and also by purchase, but with the ex- 
ception of one or two. instances I have 


never yet scored any good. results from.

breeding purposes, when a year old, the 
legitimate aim of the novice, and certain- 
ly 3 if intended for further training the fol- 
lowing season.

The Helmet. 


A pretty variety of pigeons once very 
popular, but now seldom .seen in perfec- 
tion, is the Helmet, so called from the 
colored portion of the head suggesting a 
helmet or cap. This pigeon is about the 
size of a Nun, is a trim, neat and attractive 
bird, but having so few points about it to 
interest breeders to improve, it has be- 
come, as the saying is, ‘‘a back number’ 
and gradually become scarce. The col- 
ored ‘portion mentioned above includes 
the whole top of the head down toa line 
running from the nose cere, through the 
eyes and around the back of the “head. 
The upper mandible of the bill is also 
dark, while the lower is light flesh color. 
The neck, breast and body are spotless 
white, the tail colored same as the head. 
Usually they are plain legged, but some- 
times are seen with feathered feet and 
legs, which should be of same color as 
and tail. Usually they are plain 
headed but Ihave seen some furnished 
with a shell crown, which should be true 
shell shape and pure white in color. The 
colors may be black, blue, red, yellow, 
dun and silver, and a loft nehigces of all 


these varieties of colors is a° pretty — . 


but so scarce have they become that I 

doubt if any one desiring to make an ex- 
hibition of all the colors would, without a 
great deal of difficulty and corresponr- 
dence, be able to collect a respectable 
representation of them.

‘“‘tackled’’ the grain food when they 
felt inclined that way. They grew like 
weeds and beat the other pens decisive- 
ly, although the first three weeks little 
or no difference cou.d be detected in the 
different broods. The unnatural system 
of feeding and yarding then began to 
tell and the natural method triumphed. 


We were led to make the above re- 
marks after reading the following excel- 
lent editorial in Poultry, England: 


‘‘Notwithstanding our oft-repeared ad- 
vice to our readers not to keep their 
chickens on bvuarded floors, we almost 
daily receive letters complaining that the 
chickens aresuffering leg-weakness or 
cramp, and ending up with the statement, 
‘‘T have them on a dry boarded floor in 
anice warm room.” The symptoms of 
leg-weakness and of the general break- 
down of the constitution which follow do 
not appear until the chicken is three or 
four weeks old, as we believe simply be- 
cause it takes that length of time to break 
up the naturally sound constitution of the 
chicks. There is something in chicken 
nature which seems to render free contact 
with Mother Earth a necessity. 

It is better in. almost any weather to keep 
the hen out of doors, or in an open shed 
if rain be actually falling, and such a place 
is available, than to pen. up the chickens 
in a room orin a hen house with a stone, 
brick, or tile floor. We once had a sger- 
vant who was so kind to the chickens that 
she allowed them in the kitchen, and it 
was very amusing to see the little things 
stretching themselyes and basking before 
the fire; but the amusement was changed 
to mourning later on, when the system of 
pampering produced its natural result in 
the contraction of cold and chest com- 
plaints in the youngsters. We were deem- 
ed dreadfully cruel in insisting on the ex- 
clusion of the chicks from the hearthstone 


considerable. 

While upon this point we would cau- 
tion those using artificial mothers 
against the dangers of overheating and 
overcrowding. We never allow more 
than thirty chickens ina mother, and 
are always careful to see that the heat 
is not excessive before the youngsters 
go to bed. Incubator manufacturers 
are much too off-hand in their notions 
as to the regularity of heat necessary 
to the successful rearing of chickens. 
After long experience we decided never 
to use a rearer which was not fitted 
with a thermometer, and in this con- 
clusion we are supvorted by all the large 
rearers whose yards we have yisited: 
90° of back heat at first, gradually de- 
creasing as the chickens grow older to 
70°, at say three weeks old, is our no- 
tion of the correct temperature, which,

keys, &c. It suffices simply to mix 
one or two handfuls of slaked lime 
(lime in powder) with every nine quarts 
of grain given to the fowls in such a 
way as to thoroughly separate the lime 
and make it adhere to each grain. Feed 
the fowls on the mixture for a week. 
The disease is at once checked and soon 
disappears entirely; the fowls become 
lively, their crests grow red, and the

The esi of eeeHDS Stock. 


ve what age will breeding stock pro- 
duce the best results? This is a question’ 
of no little importance to the breeder, for 
there is a great difference between good 
and best in towls. For example, one sea- 
son the writer had a brood of chickens, 
in which there were four cockerels. The 
best bird sold for $25, the second bird, 
nearly as good, was valued at $10, and 
the fourth bird, a really good one at $3. 
There was a great difference in the value 
of these cockerels and all were good ones, 
but the best only could command the 
really high price. Our experience leads. 
us to believe that fully matured stock is 


the best to breed from, and not until . 


stock has reached its second year is it 
fully matured. We prefer hens to be 
two to four years of age and a male bird, 


if active and vigorous to be at. least two 


years old. We have used, with excellent 
results, cocks that were four years old, 

and we have kept an exceptionally fine 
hen until ten years old. After they reach 
five or six years of age, hens are apt to 
fall off seriously in their laying and some- 
times show, in other respects, a failure in 
their powers. We think that a fowl too 
old, that is one whose vigor has become 
impaired by age, should not be used for 
breeding, but we feel very certain that 
great injury is done to the stock of the 


country by breeding so largely from im- 


mature birds. It seems to be very difti- 
cult to sell old fowls. Buyers, as a rule, 
wish to purchase chickens. Once in a 
while a wise one is found who prefers to 
buy a two year old cock and_ selects 
matured hens in preference to- pullets, - 
but such buyers are. very scarce. 


We find that we are not alone in our | 


preference for old fowls. In a conversa- 
tion held recently with a Mr. Edwin Peck, 
at one time quite an extensive breeder, 
and who still breeds a few chickens for 
his own use and pleasure, he told us of an 


experience of his in the use of eggs from 


old hens. He went to another breeder, 
who had a flock of Barred Plymouth 
Rocks which were three and four years 
old. From him he purchased forty-seven 
eggs—all that he could obtain. These 


eggs were placed in an incubator, hatched 
forty-two chickens, and the chickens were _ 
all dried off and put i in the brooder five — 
hours before the twenty-one days were 


up. Every chicken was strong and vig- 
orous, ‘‘ready to crow as soon as hatched” 
and all lived and made fine, ree speci- 
mens. 
Professor Geo. D. Coleman, in an article 
published in the Rural New Yorker, Says:

poultry yards of Mr. Philander Williams. 
Among the birds we saw there were two 
rards of very aged hens. We asked Mr. 
Williams why he keptthem. He replied 
that so long as they each laid a sitting of 
eges they paid him well. These were 
tested breeders and age really had made 
them more valuable than they were in 
their youth. 

Some five or six years ago we had a 
talk with Mr. E. R. Spaulding, the Game 
fancier. Mr. Spaulding told us that he 
had just received word from home that 
one of his best breeding Game hens had 
died at the age of ten years, and that she 
had preduced for him many of his most 
valuable cocks. 

Every incubator manufacturer, if he is 
also a practical poultryman will tell one 
to use the eggs of old hens for hatching in 
the machines, that pullets, eggs do not 
hatch so well and that the chickens from 
them are not so strong. : 

Why is it, then, that buyers will insist 
upon purchasing pullets? Probably for 
two reasons. 

First, other things equal, they will get 
one year more service from the pullet 
than from the hen. 

Second, because of the greater number 
of eggs which it is believed pullets. will 
lay. But in answer to the first it should 
be remembered that the best results can 
not be obtained from pullets and that 
therefore a year is lost in breeding. 

And in answer to the second, it should 
be stated that two and three year old 
hens will lay quite as many eggs as the 
pullets, during the breeding season, and 
that these are the eges which the breeder 
desires. | 

It is all right for one who is keeping 
hens for eggs, to bny pullets, but it seems 
to the writer to bea great mistake to vol- 
untarily select such for breeders. 

Sometimes the writer breeds from  pul- 
lets, but when he does so, it is because he 
lacks the necessary number of hens of the 
desired quality to make up his breeding 
yards. Asa rule he aims to have a good- 
ly proportion of his breeders two or three 
years old, believing that’ by so doing he 
will get the best results. 

For those who have the necessary room, 
the following plan is recommended. Select 
as laying stock a fine lot of pullets, at 
least twice as many as will be needed for 
breeders the following year. The next 
year transfer the pick of these laying pul- 
lets, now hens; to the breeding yards. In 
selecting the breeders, choose those which 
have moulted) the most perfectly and 
which have come out with the fewest de- 
fects, birds which are good as hens as 
well as were good as pullets. The remain+ 
der can be marketed. - Their room can be 
occupied by a new lot of: pullets. In this 
way there will always be pullets for layers 
and two year old Kens for breeders, and 
the size, constitution and vigor of the 
stock can be kept up. If the selections 
are well made more than this will result, 
for the stock will steadily improve. One 
will thus combine all of the advantages 
of a stock of pullets for layers and an ex- 
tra fine stock of hens for breeders, and 
wiil reap profit in both directions.

Before me on my desk as I write is the 
cabinet photo’ of one’ of our ‘mid-west 
poultry women. It is one of the latest 
additions to my private collection of the 
photos’ of our fraternal sisterhood. Her’s 
is a noble face revealing a life work of 
noble aspirations, a genious known and 
recognized in our world, the poultry 
world, butone of those rare specimens 
who as yet remain undiscovered by them- 
selves. Personally we have never met. 
. Her record in the show room in a variety 
in which I am much interested and with 
one of the most difficult of all the stan- 
dard bred from which to produce show 


In one of those quiet pen talks, in a 
personal letter, which I always enjoy so 
much but which are never meant for the 
public, I am given a glimpse of her inner 
life and ambition, she has realized much 
of the things long ago hoped for and has 
gained the end in view that many more 
of our women are striving for, ‘‘the de- 
termination to give my children a- good 
education.’’ Inher own words she says. 
IT am now fifty-two years old and have all 
my housework to doand nearly all the 
work and ‘care of my poultry. I make all 
my shipping coops and have all inquiries 
to answer. I have three children, one 
sonand two daughters, one daughter 
married, my son is professor of penman- 
ship in~-and my youngest daughter is at- 
tending the Emerson School of Oratory 
in Boston, Mass. Both my girls are 
graduates of the State Normal. I have 
worked hard for many years with the de- 
termination that my children should all 
have a good education. 


Until within recent years the number 
of women who contribu ed to the poul- 
try press or who exhibited at the lead- 
ing shows or advertised fowls or eggs 
for sale over their own names were very 
few, possibly not more than a dozen, 
ten years ago, now there are scores, but 
by tar the greater number of these are 
in the mid-west. We know that :iterary 
women are very plentiful in the east. 
They can write and we have often 
thought it strange that so few of them 
contribute to the poultry journals. 

The *‘Home Departments”’ of all the 
periodicals that come to my desk are 
tilled to repletion, but many of. these 
articles if carefully noticed tell how to 
make over old dresses, retrim hats and 
how to reconstruct a palatable meal 
from leftovers. A much better -plan 
where it is at all possible would be.to 
keep hens, feed them the ‘‘leftovers” 
which will soon be converted into eggs 
and chickens and these are readily con- 
vertible into cash. Give the hens the 
time it would take to rip, clean, press 
and remake an old dress, which by- no 
combination of the imaginative forces 
can be made to give the entire satisfac- 
tion of the new one that could soon ‘be 
uad with perhaps enough more to pay 
an expert for naking it, while tie own- 
eV’ has been out’ near to nature and 
working with one of her own produc- 
iions. It is false economy for a coun- 
try woman to make her own dresses 
when there are so many in town who 
are dependent on such work for a liv- 
ing False economy to do without lit- 
tle tilings she needs, not positive neces- 
sities, but small comforts and luxuries, 
when a little extra effort and wise man- 
aging of the sources of profit at hand 
would purchase them. I read a para- 
graph in a newspaper the other day to 
the effect that most married women 
looked like they needed a little more 
love, when in reality they only needed 
a little more money. We have no ad- 
vice to otfer in regard to the first, but 
she can have the latter if she have the 
will to work for it. She can make her 
own spending money and feel more free 
to use it than any amount that may be 
given to her. 

Not long ago I was in a dress-making 
establishment and noticed particularly a 
lovely silk dress in process of making. I 
was informed that it was for a girl out in 
the country. This was not the first, nor 
the second, nor even the third beautiful 
dress that I have seen being made for the 
country girls, and I heard it said: ‘*They 
dress. better than the town girls, don’t 
they?’’ ‘Yes,’ was the reply, ‘‘they 
can afford to, for generally they have the 
eges and butter money, and of course live 
at home and pay nothing for board,’’ and 
for a certainty we know of several who 
have their dresses made by the regular 
‘artists’? and wear the latest modes in 
hats and are most fastidious as to shoes 
and gloves and veils. The milliners send 
them cordial. invitations. to call when 
they return from the ‘‘openings’’ and 
new goods begin to arrive. One of these 
who ‘“‘always has on something new,’’ a 


lady ‘in town, says of her: ‘‘She works 


hard and pays for everything she gets 
with something off the farm. She raises

have bought, oh, I don’t know how 
many nice dressed chickens from her 
and they are always so nice.’’ 


With incubators and brooders within 
easy reach of all, and ranging in sizes 
and prices to suit all purses, with some- 
where in the neighborhood of one-hun- 
dred different varieties of standard-bred 
hens to select from to produce eggs, 
aside from the common or graded stock, 
with poultry shows commencing with 
the early fall fairs in August and ending 
with the regulation exhibitions in Feb- 
ruary, with easy access to a market all 
the year round, beginning with broilers, 
then fries, finishing with a bake or a 
roast, the time—when to hatch chickens, 
is any time you want to or can. The 
object in view must determine ones ac- 
tions in regard to the best time when. 

The poultry business is growing more 
and more each succeeding year into 
specialty lines, but with each specialty 
line emanating from the body business 
but all considered as a whole The two 
most distinct lines are the purely fancy, 
and the strictly market, these again are 
sub-divided. 

The market fowl was established long 
before the purely fancy obtained much 
recognition or before enough people be- 
came interested in them to be classed as 
a fraternity. Each is dependent on the 
other. The market depends on the fan- 
cier for improvement in quality while the 
fancier depends on the market for the 
disposal of inferior specimens. I think, 
yes I know it would be well for the fan- 
cier to occasionally market some _ speci- 
mens that are not inferior and. following 
out this idea this last winter we: selected 
five young: hens and five young toms 
from our flock of Bronze Turkeys secured 
the servicesof an expert to dress and 
pack them, sent them to ‘‘Armours’’ at 
Kansas City and were greatly pleased a 
few days later to receive satisfactory re- 
turns in the form of a bank draft and the 
advice that ‘‘the stock was very’ choice 
and we allowed you our top prices.’’. I 
am as proud of that record as I would be 
of a first prize at ‘‘Madison Square,’’ for 
Bronze Turkeys are essentially a utility 
fowl, they are not. kept.for ornament, 
pets nor merely for beauty of plumage, 
utitity must be’ the first consideration, 
beauty of form and feathers next. We 
employ a:professional judge to pass on the 
standard breds and accordingly when we 
wanted to learn the merits of our fowls 
from a market standard we employed an 
expert to dress and pack and sent them 
to a market fully capable to judge them, 
possibly if we had tried our ‘‘prentice 
nand’’ at dressing and packing however 
choice the specimens may have been we 
think it extremely doubtful if we would} 
have received such satisfactory returns. 
I would not. advise any woman to try to 
prepare them for market. |

days feeble chirps betray the existence of 
the chicks. One then passes the hand 
gently over the eggs, lifts off the empty 
shells, and for the next twelve hours there 
is notuing more to do, as the chicks are 
kept warm under the mother. If there 
‘is a series of six or eight sittings do not 
treat them quite thesame. Great patience 
should be exercised. It would certainly 
be very interesting to know one after an- 
other the results obtained, but in this, as 
in everything, too much hurrying is in- 
jurious. A greater mistake cannot be 
made than to raise the hen, and constant- 
ly take her up and put back the chicks to 
look at the eggs. It is better to wait 
patiently until the feeding time for the 
At this time go up to them, rais- 
ing them gently and putting aside the 
wings for fear they retain an egg or chick, 


and take them to the place where they 


generally have their food. During this 
time return quickly to the nest, remove 
all the broken shells, then put the hen 
again on her place, and the chicks re- 
placed under her wings. 


These precautions will make some 
people smile, those who think that the 
chicks ‘‘ought to be born and grow all a- 
lone,’’ but these are the ones who only 
expect with six hens to succeed in ob- 
taining thirty chickens, whilst those who 
do as we have indicated have never with 
this number of hens less than sixty chick- 
ens, and the number is often much higher.

The choice of the eggs is not an in- 
different matter. People are wrong to 
take a few at hazard, and it pays better to 
make the hen wait a day or two longer 
and choose good eggs, with a smooth shell, 
which it is well to wash with tepid water | 
before putting into the nest. Many old 
farmers’ wives succeed better with their 
broods than their neighbsrs, due only to 
the attention they give to a thousand de- 
tails which appear useless, but have a 
real importance. ; 


The broody hen should be set ina quiet 
place, her nest sprinkled with flowers of | 
sulphur, so as to removelice. If she does 
not leave her nest regularly to eat she 
she should be lifted off and taken to a 
place where she can dust herselfand ex- 
ercise her limbs alittle, as well as take 
the food which is necessary to her. With 
certain hens one need uot take these pre- 
cautions, but in a valuable breed it is 
necessary to: look after them well if one 
does not wish to see the success of the 
brood spoilt. ~ sees 
The setting of the hens is one of the 
most important operations in the Poultry 
yard at the beginning of the year. As 
the pullets grow quickly one thinks there | 
is still time to set the eggs ; but this is an’ 
error, the best birds for furnishing a Poul- 
try yard being those hatched in March 
and April. As we have already said, it 
is the pullets hatched at this time that 
give us without any trouble winter eggs. 
We have taken the precaution this year 
to set our eggs during the first fortnight 
of March, and at the end of twenty-one 


ia: i ’ spe 


hours without drinking or eating, this 
time being essential for the digestion of 
the yolk of the egg which they have ab- 
sorbed at the time of hatching. 

The rearing of chickens is well under- 
stood, consequently we will only mention 
the principal points. The food during 
the first few days consists of a paste of 
eggs and stale bread crumbs, to which is 
added a little green. Farm chickens are 
strong at the end of four or five days, but 
those from thoroughbred hens require 
more care. Forthese last it is well to 


mix a little meat or cooked blood to the: 
ordinary food. An excellent food to give 


to those chickens intended for sale is a 
paste composed of equal parts of bran, 
mashed potatoes, and maize meal. This 
feeding will rapidly make them in good 
condition, and it isa good plan to give 
them daily a little varied grain. The last 
feeding should always be given as late as 
possible, so that during the night, its 
crop being full, the growth of the bird 
will not suffer any relapse.- _ = 

It is important. for the health of the 
birds to observe the strictest rules of hy- 
giene ; pure water and often renewed, the 


dishes for the food always carefully 


washed, and the better results obtained 
will wepey this trouble, and particularly 
one should avoid a plan common amongst 
some farmers—as soon as some chickens 


are more rapidly developed than others 
they are sent to market.

Queer Pets in Demand. 

New York dealers in animals report a 
growing demand for strange beasts for 
pets. A physician in this city keeps four 
pet monkeys in his bedroom, and hires a 
servant to do nothing else but care for 
their wants. He has an expensive fancy 
cage for the simians, and every morning 
before he arises, the monkeys are liberated 
and the doctor and his pets have an hour’s 
romp together. He also keeps a pet kin- 
jaron, or honey bear, that romps with the 
rest of this happy family. 

The marmoset, which comes from South 
America, and is very affectionate and 
easily tamed, and not nearly so destructive 
as most of the monkey tribe, is in such de- 
mand that it is not easy to keep up the 
supply, and prices are going up for that 
reason. The price paid for marmosets 
varies from $20 to $50 a pair, according to 
their age or peculiar type of beauty.

what any one wants of a pet like the ga- 
lego, unless it be on account of its peculiar 
appearance. But the animal dealers have 
many calls for them. The lemur is also 
favored, and one animal dealer said that 
he had a customer who has been waiting 
twomonths fora pair of them. Orders 
for monkeys are almost always double, for 
itis well known that the gregarious na- 
ture of the animal is such that when kept 
alone they soon die of lonesomeness. The 
lemurs are similar to other monkeys, but 
they always walk on all fours, never up- 
right like a man. They have very short 
tails. Their head is much like that ofa 
dog. They are not much given to climb- 
ing, and are very gentle. The lemur 
comes from the East Indies. 

One of the animal dealers said that he 
had more orders for white mice than he 
could fill, and the orders come principally 
from women, notwithstanding the sup- 


posed horror of the sex for anything that 


looks like a rat. The demand for white 
mice has been growing rapidly in the last 
year, so much so that the price is now 
from $2 to $5 a pair. A year ago white 
mice could have been had almost for the 
asking. 

The guinea pig, too, has grown in favor 


{in the last year, so nuch so, in: fact that 


the American supply has been almost ex- 
hausted, and it has been necessary to im- 
port guinea-pigs from Europe. This de- 
mand has come largely from medical men, 
who have been using the animal for ex- 
perimental work. Of late, however, there 
has heen a decided slump in the guinea- 
pig market, and the demand _ soon 
promises to die away and leave the an- 
imals a drug on the market. 

One New Yorker has ordered a large 
number of reptiles with corrugated backs, 
like those of small turtles, toads, and 
many American snakes. This customer 
is a manufacturer of novel ornaments, and 
takes casts of the backs of these creatures 
for imitation in jewelry. ~ 

The demand hardest to fill is for water 
fowl from foreign countries. These birds 
are used for ornamental purposes, being 


placed in the lakes and large fountains of 


parks and country places. William Rocke- 
feller, the Standard Oil magnate, has 
placed an order for foreign water fowl 
which the dealers say is almost impossible 


to fill. The New York dealers have a 
large European demand for American 
swan. 


On the day of the inter-scholastic games 
at Madison Square Garden, about two 
weeks ago, the Berkley College boys got 
a very fine macaw for a mascot. This is 
one of the talking birds, and an extra- 
ordinarily good screecher. Its marking 
is like the college colors, blue and yellow, 
and every time the Berkley athletes scored 
a victory the bird brought its screeching 
abilities into play to the fullest extent. 
After the games the bird was returned to 
the animal shop, and there it is now. It 
was rented that night for $25.—New York 
un.

| June 2, we clip the following : 


‘‘The need of a State poultry associa- 
tion for South Carolina has long been 
felt and the opinion that an organization 
of this kind would do more toward pro- 
moting interest 1n raising high grade 
pouitry and stimulating interest in poul- 
try farming generally, is so universally 
held that the proposition needs no elab- 
oration, and that it is one of the most im- 
portant and profitable branches of diver- 
sified and intelligent farming is equally 
true. 

The fanciers of Greenville are alive to 
the importance of a State association and 
in a few days will put in motion their 
plans for an effective and strong organi- 

zation. They will call a meeting of the 

fanciers of the State to assemble in this 
city for the purpose of organizing, elect- 
ing officers and devisiny plans to hold an 
exhibit in this city in January, 1897.

The Sage of Natick, Mass., yclept 
“Uncle Isaac’’ and born I. K. Felch per- 
iodically gets it into his head to hammer 
the White Wyandotte. He wrote several 
articles advising a mingling of the White 
Wonder blood with the White Wyandotte 
and calling the blend ‘‘White Ameri- 
cans.’’? One of these articles was recently 
printed in the Poullry Herald. It is too 
long to reproduce here but the editor of 
the excellent Poultry News made such 
clear and thorough comments on the 
same that we publish a part of them. 
Editor Mickle says: 


“Mr. Felch is nothing if not sensa- 
tional. He has a keen appreciation of 
his own importance and the benefit to 
be derived. from keeping himself con- 
stantly talked about, but he cannot be 
justly accused of inconsistency in this 
his latest raid on established varieties 
and breeds. Thisis exactly in line with 
his former attack on the Brown Leghorn, 
and his later and similar assault on the 
Langshan in the annual catalogue of the 
Langshan Club for ’95. 

‘‘These three breeds as at present re- 
cognized by the Standard are not up to 
the Felch idea in the matter of weight, 
and with Mr. Felch the Felch idea 
takes precedence over the Standard. 
Weight is one of Mr. Felch’s special 
pet hobbies, of which he hasa large and 
varied assortment. The article above is 
nothing more or less than a very clever 
plea for some place to drop the White 
Wonder which are now bred on almost 
parallel lines with the White Wyandottes 
and whose only claim for distinction is 
that they weigh one pound more than is 
required of the Wyandottes. For this 
‘pound of flesh’? Mr. Felch comes for- 
ward and makes the bold statement that, 
‘fas there is not a preponderence of the 
original Wyandotte blood in the breed,’’ 
they do not deserve the name, and the 
breeders of the _Wyandottes are cooly 
asked to drop their name compromise 
with the White Wonder and ask recogni- 
tion as the American. When one con- 
siders that there are at least one hundred 
White Wyandotte breeders in this coun- 
try to one of the White Wonder the very 
inipudence of the proposition becomes ap- 
parent.’’

of the abolishment of the position of. 
poultry manager of the Rhode Island 


Hxperiment Station. This occurred July 
1, and Samuel Cushman, who has so ably 


conducted the poultry experiments at 
the station, is out of a job. He should 


not be out very long, provided other 
State experimental stations are desirous 
of having an expert apiarist and poultry- 
man to conduct sadly neglected depart- 


ments. 


The action ef the managers and presi- 
dent of the station in abolishing the bee 
and poultry department is *‘ small pota- 
toes.’”’ The trouble with some of the 
highly educated and hopelessly theoreti- 
cal professors of agricultural colleges is 
that they are apt to be ashamed of the 
hen business. They would rather deal 
in microbes, bacteria, insecticides, fer- 
tilizers, pleuro-pneumonia and every- 
thing else that enables.them to air their 
knowledge of chemistry and physics. 
Many of the reports written by these 
wise men are worse than Volapuk to the 
average farmer. The hen is ‘‘a nawsty 
thing, don’t cher know,” an English 
dogman once remarked, and we are in- 
clined to think that some of our kid glove 
professors believe the same think. Mr. 
Cushman’s experiments were practical 
and his reports were written in ‘ plain 
United States.”” Everybody with or- 


dinary sense would understand their re- 
ports. 


Mr. Cushman was just about ‘‘ round- 
ing up’”’ his goose experiments when 
‘“G. B.”’ took place. He had all the dif- 
ferent breeds of geese and their crosses, 
secured 1000 eggs, hatched and reared 
275 goslings, and the difference in the 
various crosses was a study. Out of 72 
goslings 66 were raised to 6 lbs. weight 
at eight weeks of age. The birds were 
hatched ten or twelve days apart, from 
45 to 70 in each hatch. A record was 
kept of the eggs laid by each breed, 
number of fertile eggs, also weight of 
eggs, was carefully kept. 


Mr. Cushman, in a recent letter to us, 
touches upon goose culture and his ex- 
periments as follows: 


‘They were the most carefully recorded. 


and best planned experiments I have un- 
dertaken and were a success when I got 
through. I was of course disappointed 
not to finish it up and publish it myself, 
It was the culmination of three years of 
experimenting with geese and I consider 
the results worth more than all other work 
combined if Icould have put them intoa 
Bulletin. I have goose raising down to 
a fine point. The goose product of Rhode

«Tt will be seen by a copy of the follow- 
ing letter, which I cut from the British 
Fancier, England, of June iogth, that a 
move is afloat on the other side to get the 
Poultry Club to issue a standard of all 
varieties of pure bred poultry, on the 
same lines as the one issued by the 
American Poultry Association: 


“Ata meeting of the Poultry Club Committee, 
on Friday last, I gave notice to move a “resolu- 
tion at the next meeting in favor of the Poultry 
Club Committee proceeding toissuea standard 
for every variety of fowls, and that the various 
specialist clubs be asked to assist. I think the 
time has arrived when the club should take this 
matter in hand, and issue a standard up to date. 
I am aware there are certain standards now in 
‘existence, and that one was commenced years 

: ago by the P. C., but, I believe, never finished; 
all these are more or less out of date. Types 
have changed and new breeds have come into 
existence, and I believe if the Poultry Club 
issues a thoroughly, up-to-date and reliable of- 
ficial standard, it will be accepted with great 
favor by fanciers generally, be of the utinost 
service to beginners, and o ‘considerable use to 
our all-round judges. If my resolution is car- 
ried, the assistance of the various specialist club 
committees will be of the very greatest service 
if they will revise where necessary, and forward 
their Rtandatis for the use of the Poultry Club 
Committee. The American Poultry Association, 
which stands in a similar position there to our 
Poultry Club here, issues such a standard, and I 
believe revises it every five years, and I consider 
a similar course should be taken by the Euglish 
body, whose business itis to,look after the inter- 
_ests of poultry fanciers.

- Icould not help thinking, upon read- 
ing the letter in question, that the pres- 
ent time was an opportune one for fan- 


ciers, not only in England but America, 
to combine and open up negotiations be- 
tween both countries, with a view to 
adopting a ‘‘ Universal Standard ”’ of per- 
fection both for poultry and pigeons. 

There can be but one opinion, I should 
say, with regard to the desirability of 
fanciers in both countries adopting a 
similarity of type which should be con- 
sidered the ideal. 

A Brahma is a Brahma, a Cochin a 
Cochin, a Leghorn a Leghorn, and the 
same may be said of all the numerous 
varieties and sub-varieties of poultry in 
existence, no matter in what country or 
clime they are located, and if we were all 

_ breeding for the same ideal, I can’t help 
but think it would be for the best inter- 
ests of every one connected with the 
breeding of show poultry. 

There are undoubtedly difficulties to be 
surmounted before such a desirable ob- 
ject can be attained, but Ido not think 
they are of such a nature but that differ- 
_ences of opinion on certain points enter- 
tained by fanciers in both countries could 
be amicably arranged and an ideal 

adopted in each variety. 

Since coming to America and mixing 
up as I have with a great number of lead- 

| ing fanciers at shows I have attended, it 
x! has been a yearning desire of mine to see 
the fanciers in both countries brought 

closer together than they have been in 

the past in fraternal good fellowship and 

- friendly rivalry. 

Like Free Masonry there is a bond of 

_ brotherly feeling existing among bona 

; fide fanciers whenever and wherever they 
meet. I mean the genuine article, and 

not such as whos fancier proclivities only 
extend to the idea of securing dollars 

and cents in pursuit of poultry and pigeon 
ae and exhibiting, some of them not 
ae over particular how they get them so long 
par as they do. Such are not fanciers in the 
truest meaning of the word by any means. 
Fanciers in both countries are indebted 
to each other for many “good things’’ 
that have been produced from time to 
fat time by the untiring perseverance and 
skill of enthusiasts in each. America is

of the ownership of such grand birds. 

With these interchanges to my mind it 
becomes ituperative that a ‘‘Universal 
Standard”’ be adopted in all varieties and 
all birds be judged accordingly in pau 
countries. 

Until such is the case it is useless to ex- 
pect to see a further interchange of cour- 
tesies in the way of English fanciers send- 
ing over to our principal shows to try 
conclusions with American bred birds on 
their own soil and vice versa. Americans 
sending over to the Crystal Palace, The 
Dairy or Birmingham to beard the Lion 
in his den. 

The adoption of a universal standard 
of perfection would undoubtedly expedite 
the time when we shall see such friendly 
rivalry. It is coming sure sooner or 
later. I may not live tosee it but youuger 
men will. Every year sees our leading 
shows adopting the English system of 
carrying out their arrangements. It has 
worked well over there and it will work 
wellin America—wherever tried. — 

It was proposed last year by the Boston 
executive as well as New York to get 
over one or two English judges. Well 
such a course might be for the better or 
it might give us more satisfaction than 
the American judges do, but first of all 
let’s have a universal standard, then and 
not until then will judges and exhibitors 
know exactly where we are at.

To THE AMERICAN FANCIER: 


It will no doubt be pleasing to the 
members of the Missouri State Poultry 
Association to know that the location for 
the next show has been definitely fixed;

What is known as hard crop, hard 
craw, or crop-bound is the packing of the 
crop until itis distended to an unusual 
size, the cause being due to the closing 


of the passage leading from the crop to 
the gizzard. The closing of this passage 
may occur when the hen swallows long 
dried grass, a piece of twine, rag or some 
other substance. For a remedy try bi- 
carbonate of soda, giving one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful every hour until four doses 
have been taken and work the crop with 
the hand. Dissolve the soda in water 
sufficient for the purpose and pour it 
down the throat by using a teaspoon, but 
be careful not to strangle the bird. If 
this fails it may be necessary to open the 
crop by making an incision, which has 
been explained very often. "The object

The Guineafowl. 


This native of Western Africa is essen- 
tially a farmer’s fowl, for though it is 
much less destructive among gardens 


than any other kind of domestic poultry, 
and may be reared in comparatively small 
space, yet itis essential to its well-doing 
that it should have a free wide range— 
the change from the stackyard of a farm 
homestead, to the grazing pastures sur- 
rounding it, affording the most suitable 
conditions for maintaining a flock of 
these birds in health and thrifty. condi- 
tion. 

Among the different varieties of what 
may be termed farmyard poultry, the 
Gallina, or commion guineafowl, is one of 
the most profitable, for, an exceedingly 
small eater at all times, after the first five 
or six weeks the young guineafowls for- 
age for themselves, finding the food of 
their choice, in the grass seeds and in- 
sects which they meet with in the fields, 
so that it is not till winter approaches 
that they require feeding, no more than a 
slight meal morning and night, and even 
if they have to depend entirely upon 
theirffeeder, the corn, etc., they consume 
is scarcely a quarter of what would be 
eaten by the common fowl. 

They are, however, not so easily pleased 
as regards suitable localities as the latter; 
low, damp situations and badly drained 
land does not suit them at all, the soils of 
the red sandstone formation, with their 
free, natural drainage, being those on 
which they thrive and do the best, 
though any well-drained land will do for 
them while under such natural condition 
except.for the first few weeks of their ex- 
istence. They require only a minimum 
of care, and are singularly free from 
poultry ailments. 

They are wee, delicate little things 
when “first hatched, but whether owing to 
more thorough acclimatisation, or to their 
management being better understood, 
they are reared much easier these days 
than when I first knew them half a cen- 
tury ago. May-be the close inbreeding 
of early days had something to do with 
their weakly constitutions, for it is found 
that the mating of unrelated birds has a 
marked effect upon the vigor of the 
young ones, though owing to the diffi- 
culty in discriminating between the 
sexes and in olden days of procuring 
change of blood, 
places still is, the fashion to let the re- 
lated birds mate together, a method of 
management which cannot be too strong- 
lydeprecated. 

Writing of mating, this bird is interest- 
ing, as being the only example of domes- 
tic poultry which pairs with its mate and 
is practically monogamous in its habits. 
Not but what if there are more hens than 
cocks the former will be fertilised, but 
when a flock of both sexes run together, 
each selects its mate and shows a marked 
preference for the one it has chosen,

But the high quality of 
their flesh, and the great demand there 
is for them when the game season is over, 
make them very profitable to keep as 
farm yard poultry. Their lateness in go- 
ing to nest is the cause of their high con- 
dition during March and early April, 
though those who would taste them in per- 
fection should do soin autumn, ere they 
have ceased to feed upon insect ‘and other — 
natural food. I doubt whether at that 
time there is any game bird to excel, or 
hardly to equal these, in their superb 
quality and rich delicate flavor of flesh. 
Pheasants in no wise approach them, nor 
partridges either, though some of the 
plovers may, but there is no comparison 
between the Guinea fowl, killed in the 
autumn after a semi- wild existence, and | 
the same bird killed in the spring, after 
feeding all the winter months upon the 
produce of the stack-yard, but the de- 
mand for them in the autumn would be 
very small, while in the spring they have 
little to compete with them, so are natr- 
ally retained to the most profitable sea- 
son. Should, however, a trade develop 
in the small broilers, as the American 
term the six or eight weeks old chickens, 
the petits poussins of the French, then 
Guinea fowl farming may have an im- 
portant industrial future {before it. 
Small as the chicks are at first, after the 
first fortnight or so they growand feather 
much faster than ordinary chickens, so 
would, if killed at about six or seven 
weeks old, furnish to the table of the don 
vivant, one of the most delicious | 
morsels conceivable, and as the hens 
lay very profusely, scarcely miss- 
ing a day when once they start- 
and often producing nearly 100 egg, 
each before they stop, by the aid of incu- 
bators and setting hens, a great number 
of guinea chicks might be made the out- 
come of a comparatively small flock of 
old birds, and for these I feel confident a 
market might be found in the large poul- 
terers shops, when once their good quali- 
ties were known and appreciated, but in 
order to meet the exigencies of the Lon- 
don season and fill up the ill-provided 
months of June and Jtily, it would be 
necessary to save some of the earliest 
pullets for breeding, so as to ensure eggs — 
as early in the year as possible, and if 
careful selection of the breeding stock 
was made from those who first began to 
lay, it would probably not be difficult to 
raise a strain which would ante-date its 
usual nesting time by some weeks at 
least. This would poe. all the difference, 
as it would be essential that the Guinea 
chicks intended to be used in their im- 
mature state must be ready as early as 
possible, and in any case long before St. 
Grouse begins to fill the markets with his. 
victims. 

That with due care and attention this 
idea might be worked out to profit I feel 
quite certain, but due provision would 
have to be made each year for stock birds 
of alien blood, for choice two-year-old 
cocks mated with early-hatched year-old 
hens, as these would be most reliable, and 
the former hints upon rearing and feed-. 
ing carefully attended to, and then I am 
sure Guinea fowls might, even more than 
at present, be entitled to be included in 
our list of profitable poultry.

ficult to find, but as the cock generally 
stands on guard while the hen is laying, 


necessary to proceed with caution when 
robbing the nest, for she will forsake it 
upon the slightest appearance of disturb- 
ance, hence it is best to let her lay six or 
seven eggs before taking any, and then 
not more than two at a time, allowing 
four or five to remain in the nest for her 
to lay to. 

Conmencing late, and laying a consid- 
able number of eggs, it is fully summer, 
ere the guinea hen begins to sit, so it. is 
customary to set some of the earliest eggs 
under hens, and put a few hens eggs with 
them about six days later, for the young 
guinea chicks do not seem to recognize 
the hen as a mother at first, so it is well 
to keep all ina confined run for two or 
three days, till they have learned to know 
each other, as the guinea chicks if let go 
free are apt to wander off and hide them- 
selves like little partridges, and, not un- 
derstanding the old hen’s call, get lost. 
The chickens, with the boldness of longer 
domestication, not only teach their foster 
nestlings to eat the food placed for them, 
but in other ways dissipate their shyness, 
so that this plan works well all round. 

Where attention can be bestowed, the 
rearing oi the little guinea chicks isa 
comparatively easy matter, but where it 
cannot it is better not to try to rear them 
at all, for they eat so very little at a time 
that for the first fortnight or so itis abso- 
lutely necessary to their well-being that 
they are fed every hour in the day. 

Like most other young things, a vari- 
ety of goods is conducive to their welfare, 
and that each and all of these should be 
given absolutely fresh and sweet is also 
sine qua non. 

New milk curd mixed with hard-boiled 
egg, white and yolk, and rubbed down 
fine with coarse Scotch oatmeal and a 
little ground rice, makes a capital staple 
food for the chicks when first hatched, 
and to this should be added finely chop- 
ped chives, or onion tops and lettuce 
leaves. 

Then canary seed is the best of all grain 
foods, to which, as they get older, a few 
grains of broken wheat anda few groats 
may be added. A few lettuce plants 
when going to seed, will also be highly 
appreciated; and if ‘they have a handful 
of hayseeds thrown down for them to 
scratch in, they will find a number of 
tit-bits greatly to their benefit. If there 
is an old soil heap convenient, and a lit- 
tle of it is forked over once or twice a 
day, both the guinea chicks and the com- 
mon chicks will rush to it directly they 
have learned to associate the handling 
of the fork with the dainties to be ex- 
posed in the freshly turned soil, and with 
such attention and regimen, as here sug- 
gested, it will be found that the young 
guinea fowl after the first fortnight grow 
remarkably fast and feather sooner,as well 
as outgrow their chicken companions. 
But, as said before, they must at first be 
fed at very short intervals with food quite 
sweet and newly prepared, of which a 
good pinch at a time will suffice for al- 
most a dozen of them. | 

As will be seen, the Guinea fowl is lit- 
tle more than a semi-domesticated bird,

\ because of the infertility of the eggs. As 
oe a setting of ostrich eggs is an expensive 
ae investment—the four costing $25, with 

3 express additional—it was a serious dis- 
appointment. Three of these eggs were 
put in an incubator. The fourth was 
placed under a hen on a farm in Mary- 
land. Like the others, it also proved in- 
fertile. But when the manager of the 
Norwalk farm. was told that the eggs, 

after remaining in the incubator over 
twenty days were absolutely clear, with 
as, no air cell forming, he knew they were 
infertile, and at his own expense replaced 
them with four more, which were packed 
with every refinement of caution, and in 

due time reached Washington. 

Three of the eggs were placed in a 
Prairie State incubator of the smallest size 
made, ‘having a capacity of 100 hens’ 
eggs, "May 7, and the second trial began. 
With this second setting the results were 
better. A week ago Wednesday two 
curious-looking ornithological specimens 
emerged from the huge three-pound 
ivory-surfaced shells. 

As Mr. Cugler, who has charge of the 
incubators, had sealed the door of the 
machine in which the ostrich eggs were, 
and covered the glass, in order to prevent 

the accidents likely to happen from med- 
dling children and quite as meddlesome 

adults, the young ostriches made their 

arrival almost unknown. They came in 

f the night, and when first seen had dried 
out and were making their presence 
known by pecking vigorously against the 

glass. The third egg proved infertile; 

the fourth is out in the country, and it is 

not yet known whether it hatched or not. 

ey The young ostriches began life with a 

: prodigious appetite, and have been grow- 
ing like young Pekin ducks, which 

double their weight every seven or eight 

days. They began at once to eat Canada 

peas, stale bread, sliced turnips, green 

cabbage, Kaffir corn and ground bone, 

and to drink pints and pints of water and 

quarts and quarts of milk.

care of them. ‘Thus far they have not 


been on axtibition even to the many / 


naturalists who frequent his place. It is 
said by those who are familiar with ostrich 
farming that they will thrive in the 
climate and latitude of Washington. 

They do not necessarily require a sub- 
torrid climate, and in California are pro- 
vided usually with no better shelter in 
winter than ordinary cattle sheds. In 
Washington Mr. Schmid expects to pro- 
vide something warmer. He has bought 
still another clutch of eggs, and is going 
to try and produce a good-sized flock of 
birds before he is through with the in- 
teresting experiment. 

The annual yield of plumes from a ma- 
ture bird is two to four pounds, and they 
are worth from $5 to $100 a pound, ac- 
cording to quality. The average price 
for undressed African feathers is $50a 
pound. The full-grown bird is valued 
according to his productiveness in feath- 
ers, and it is hard to buy one for less than 
$200 to $300. Young ostriches are also 
valuable as breeders, a female laying 
thirty to forty eggs in a season. The 
usual life of the ostrich is about thirty 
years. May these little birds of Mr. 
Schmid’s live at least that long!—7vhe

In another column we print a letter 
from the secretary of the above specialist 


club, to which we think proper to draw 
the particular attention of breeders of 
this deservedly popular variety. There 
is no variety of pigeons in which we take 
more interest than in the Owl, either 
English or African, and we should indeed 
be sorry to see its popularity wane in this 
country. 

There is no gainsaying of the fact that 
the birds exhibited at the principal shows 
in America during the past two years 
have not only shown a marked improve- 
ment in quality, but the classes have 
filled better than formerly. With such 
breeders as Eckert, Kennedy, Buttles, 
Feather, Ewald and Billyauld cha others, 
this is not to be wondered at. 

Mr. Eckert has proved invincible in 
the African section and he is the owner of 
afew good English. Kennedy knows a 
good English Owl when he sees it, and 
in handling the bird he purchased two 
years ago at New York from Feather and 
judging by a few young we have seen, the 
produce of his purchase gives evidence 
that he is ‘‘at home ”’ with the variety in 
the matter of breeding. 

Billyauld did own some typical speci- 
mens, but the trouble with him is that he 
is tempted to sell, sometimes, specimens 
he ought to reserve for his own use. 

Mr. Buttles goes in more for the Afri- 
can and Chinese, and in the latter variety 
there is ample scope for his breeding pow- 
ers, as we do not recollect seeing any- 
thing in that section very prominent in 
general Owl properties. When we took 
up our pen to draw the attention of Owl 
breeders to Mr, Feather’s letter, we did 
not intend to have anything to say in ref- 
erence to the merits or demerits of either 
the Owl breeders or the specimens they 
severally own, and we trust they will 
pardon the writer for thus digressing. 
After carefully reading Mr. Feather’s let- 
ter to Owl fanciers, and more particularly 
the members of this specialist club, we 
cannot but feel that there has been some- 
what of a ‘‘screw ”’ loose in the manage- 
ment of the club’s affairs under the 
secretaryship of Mr. Klusmeyer. 

We know from experience that there is 
considerable work attached to the secre- 
tarial duties of any specialist club, and no 
one should accept the office whois not 
prepared to give it that attention the du- 
ties demand if the members are to be 
kept together. 

An ideal secretary should at all times 
contrive to be in touch with each indivi- 
dual member if things are to go on 
smoothly.

A frequent bath and a free use of insect 
powder is indispensable and as much ex- 
ercise in the open air as possible should 
be accorded them, especially at early 
dawn and again in the afternoon, when 
the sun is least powerful with delicate col-

‘Fans and Dun Carriers itis well to have 
shade of some kind where practicable to 
prevent the direct rays of the sun which 
is very powerful during this and next 
month, if one would retain the lustre on 
the new feathers. Keep the digestive 
organs in full play with an ample supply 
“of clean sharp grit and crushed shells.

Ventilation, especially at night, when 
all the pigeons are inside, is important, 
and it will be found a good plan after 
the alley-ways are swept out to give the 
floor a good sprinkling of water before 
shutting up for the night—it tends to 
keep the loft nice and cool. 

Don’t omit strict attention to a renewal 
of the water in the drinking fountains 
just as often as it gets in any way tepid, 
and see that the fountains are well 
rinsed out at every renewal. 

It takes time, of course, to see to all 
those little attentions, but it pays all the 
same. Neglect them and dire result- 
will be sure to follow. 
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HOMING GOSSIP. 


And Echoes from the Flying Fancy.

In my last notes I remarked upon the 
smiles which no doubt illuminated the 
countenances of the Philadelphia fanciers 
as their birds commenced rolling in from 
the 400 miles station early same day, a 
station which heretofore the average 
Quaker Gity flying man has been accus- 
tomed to regard more or lessasa ‘‘ioodoo’’ 
and stumbling block. But how they 
must have jumped and howled in their 
recent 500 mile race when 30 odd birds 
were timed in day of toss. Bravo! Phil! 
Close on to 200 birds were checked as two 
day arrivals. It requires no great stretch 
of imagination to picture the Quaker City 
fanciers’ satisfaction at the flattering re- 
sults of their 500 miles race and very rea- 
sonably. 

Returns from this extreme point can 
only be accomplished by the aid of two 
prime factors—condition in pigeon flying 
far more often the exception than the 
rule—viz.: Perfect racing condition of 
game and willing birds, and weather and 
wind and other atmospheric influences 
(of which we know absolutely naught), 
at least favorable if not perfect, for the 
task of flying 500 miles air line from the 
S. W. to the N. E., day of toss. 

One day returns from the 500 miles 
point is the acme of pigeon flying—the 
summit just now of the homing pigeon 
racer’s ambition—a task my bird ‘‘Ned 
Damon”? inaugurated for the flying fancy 
in 1885—and which none can feel unless 
they have been there themselves. 500 
miles one day returns sends a thrill of 
satisfaction and unbounded pleasure 
through a homing pigeon fancier which 
is almost indescribable. 


To Messrs. Hamilton, Weinreich, Hub, 
Geary, Kendall, Eberle, Clark, Reck, 
McGinn, Devlin, Shepherd, Cordeza, 
Florell, Lowe, Morrow, Rivel, Thomas, 
Shull, I extend my hearty congratula- 
tions and regret exceedingly to miss from 
the list of successful fanciers the names 
of many who made up the 570 birds ship- 
ped from the Philadelphia district to 
Spartansburg, to compete for 500 miles 
honors, who are old in the sport, and 
whom one would reasonably look for 
among the successful ones. ~

is not the only district of the National 
Federation in which younger fanciers 
have gained chief honors this year. 


The toss of the Philadelphia birds was 
at 5 a. m. June 20, at Spartansburg, S. C., 
and Mr. W. G. Hamilton timed in the 
first arrival at 6:04 p.m., although his 
loft is one of several in the district with 
the furthest air line measurement from 
starting point, 508.36 miles. He wins all 
top honors, including the handsome Sil- 
ver Cup, with a velocity of 1141 yards. 
Mr. H. Weinreich takes second place at 
6:011%4, with a flying distance of 504.80 
miles, velocity 1124 yards, and C. Hub 
at 6:25, distance 507.13, third, and that 
active loft of George Kendall following 
close up; with Eberle, Clarke, Beck, Mc- 
Ginn, Devlin, Storell, Love and Cardeza, 
timing in the six-thirties. 

Several of the leading lofts had more 
than one return, notably that of the win- 
ner, Hamilton, who I believe wired in, or 
had timed inofficially, three birds. The 
district of Germantown, Pa., failed to get 
one-day returns, although tossed at same 
time and place as Philadelphia fanciers. 


The Newark, N. J., district of the Na- 
tional Federation were also - specially 
favored on June 20, in the 500-miles race 
of the Empire City Flying Club of New 
York and vicinity, from Statesville, N 
C. Mr. C. A. Mahr, Jr., as usual gather- 
ing in first honors, with the returns: at 
6:10% p. m., the toss at 5 a. m., scoring a 
velocity of T112 yards per minute, and 
checking in no less than 7 birds on day 
of toss out of 20 entered—a splendid and 
noteworthy performance, reflecting the 
highest credit upon this loft for thorough 
and complete handling of its racers in 
getting them fit for such special work. 
Mr, Albert Whatton scored second hon- 
ors at. 6:59% p.m., and the loft of Eli 
Moreton had also a one-day return at 7:09 
p. m., but owing to some defect in timer’s 
report and telegram, has to be investi- 
gated before officially accepted. 

The New York section of the club 
failed to get any one-day returns, the 
same as their brethren of the German- 
town, Pa., district, whose birds were 
tossed at the same time and place with 
Philadelphia district on June 20. This 
denial of one-day honors to the New 
York district isin line with many pre- 
vious attempts by the Brooklyn, N. Y., 
fanciers, when such honors were scored 
by the Newark, N. J., men, and points 
vety markedly to disadvantages against 
the Brooklyn fanciers, with their water 
surrcundings, etc. 

That very many of the Brooklyn birds 
were fit for the work is evidenced by 
early Sunday returns in prime condition, 
and the number of birds homing second 
day. No doubt Germantown, Phila- 
delphia, Brooklyn and New York had 
very many fanciers on the eve of June 20 
who gave up the watch for returns same 
day, from 500 miles, in disappointment 
and disgust, but to all such I say in all 
sincerity and belief that favored and un- 
favored locations in pigeon racing un- 
questionably exist, yet perfect racing 
condition of the bird is absolutely essen- 
tial to score one-day work from this ex- 
treme point of pigeon flying in the day, 
500 miles. If your district is handicapped 
by locality disadvantages, it is the more 
necessary that your. birds go to to the! 


starting point in ‘‘ perfect fettle,”” which 


very many flying men fail to understand, 
or, if posted, handicap themselves by in- 
complete handling of their birds, and 
shirk the labor and close attention such 
complete handling calls for. I am quite 
sure that very many fanciers failed to 
score one-day returns from 500 miles, re- 
cently, in Philadelphia, Washington, D. 
C., Germantown, Newark, Brooklyn and 
New York, simply because many of their 
birds were physically unfit for the task, 
and if physically fit, were handicapped 
by locality and circumstances, the latter 
as remote from solution as is the faculty 
by which our birds home. 


Thus ends the old bird racing season of 
1896. Taking it all in all, it has been a 
successful oue. Let the disappointed 
ones buckle on their armor and eager for 
the fray with their young bird reproduc- 
tion of 1896, go into the contests now 
near with renewed vigor and_  en- 
thusiasm. _ 

A splendid victory and good average 
work with young birds has a remarkable 
tendency to wipe out many disappoint- 
ments of the preceding old bird season, 
and I know of no better healer of old 
bird sores than successful or at least satis- 
factory young bird training.

Pigeons to Aid Sinapele ra: 'Se 

New York Custom House inspectors 
are on the watch for some clever diamond 
smugglers. Information has been re- 
ceived from an apparently reliable source 
that the gang is training homing pigeons 
to fly from a steamer in the lower bay to 
aroost in the city, the intention being, 
when this is accomplished, to use the 
birds to carry the precious stones into 
port. 

The innocent pigeons will be taken 
aboard by one of the smugglers, who will 
meet a confederate and receive the stones 
from him. On thevery next steamer the 
smuggler and his pigeons will return and 
the loaded birds are to be released be- 
tween Fire Island and Quarantine. 

If the Homers should miscarry and be 
captured by strangers, the smugglers 
would sustain a heavy loss, but for the 
fact that they have provided for this risk 
by getting a guarantee from the owner of 
the Homing pigeons, and if his birds de- 
liver the goods he is to share liberally in 
the profits. 

No one in the customs service will talk 
about the ingenious plan to defraud the 
Government, but two inspectors admitted 
that the service was not impracticable. 

It is understood that detectives are 
making every effort to get ata clue that 
will enable them to arrange for capturing 
the gang. They are looking up the own- 
ers of Homing pigeons hereabouts and 
any suspicious actions will mean special 
attention. Outgoing steamers will be 
watched more closely and agents in Eu- 
rope will be put on their guard. 

Diamond smuggling has been carried 
on by amateurs and experts for many 
years, and about every conceivable 
method has been tried, but the Homing 
pigeon game is pronounced by veterans 
of the jewelry district to be distinctly 
unique. The fact that the scheme has 
leaked out may deter the originators from 
attempting future work, in this vicinity 
at least.—WV. Y. Recorder, July 8.

view of the eggs after they are placed in 
the drawers disclosing them to be of all 
sizes, shapes and colors, which should 
then be assorted. The object should be 
to secure eggs from yards where the hens 
are not overfed and where the males are 
active. All extra large eggs or those of 
very small size should be discarded. If 
these precautions are taken, the result 
will be good hatches. Bear in mind that 
a hen is almost useless for incubation in 
winter. The best way to raise early 
chicks is to hatch them in an incubator 
and raise a large lot of them in the brood- 
-er and thus save labor.—Vational Stock- 
man.

FROM ‘‘OLE VIRGINNY.”’’ 


I was much pleased with Mr. E. B. 
Thompson’s most sensible article on the 
gape worm in a late issue. My experi- 
ence coincides with his exactly.. In the 
last twelve years I have read page after 
page on the subject, but am still as much 
in the dark as I was before, and the only 
effectual remedy I have ever found was 
to remove the worms (which is not a 
hard or dangerous operation) with a fea- 
ther of suitable size. A woman.or child 
with small hands does the job very rapid- 
ly, and the loss ought not to exceed one 
per cent. 

This year of 1896, which has given us 
sO many surprises in the way of weather, 
has proved to be a very favorable one for 
poultry in this section. No gapes, ex- 
cept in March hatches, and more bugs 
and more different kinds of bugs than | 
ever saw before, consequently chicks 


have thriven and grown like weeds. 


We have but little winter, except March ; 


no spring; no-frost after first week in 


April; no rain from last of March until 
May 20th; plenty of rain since 20th May, 
and rain every day since July 3d to 17th 
(to-day). I am in hopes the long-con- 
tinued dry weather entirely killed the 
crop of gape worms, as I have not hada 
case since, and the earth worm has been 
much in evidence for some weeks. 

I think there are more young chickens 
in the country than I ever knew before. 
I have had hard luck myself, as my 
hens have killed at least one-third of the 
chicks hatched in the nest, and, from 
some cause, have hatched badly, although 
the eggs were fertile. I have only been 
able to get three to seven chicks from 
thirteen eggs at home, while some set- 
tings that I shipped from three to eight 
hundred miles hatched nine to ten chicks. 
The best hatch I have had this season 
was from ten Plymouth Rock and five 
Buff Brahma eggs shipped three hundred 
miles to me, viz., nine chicks (five Ply- 
mouth Rocks and four Buff Brahmas). 
By the way, that Buff Brahma is a beau- 
tiful chick, too, with its bright buff color, 
black cape and heavily feathered shanks. 
I am pleased all over with them. I raised 
three of the four, and they are now 
about twelve weeks old, and are full-fea- 
thered, except tail, which has not yet 
made its appearance. I think there are two 
pullets and one cockerel in the lot, and I 
shall try them another year if they and I 
should live. : 

Last season a skunk or mink and my 
fox terriers killed nearly all my chicks, 
but this season they have escaped until 
ten days ago. My favorite Indian Game 
hen stole her nest and brought off four 
chicks which I valued very highly. I 
had her in good coop, but all chicks 
went one night. Next night I put all my 
chicks in hen house, and thought they 
were safe, but the skunk scratched in and 
took a brvod of two Indian Games that

South Carolina. I have traps set since, 
but so far have failed to get his skunk or 
minkship. My ten-year-old son killed 
two skunks near the house as he came 
from Sunday school last Sunday, and I 
am in hopes he got the right one, but 
have not relaxed my efforts. for the safety 
of my broods. Hope I will escape fur- 
ther loss. 3 

I would like to have Mr. Drevenstedt’s 
idea about increasing the bay centers in 
feathers of Indian Game hens. My idea 
of a perfect Indian Game feather, is one fn 
which the bay and black lacings are of 
equal width. I fear if the bay is much in- 
creased that it will cause too much red in 
neck and on thighs, and possibly destroy 
entirely the embossed or raised appear- 
ance the black appears to have on the 
best specimens. I see Mr. Babcock 
copies a letter from Mr. John L, Jolly in 
April Reliable Poultry Journal, and 
rather favors the idea ; but I think, as far 
as my birds are concerned, I'll increase 
the bay centers very slowly until I hear 
from some of those who are making the 
experiment. 

I have two pullets now, hatched from 
egos from Mr. Jolly, that may.be from a 
mating of this kind, but am not sure, as 
the eggs were from two pens. At any 
rate, the chicks are very promising. 

I would like to hear from Mr. O. K. 
Sharpe, Adam Thompson, and any other 
of those who have been breeding Indian 
Game for some time, on the subject. The 
dull season would be a good time for 
them to give their experience through 
the AMERICAN FANCIER, where every-

Does the Dubbing Process Cause Any 
Pain ? 

John Glasgow’s remarks regarding the 
dubbing of game cocks are excellent. It 
is my opinion that the cutting of comb 
causes even less pain than most people 
believe. In fact, Iam not sure that the 
process causes any pain whatever. In ad- 
dition to what Mr. Glasgow said about 
the actions of a frisky, dubbed stag, I 
wish to call further attention to the fact 
that cocks, without other apparent evi- 
dences of courage, will fight for hours, so 
long as no other part save the comb is in- 
jured. To illustrate: An ordinary dung- 
hill cock (not a game cock) will sometimes 
continue in battle until his comb is man- 
gled and torn in a frightful manner ; but 
the instant a severe blow is landed on any 
other part of his anatomy with telling 
effect, the fight is atan end. The break- 
ing of a spur, or even a toe nail, will 
cause the average cock (the Game ex- 
cepted) to turn tail at once. To further 
prove that the comb and wattles are not 
so sensitive as other parts, let the experi- 
menter take two cockerels, one of which 
shall be shorn of comb and wattles, the 
other to have a small section of a toe cut

will be observed that he is as ready to eat 
or devote his attention to the hens as 
though nothing had happened. On the 
other hand, it will be seen that the speci- 
men whose toe has been curtailed is in 
positive misery, which every action plain- 
ly shows. Instead of strutting about, 
like his dubbed brother, he will stand 
upon one leg, drawing the one with the 
cut toe up to his body. _ In this position, 
with ruffled feathers, he will peck at the 
injured member and show many signs of 
being in actial pain. Considering the 
fact that the comb and wattles of the 
male are much larger than those of the 
hen, and that they frequently develop 
very quickly under certain conditions, re- 
gardless of the development of the body, 
I am inclined to believe these adorn- 
ments are placed there for the protection 
of the head in battle. So far as the dub- 
bing of pit cocks is concerned, I will add 
that it is not practiced to the same extent 
as by breeders of show game. Many pit 
Games, now-a-days, are left wadubbed, 
even when used in the pit. _Many have 
small pea or nub combs, and these are 
usually left intact. Though the single- 
combed cocks are usually dubbed, the 
comb is not cut close to the head, as in 
show game, but further from the head, 
where it is thinner.

oe - KAFIR CORN.” | 
_--- Warieties—How it Compares With 
Siete _ Corn—Keep This as It Is Now Too 
Late, but the Article is Valuable. 


Kafir corn is a native of South Africa, 


and takes its name from the African tribe 
known as Kafirs. It belongs to the same 
: group of plants as broom corn and other 
Se non-saccharine sorghums. It was intro- 
ae duced some ten years ago by the United 
—  ——s- States Department of Agriculture and dis- 


tributed all over the country. It was first 

sent to the Southern States, where it did 

well, and the following year it was distri- 
buted in the north also. The reports 
ae from these trials were generally favorable. 
Fees In California it was highly appreciated, 
and soon became a favorite food for chick- 
ens. The farmers of Kansas and Okla- 
homa have given it much attention during 
the three or four years past and, finding it 
a valuable stock food, are cultivating it 
on a large and ever-increasing scale. Its 
drouth-resisting qualities have recom- 
mended it especially to farmers living in 
localities too dry for the best eb hies anaes 
of corn. 


VARIETIES. 


There is at present a lamentable confu- 
sion in the names of the so-called non- 
saccharine varieties of sorghum, and it is 
difficult to determine how many should 
be classed as Kafir corn. The Kanas Ex- 
periment Station grew nearly a hundred 
kinds of these sorghums in 1891 and 1892, 
the seed of which had been collected by 
United States Consuls at points in Africa, 
India and China. Most of them failed to 

a mature seed, but of those which succeed- 
ed several would answer the description 

of Kafir corn. At present there are at 
least three varieties popularly called Kafir 

corn. They may be described as follows : 


RED KAFIR CORN. 


= Plant from 4 to 6 feet tall, according to 
; soil, season, and culture. Stalk close- 
jointed, producing 9 to 14 leaves. Leaves 
thick, somewhat rough, and stiffer than 
corn leaves. The plant rarely suckers, 
but it will occasionly throw out branches 
from the upper joints. The sheaths are 
quite generally colored red or purple in 
patcees and spots, due to blight. Head 
upright, long, narrow, always pushing 
clear of the sheath of the upper leaf; spike- 
lets short, compact, and held close to the 
head. Seed red or light brown, small, al- 
most round, brittle, starchy and packed 
oe so closely in the head that the stems and 
hulls are scarcely visible. Hulls (glumes) 
small, thin, brown, covering less than half 
of each seed. 


s | WHITE KAFIR CORN. 


Like the red variety, the plant is short- 

jointed and has an abundance of foliage, 

but does not grow quite so tall. The head 

is upright, slender, compact, but frequent- 

ly fails to shoot out of the enveloping

The red and white varieties have been 
2205 grown at the Kansas Station for several 
__-years, with the following results: Under 
the same conditions the red variety has 
sete: ees erences aS poe both: in 
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grain and fodder ; it grows some 6 to 9 
inches taller ; it matures its seed a little 
earlier, and the head always pushes clear 
of the upper sheath ; it does not shell in 
handling, and has a more succulent stalk. 
On the other hand, the white variety has 
a plesanter taste and produces grain 
which is not at all astringent, and is there- 
fore better relished by stock. 

The Blacd-hulled white Kafir corn has 
only been grown ‘here the past season, 
but it appears to have all the good qual- 


ities of the red variety, and has, in ad- 
dition, a white seed. The seed coat also. 
is non-astringent, a characteristic of all 
white seed of the sorghum tribe. If 
further tests show that the black-hulled 
white variety yields as well as the red, it 
will undoubtedly take the lead. 

There appears to be a strong tendency 
to variation in this group of sorghums. 
With skilful selection and_ breeding, 
varieties could doubtless be developed 
superior to any now known. Great care 
in the selection of seed and to prevent 
crossing with other sorghums is necessary 
in order to prevent deterioration. 


SOILS AND CLIMATE ADAPTED TO 
KAFIR CORN. 


Like all other crops, Kafir corn yields 
best on rich land. It responds well to 
generous treatment. Its culture, however, 
is not limited to soils of certain classes 
and qualities. It may be grown on stiff 
clays and on light sand, in river bottoms 
and on poor uplands, and it will yield 
profitable returns on- soil too poor for 
corn. 

Perhaps the strongest recommendation 
of Kafir corn lies in the fact that it will 
produce a crop on less rain than is re- 
quired for corn, and that it is not affected 
so disastrously by hot winds. It is, there- 
fore, especially adapted to the semi-arid 
west, where corn succeeds only once in 
five or six years because of hot winds and 
drouth. It is owing chiefly to this quality 
that its culture has spread so rapidly in 
Kansas and Oklahoma. Hot winds are the 
main cause of the failure of the corn crop 
in this region, and they are never more 
destructive than when they happen to 
come when the corn is tasseling. They 


cause the pollen to dry up, and the silk 


is not fertilized. Even with a sufficient 
rain fall, a few days of these withering 
blasts from the southwest, in tasseling 
time, may reduce the yield of corn 50 per 
cent. Kafir corn is not affected in the 
same way. Fertilization takes place more 
readily and the whole plant is better 
adapted to stand dry weather. The leaves 
are thicker and coarser than corn leaves, 
and do not dry out so readily ; they are 
closer together, and partly protect each 
other, and the plant is not so tail, and 
therefore not so much exposed. When 
corn bas once been stunted by drout or 
hot winds it never recovers. Not so with 
Kafir corn. It may remain stationary and 
curled for days and even weeks, but when 
the hot winds cease and rain comes it 
will revive, and, if not too late in the 
season, will still produce a crop of grain. 

While it can be grown to perfection 
in southern and middle latitudes, the 
northern limit of its successful culture i is 
as yet not well defined. In tests at the 
Ontario Agricultural College the season 
appeared to be too short for the grain to 
mature. Henry does not consider it suited 
to Wisconsin. The Michigan Station re- 
gards it as inferior to corn for forage. 
Possibly further trials may cause a re- 
vision of these opinions, but it will, never- 
theless, be wiser for the farmers in the 
northern tier of States to grow it at first 
only on a small scale. 


PREPARATION OF THE SOIL. 


The soil should be prepared as for corn. 
Plow and harrow to bring the soil to a 
fine tilth. If it has been subsoiled the pre- 
vious Fall, all the better. If the surface 
is rough it should be worked with a pul- 
verizer till reduced. An even, mellow sur- 
face facilitates cultivation. The young 
plants are feeble and of slow ‘growth 
during the first six weeks, and a rough, 
uneven surface cannot be worked without 
covering them up. 

Seeding takes place, according to the 
latitude, from the middle of March in the 
south, to the beginning of June in the 
north. At the Kansas Station the seed is 
peveuy put in the re geonut: gosh ds te mid- 
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dle of May. There is nothing ee by 
seeding before the soil is warm. A good 
rule to follow is to seed as soon as corn 
planting is finished. 


: METHOD OF SEEDING. 


Kafir corn can be grown either in hills 
or in drills, but the latter is considered 
preferable. The rows should be from 2.5 
feet to 3.5 feet apart. The stalks will 
vary in height from 4 to 6.5 feet, according 


to richness of soil and thickness of stand, 
the richer soil producing the heavier 
growth, and therefore requiring the wider 
rows. It may be seeding with a corn 
planter fitted with sorghum or broom-corn 
plates. At the Kansas Station a shoe grain 
drill with press wheels and force feed is 
generally used. The shoes are cight inches 
apart; therefore, by leaving the first and 
fourth feeds open and covering up all the 
others, the rows are sown 32 inches apart. 
It requires about six pounds to seed+an 
acre. AQ little practice on bare, hard 
ground where the seed can be seen will 
soon show how the feed bar should be set 
to discharge the right amount. It is better 
that the stand should be a little too thick 
than not thick enough. For a maximum 
crop of grain on soil of moderate fertility, 
the plants should stand from four to six 
inches apart in the row, and on rich soil 
nine inches. If a maximum crop of fodder 
is wanted in addition to a good yield of 
grain, put in ten to twelve pounds of 
seed to the acre. 


HARVESTING. 


The crop should be cut and shocked as 
soon as the grain is ripe. English spar- 
rows will damage it badly if they have the 
chance. Overripeness also causes the 
white Kafir corn to shell when handled. 
Unlike corn, all varieties have the very de- 
sirable quality of remaining green, after 
the grain matures, until killed by frost — 
The fodder is, therefore, still in excellent 
condition when the grain ripens, and 
when cured will make better food than if 
the plant had dried up as the. corn plant 
does. 

The crop can be harvested in several 
ways. At the Kansas Station it is usually 
cut with a sled cutter, which takes two 
rows atatime. The cutter is pulled by 
one horse and requires two attendants, 
one to care for each row. The crop is 
collected in armfuls as cut, and shocked. 
Any good corncutter will do the work. 
It can, of course, also be cut by hand if a 
machine is not available. A light, short 
crop may even be cut with a self-binder. 
Some growers use a header, collecting the 


heads only, leaving the fodder to be eaten 


off by stock. The header will cut off a 
large per cent of green leaves with the 
heads, which renders the curing of the 
latter, preparatory to the threshing, more 
difficult. In that case it is best to pile 
them with layers of dry straw to prevent 
heating. 

When the heads are cured and ready 
to thresh, there are again several modes 
of procedure. The most common way 
is to cut the heads off with a corn 
knife. A large armful is laid with the 
heads on a block of wood, when a few 
strokes sever them. It may be threshed 
without severing the heads, either by 
running the whole plant through the 
thresher—which, however, is not desir- 
able, as it breaks the leaves up very badly 
—or by sticking the heads of an armful 
of plants into the cylinder for an instant 
until the grain is beaten out. 

Still other growers cut the heads off 
one by one in the field and throw them in 
a wagon, as they would gather corn that 
has not been cut. This, however, would 
seem to be too slow a process to suit 
‘many people. 

Lastly, many farmers do not thresh the 
grain at all, but feed the stalk, head and 
alll, as cut. But even though ‘it is fed in 
tight boxes, so that waste by shattering 
is largely prevented, there is, neverthe- 
less, a large waste in feeding the seed 
whole, since it is not masticated and goes 
through the animals undigested. 

Heads which are not perfectly dry 
should not be thrown in large piles, as 
they will heat. They can be stored in 
narrow corn cribs or in narrow rail pens, 
‘built so as to let the air pass through the 
mass.

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COMPOSITION OF KAFIR CORN. 


The chemical composition of Kafir ¢ corn 
has not been very thoroughly studied. — 
No analysis with reference to fertiliniog 
constituents are available. Analysis with 
reference to food constituents are col- 
lected in the following table, which also 
includes for comparative purposes similar zs 
data for Indian corn. 

These analysis show that Kafir corn 
compares favorably with corn in the 
amonnt of nutriment it contains, although ~ 
slightly poorer, as a rule, in ‘the more.

THE DOMESTIC CAT.

| ‘THE LONG-HAIRED BREEDS. ' 


ok : While it is true that the cat has not re- 


ceived the same attention as have some 
other animals, we have yet a considerable 
diversity of color and type. As time goes 
on_this will be greatly increased, for asa 
result of care in selection and breeding, 
_ the colors will be fixed with greater cer- 
tainity, and there will not be the same 
difference, seen in a single litter as hap- 


_ already explained—namely, that hitherto 
breeding has been very promiscuous in 
_ the majority of cases. Perhaps this is 
Jess seen in the self-colors than in others, 
_from obvious causes. It is towards this 
fixity breeders are aiming, and much has 
been achieved, though there is much yet 
to do. 
Cats are usually divided into two 
_ classes, namely, long-haired and short- 
haired, and at the present time this dis- 
tinction can hardly be improved upon; 
though frequently it is difficult to deter- 
mine to which a specimen belongs, for it 
may be rather too long in coat fora 
short hair, and yet too short for a long- 
hair, and wice versa. When this is the 
_ case, everything depends upon the judge, 
who can only be guided by his own pre- 
delictions. 
The following is a list of breeds gener- 
ally recognized by our shows : 

Long-Haired—Angora, Persian and 
Russian. 

Short-Haired — Tortoise-shell, Tor- 
toise-shell and White, Brown Tabby, 
Spotted Tabby, Abyssinian, White, 
Black, White and Black, Blue, Siamese 
and Manx. 3 

Mr. Harrison Weir, to whose pen and 

pencil cat lovers owe so much (for not 
only was he the originator of the famous 
Crystal Show, which has been the pio- 
neer of many others and has done so much 
to enhance interest in the race, but by his 
writings he has consistently advocated 
better treatment of and greater attention 
being paid. to cats)—says that long- 
haired cats are very diversified in form, 
color and quality of the hair, which in 
some is more woolly than in others ; and 
they vary also in the shape and length otf 
the tail, the ears and size of eyes. There 
are three varieties, as noted. Forty or 
fifty years ago they used all to be called 
French cats, as they were mostly import- 
ed from Paris, more particularly the 


the present day. Colored long-haired 
cats were then rare, and but little cared 
for or appreciated. 


THE ANGORA. 


_ Frequently the names given to breeds 
of animals and birds are no guide as to 
the source of their origin, and they are 
very misleading when a place-name is 
used. No one for a moment dreams of 
connecting country with a color name, as 
in blacks and tortoise-shell. But it is de- 
_ sirable when a place name is given that it 
shall be correct. The evidence all goes 
to show, however, that the breed of cat 
under review came from Angora, in 
_ western Asia, and this long-haired vari- 
_ ety is a favorite both among the Turks 
and Armenians, who place considerable 
value upon good specimens, more es- 
pecially those which are pure white and 
have blue eyes. Animals of this variety 
have been known in western Europe for 
many years, probably about a century ; 
but they have never attained the popular- 
ity of the Persian, though always to be 
found. The connection between the 
Orient and Britain, in the way of trade, 
probably explains how the breed was first 
imported. : 
_ The leading feature of the Angora is its 
long, fine fur ; and it is interesting to note

| been said that the Angora deteriorates in 


length and quality of its hair when taken 
from its original habitat ; and from what 
we know of the effects of a changed cli- 
mate, this is probably the case, unless 
very great care is taken in breeding, 
when the length can be maintained, even 
if there is some alteration in the texture. 

The Angora has a small, neat head of 
moderate length, the nose not being too 
prominent ; the ears are rather large, and 
there is a tuft of hair at the point. The 
ears, however, do not appear at all prom- 
inently, as they are partially hidden by the 
long hair upon the forehead; the eyes 
are full and large; the neck is of good 
length, and is decorated by a flowing 
mane ; the body is long and graceful, and 
abundantly covered all over with hair ; 
the tail is long, curving upwards, and _ to- 
wards the tip is short in hair, which is 
long nearer the body; the legs are in 
keeping with the body, but should not 
appear long, or the animal will have a 
somewhat gawky appearance. 

In disposition, the Angora is very ami- 
able, and makes an excellent pet, is tame, 
but not generally credited with the same 
intelligence as some other breeds ; this is 
true of Asiatic races. They are fond of 
roaming, more especially in the country, 
and this does not tend to keep their fur 
in good condition ; the instinct should be 
repressed if they are intended for exhibi- 
tion or other ornamental purposes. 

No. authoritative standard has yet been 
issued for the breed, but that which will 
afterwards be given for long-haired cats 
generally can be applied to the Angora. 
—STEPHEN BEALE, in Country Gentle- 
man.

Black East Indian Ducks. 

These lovely little Ducks are yearly 
becoming in greater request amongst 
Poultry fanciers, especially ladies of rank 
and gentlemen possessing ornamental 
water. Their beauty and graceful move- 
ments, combined with their hardiness 
of constitution and delicacy of flesh for 
the table, render these birds an invalu- 
able acquisition. 

The Black East Indian Duck is a great 
destroyer of insects, and thrives best 
when to these is added a mixed diet of 
lettuces and refuse of the garden with a 
little maize and barley for stock birds, 
and oats steeped in water (as maize is apt 
to render the meat hard) for those in- 
tended for the table, together with celery 
and barley meal. 

It is not a good plan to allow more 
than two ducks to one drake, and these 
in a fortunate season should produce 
from forty to seventy young ones. A 
trio is far preferable to a larger number, 
as where two or more drakes are kept 
they fight unmercifully ; nor is it desir- 
able in other ways. 

_Itis not absolutely necessary for their 
well-being to keep these Ducks only 
where. there is a lake or pond for their 
reception, as they do equally well on a 
lawn or paddock, providing a large pan 
of fresh clean water, often renewed, is 
placed in some convenient spot. 

An iron pan enamelled inside is the 
best for the purpose. There should 
be a hole in the side, to which is secured 
a screw or cork firmly driven in, and 
which when required can be drawn out 
to empty the dirty water before substi- 
tuting fresh for it. 

The Black East Indian Duck is a good 
mother, but for my own part I prefer a 
very steady Game hen (as the shells of 
these Ducks’ eggs are very thin), and set 
the hen on a comfortable capacious nest 
in a very quiet place, the nest to be a 
thick layer of hay placed on a sod of 
earth and grass at least 1 foot square, 
and the whole placed in a nest box not 
very far from the ground. Eleven eggs 
early in the season, to be increased to 
thirteen or fourteen as the summer ad- 
vances, | 

The period of incubation is 26 days, 

It is not advisable to set Ducks’ eggs 
laid whilst the parents are moulting, as 
they are rarely if ever fertile. 

When the laying season commences— 
generally towards the end of February— 
the eggs are of a black or dark grey 
color, becoming later on almost white. 
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The flavor of East Indian Ducks’ eggs 
is extremely delicate and rich. 

The young for the first fortnight re- 
quire great care and attention, and for 
the first three or four days the ducklings 
should be fed on the following in equal 
portions, well mixed together :—Hard- 
boiled eggs chopped very fine, soaked 
bread crumbs and groats; after that date, 
barley meal, curds, chopped cress, leeks, 
and lettuces, in addition to the egg, 
soaked bread and groats. 

The ducklings should be carefully shut 
in at night, as rats and other vermin are 
great enemies to them, and in very hot 
summer weather they should not be ex- 
posed to the rays of a hot sun, as they 
seem overpowered by it and soon die, 
apparently in a fainting fit. A few earth- 
worms or mealworms should be given 
daily. 

The pans containing water for the 
ducklings ought to be small and shallow, 
as they are liable to cramp if allowed to 
amuse themselves in a large quantity of 
water at an early age. 

Black East Indians intended for show 
purposes should not exceed 2% pounds 
weight. The drake should be a bright 
metallic green color, the breast deep 
black, wings green and violet, legs and 
feet nearly black, the beak olive and not 
very large. The Duck should as 
nearly as possible possess the violet and 
green plumage of her mate, the head, 
small and neat, the bill black; the 
general shape lengthy and elegant. 

When preparing for exhibition these 
ducks should be washed, then turned in- 
to a shed or large coop on some clean 
straw, with some bread and steeped corn 
and rice, but not any food of a sticky 
nature; and before despatching the ‘birds 
they should be carefully rubbed down 
with a silk handkerchief, and: placed in 
a suitable basket, lined with sacking or 
holland. Air holes should be pierced in 
the sides of the lining to prevent the 
chance of suffocation. 

All birds with white or brown feathers 
should be relegated to the kitchen. The 
best way of cooking these delicious birds 
is to roast them slightly without any stuff- 
ing, and serve on toast with melted 
butter, cayenne pepper, and quartered 
lemon handed round. 

. Care should be taken that these Ducks 
do not come in contact with wild Ducks or 
any other breed. They fly long distances 
and in frosty weather should be secured 
in a shed or house sprinkled with straw, 
as they are subject to frost-bite in the feet. 

As these Ducks advance in years the 
plumage becomes much spotted with 
white, even in the purest specimens ; and 
during the moulting season, whith is 
generally June to October, they lose their 
brilliant coloring and become of a dull 
rusty brown tinge, but regain their 
plumage at the end of the autumn. 


—— 
Poultry in Apple Orchards. 


For many years I have advocated the 
introduction of poultry into apple or- 
chards, maintaining that they do good 
service in two very distinct modes--firstly 
by manuring the ground, and secondly, 
by the destruction of the insects and 
grubs that hibernate in the soil. It was, 
therefore, with very much pleasure that I 
read in the ‘‘ Bulletin on Apple Culture,”’ 
from the Rhode Island Agricultural Sta- 
tion, a confirmation of my opinion. This 
Bulletin is certainly one of the most valu- 
able that I have received from this 
society. I may, therefore, be excused 
for calling attention to some of the most 
important facts that appear in it. It is 
stated in the introduction that the adop- 
tion of the spray pump against insects has 
given a new impetus to the growth of 
apples in the State. Orchards that have 
been neglected for years are now being 
pruned and fertilized, and made produc- 
tive and profitable. We are told that 
the market period of the apple has 
been prolonged by the use of cold storage 
so that the ripening process has been 
retarded; and fresh apples are now sold 
throughout the entire year, the superior 
apples being used in this manner. As in 
England so in America, apple trees are 
only profitable under favorable con- 


ditions, where the soil is good, the trees 


-uncared for year after year. 


neither old nor overcrowded, and properly 
pruned and manured. In England the 
trees in old orchards are often left entirely 
_ In the profit- 
able orchards in Rhode Island they are 
dressed with farmyard manure during 
winter, or with wood ashes, and in some 
cases with artificial manures. Near the 
coast they are manured with seaweed ; 
and the experiment has been tried of 


growing nitrogen-gathering crops com-_ 


bined with chemical manures. In some 
places crimson clover is cultivated, which 
grows later in the season than red clover, 
and is cut and used for a mulch about 
the trees or ploughed into the soil in 
summer. This mulching often prevents 
the apples dropping prematurely from 
drought. In place of growing the trees 
as tall standards, Mr. Kinney, the 
reporter, advocates leaving the lower 
branches of the apple trees to shield the 
soil and prevent its being dried by the sun. 
Engravings are given, showing the num- 
ber of fruit buds on branches properly 
exposed to the sunlight, and those in 
partial shade. 
deaux mixture, which is well known in 
this country, is used as a spray for apple 
trees to destroy fungi and insects, the 
first spray being before the blossom buds 
have opened, the second after the trees 
have passed out of blossom, and subse- 
quently others, ifnecessary. The formula 
used at the Experiment Station to pre- 
pare the Bordeaux mixture is 6. lb. of 
sulphate of copper, 4 lb. of lime, and 
from twenty to forty gallons of water, 
with xr oz. of Paris green in each ten 
gallons. 

The apple maggot appears to be ex- 
tending in America, attacking the favor- 
ite Baldwin, which is so well known as 
being imported largely into this country, 
and rendering it entirely unfit for use. 
But spraying the trees with Bordeaux 
mixture and Paris green has appeared 
to prevent all serious attacks of this in- 
sect. In the mature state this insect is a 
fly, which deposits its eggs in the pulp of 
the apple beneath the skin. The young 
maggots grow within the fruit, which they 
render worthless, and when mature 
emerge from the apple and go into the 
ground, lying in the pupa state beneath 
the surface soil among the grass reots. 
Samples of the earth, 6 in. square, were 
taken, and the number of maggots under 
the trees varied according to the size, 
from 1,600 to more than 12,000 under 
each tree, the pupze somewhat resembling 
kernels of wheat. 

Now comes the point which was par- 
ticularly interesting to me, The experi- 
ment was tried as to whether poultry, if 
confined toasmall range and encouraged 
to scratch, would destroy the pupe. A 
large movable wire fence was placed 
about a tree whose fruit had been de- 
stroyed by insects. One side of the fence 
was raised, and about fifty hens were 
called into the enclosure. The fence was 
let down, and they were confined to the 
space around the tree. As soon as they 
had eaten the corn they naturally began 
to scratch for the pupz, and in the course 
of three or four days it was found that 
the latter had disappeared. As these 
insects remain in the pupa state from the 
fall of the apple to the following spring 
when they appear, it may be expected 
that next year the number of flies breed- 
ing the apple maggot will be greatly 


diminished in the localities where the - 


plan is followed. ’ 
From personal experience, extending 
over many years, I can speak positively 
of the advantage of allowing fowls and 
chickens a free range in apple orchards; 
they not only manure the soil and destroy 


all insects harboring in it, but they find, | 


for some weeks at least, a considerable 
portion of their own food—the windfalls, 
which they devour greedily with any 
grubs they may contain. The raising of 
poultry for sale, may be much more ad- 
vantageously carried on where the land is 


‘made to produce two crops,namely, apples 


and eggs,than where only one is gathered. 
‘Mr. Kinney informs us that great in- 


terest is taken in the Eastern States in — 


apple culture at the present time, as the

Weeding. 


mere 


It is time to begin. Probably many 


have been weeding their yards of wasters 


for some weeks past, and birds which ev- 
idently would never develop into good 
specimens have in many places been by 
now doubtless eaten. Well and good: 
such breeders work wisely, and by mak- 
ing room afford more scope and oppor- 
tunity for the rest to thrive. There are, 
however, very many fanciers who never 
weed, who allow every bird they can breed 


to come to maturity. They cling to a 


false hope that a bad bird may in time 
make a good one, or that some one will 
give them 3s. or 4s. more than the table 
price of a bird, even though it may be a 
white-legged Hamburgh, because it is re- 
puted to be of a good strain. 

We beg fanciers in their own interests 
as well as those of the fancy in general to 
abstain from doing this. Annually we 
havea larger glut of useless birds in the 
market, and annually we find the prices 
for good specimens decrease; we do not 
mean of such birds as will win at Birming- 
ham or the Palace, for those will prob- 
ably always maintain their prices, but we 
allude to good specimens. which would 
hold their own at country exhibitions. 

The rubbish we see at show after show 


in the sale classes, the few shillings we 


see charged for birds and eggs of well 
known strains, the perfect trash we see 
at duction sale-rooms, all help to tell the 
story, and show that hundreds of birds 
which would make wholesome and pala- 
table food are allowed to accumulate, in 
the hope of selling them, until they have 
passed the time when they would have 
proved the most serviceable for home 
consumption, 

Those clinging to the hope by holding 
on these wasters—badly marked, under 
feathered, or faulty clawed birds, that 
they may some day obtain a better mar- 
ket for them, do not-surely realize what 
extra cost is entailed in the keep of those 
fowls. They literally eat their heads off, 
and when at last in a fit of despair they 
are sent by the owner to an auction 
sale the low prices they probably 
fetch cannot repay the price of the food 
that they have eaten, not to speak of the 
cost of carriage, entry fees, and baskets, 
and above all of the room they have 
taken up at home which better birds 
should have had. This latter is a great 
point. 

When yards are small or grass runs 
limited the smaller the number of birds 
that are retained the better will they be. 
Overcrowding means ruin to all. Under- 
feeding means the same; consequently 
how much better must a dozen birds pro- 
gress ina small yard than a score in the 
same place. The breeder is indeed for- 
tunate who has but few specimens under 
the mark. By careful breeding, how- 
ever, after a time the number should of 
course be lessened, but there are very 
few good breeders who do not obtain 
some ‘‘ weeds ”’ every season. 

An amateur who has had any fair 
amount of experience should know what 
to kill and what to leave ; and even if oc- 
casionally a mistake be made the surviv- 
ing birds will be better for the extra ac- 
comodation and food. But mistakes like 
these seldom occur ; and at any rate the 
veriest beginner can weed out single- 
combed birds which should be double or 
vice versa, those with wrongly colored 
legs and beaks, or wry tails, and spect- 
mens with plumage which no moult can 
ever make right. After he has bred fora 
year or two his experience would be 
larger, and he could weed out many 
others which before in ignorance he al- 
lowed to live. . 

There are plenty of beginners, we are 
sure, who buy the best birds they can ob 
tain for money, who get some skilled 
person to mate them up for them, and 
yet who never come to the front in the 
way that they ought to do. We believe 
the reason is that they hatch too many for 


their accommodation, and then do not 


weed them out enough. Such a plan 
may do very well where unlimited range 
can be given and the food can be supplied 
as liberally as it can be eaten, though 
even then the more the knife is used the 
better will the survivors be.

re se se 
only a piece of garden or a tiny paddock 
at their disposal, but who wish to be win- 
ners and to breed exhibition chickens ; 
were such to kill off with discretion as 
the birds were fit to eat in any form one- 
half of all they bred, we feel sure they 
would do infinitely better with the re- 
mainder. We would not, of course, rec- 
commend amateurs to set to work slay- 
ing half their broods when they have 
reached a certain age just for the sake of 
reducing the number to make room for 
the others, as that would indeed be ridic- 
ulous ; but when they have acquired the 
means of distinguishing between fair and 
positively indifferent birds, then they 
should never spare the latter. 

No better time than the present is there 
to weed. In the interval of writing these 
lines we have been out to condemn two 
couples of chickens, and yet at many 
shows last year we saw worse birds than 
those ordered to death; but we are as- 
sured from experience and from the sys- 
tematic way in which many great breed- 
ers set about it, that it is very much 
better for any one who wants to establish 
or keep up a strain and make his Poultry 
profitable to send out to the fancy, or al- 
low visitors to inspect only half a score 
of well-conditioned and well-grown than 
200 indifferent birds. 

As we said before, now is the time to 
set to work, for most chickens by this 
time have come to the age when merit 
can be determined upon; and in all good 
faith we belive that those who weed free- 
ly now and in the weeks which are coming 
will have eventually much to be grateful 
for, by obtaining better grown specimens 
and consequently better prizes or better 
prices.—FPoultry, England.

What a Secretary Swallows. 

The authorities at Cape Colony protect 
the secretary bird on account of the 
thorough way in which it rids gardens 
and poultry yards of poisonous snakes. 

A blow or two from its powerful legs 
or a pick from its sharp bill is sufficient 
to. break the back of any serpent, and 
if the reptile succeeds in getting in a blow 
with its fangs, it is adroitly received on 
the long outer feathers of the interposed 
wing of the bird. Then the snake is 
swallowed whole. But snakes by no 
means constitute the entire bill of fare of 
this creature, | 

The stomach of one was found to con- 
tain three snakes as long as one’s arm, 
eleven lizards seven inches long, twenty- 
one tortoises about two inches in di- 
ameter, besides a large quantity of grass- 
hoppers and other insects; or, in other 


words, 7% feet of snake, 6% feet of lizard, 


and 3% feet of tortoise, and, say a yard 
of miscellaneous trifles. As this digni- 
fied and always reliable bird can be 
trained to protect the poultry yard from 
all kinds of birds of prey, small animals, 
and other enemies, and as it can be ac- 
climatized in this country, it might be 
well to introduce it into Britain.—London 


Packing and Storing Eggs. 
During the summer months, of course, 
after the breeding season is over, the 
main birds should be removed from the 
yards. Eggs from hens that are not run- 
ning with male birds will keep consider- 
ably longer. 
hot weather as soon as possible after 
they are laid. It is a good plan when 
eggs become very cheap to pack them 
away and wait before selling them until 
better prices prevail.  Infertile eggs, 
properly packed, will keep for five or 
more months, and for all culinary pur- 
poses are as good as strictly fresh or new 
laid eggs. The proper way to pack them 
is to put in a box or other similar recep- 
tacle a layer of an inch and a half of com- 
mon salt (barrel salt will answer the pur- 
pose if all the lumps are properly crushed) 
and place the eggs nearly close enough 
together to touch each other, with the 
big end down. When the layer is com- 
plete sift on enough salt to fill all the 
crevices, and to form another layer ofsalt 
same depth as the other over the eggs. 
Another layer of eggs can then be ar- 
ranged as before. Nearly all authorities 
advise packing the eggs with the small 
end down, but the plan is not as _ practi- 
cal as the method of’ putting them away 
with the large, or butt end down. The 
reasons are these: The large end of an 
egg is where the air bubble is located, 
and is also the porous part of the shell. 
By placing the large end down the con- 
tents of the shell press on the air bubble 
and in a marked degree prevent expan- 
sion, which is so discernible in a stale, or 
old egg. The air bubble will also pre- 
vent the yelk from settling to the shell, as 
is the case with eggs packed in other po- 
sitions, unless they are turned daily. 
Careful experiment has proven also that 
eggs of the same age packed in the same 
vessel—some with large and others with 
small end down—that after two months 
those with the small end down did not 
have the fresh taste those with the big 
end down did. 

There is considerable difference be- 
tween selling eggs for 10 cents and 25 or 
30 cents a dozen, consequently it will pay 
to pack them in salt. Salt is cheap, and 
packing eggs in it does not destroy it. 

It will, therefore, pay to let the hens 
run without any male birds during hot 
weather, gather the eggs and pack them 
in salt. The best place to keep the 
packed eggs is in a cool, dry cellar. Do 
not keep the boxes or whatever the eggs 
are packed in on the cellar bottom. It is 
better to place them on board benches 
about three feet from cellar floor. 

When taking the eggs to market care- 
fully wipe each one, and, if they are 
mixed in color, sort them, placing the 
brown and white ones to themselves. 
They will look better by having each 
color in separate lots, and will, in conse- 
quence, bring better prices. 

Do not waste time packing eggs in 
lime water solutions. Eggs thus packed 
cannot be used with much satisfaction in 
cake-making, and they have, to one used 
to the delicious taste of fresh eggs, a 
rank, limey taste. 

The salt-packing method is a good one, 
and if properly packed and put away as 
advised, considerable more profit can be 
realized from the hens. Success will de- 
pend on gathering the eggs soon after 
they are laid, packing them away the 
next day, with the dzg end down. The 
eggs should be from yards where there 
are no male birds. When a box is full 
cover with salt and place a cover over it. 
It need not be nailed down nor the box 
changed in position at all_—7he Sun, 
Baltimore, Md. .

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Nesting Boxes. > 
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The practice of putting up permanent — ee 
nesting boxes we must totally condemn, —s_—> 
for it is opposed to the best interests of 
fanciers and breeders though they do not —s_— 
seem to realize it. It is just as easy to 
make movable nesting boxes as perma- 
nent ones and they possess the advan- 
tages of being readily removed when you + 
wish to cleanse the house thoroughly, 
which gives you a better opportunity to 
do so, while the lice cannot so safelyand => 
securely breed in or around boxes which 
are removed and cleansed repeatedly. 
It is amongst the fine material and rub- 
bish which gradually accumulates at the ~~ 
bottom of the nests and boxes where the 
lice find a secure retreat and breed on 
unmolested and in countless numbers. = 
If the boxes are permanently fixedto the  — 
inside of the house they cannot be thor- 
oughly cleaned out, or seldom are, but = — 
where they can be removed readily — 
they can be carried out, emptied ona 
small bonfire and thus destroy the lice 
which may have found lodgment in the  —— 
nests, which they very soon do during 
hot weather. In making the nesting 2 
boxes they should be made a regular 
size to secure uniformity, while they can 
readily be secured with hooks and staples oe 
to prevent the possibility of their falling. 
This is far better than having them on 
shelvings, which are considerably in the  ——— 
way and much more expensive.—fan- —

THE COURTES PATTES. 


The least interesting of the three races 
of La Sarthe, in my opinion, not that it 
- Jacks in quality, but the shortness of its 
legs injures it much in my estimation. I 
do not like big-bodied fowls, which seem 
to sweep the ground. The amateur 
breeders of this race have, by selection, 
preserved this characteristic, which is 
greatly accentuated in all the specimens, 
‘many of them very beautiful, which are 
{ displayed at shows. But the only fault I 
- have to find with this race is the short- 
ness of the legs, for in other respects it 
fulfills all the conditions that the most 
particular farmer may demand ; it is very 
hardy, and develops more rapidly | ‘than 
the La Fleche, whilst possessing almost 
thesame qualities : but is necessary always 
to make an exception with regard to del- 
-icacy of flesh. The hen sits well, and the 
chickens hatch quickly, without any 
_ special care; they are from their birth 
cae black with light yellow stomachs. 

- The cock has a long, neat head, orna- 
“mented with a high and large comb, very 
Sake and a little regularly indented ; 
the beak is short, a little hooked and 
brown in color ; the eye stands out well 
on the bare cheeks, of a bright red like 
the wattles, which are large and long. 
Be Fhe ear-lobes are large and of a brilliant 
white. The neck is short and thick, well 
feathered. The body is altogether large, 
upright and long, the breast and back 


length, powerful, and carried rather low. 
724 ne legs are short, and the feet slate col- 
- ored. The tail is large, and carried high, 
the splendid sickles forming a magnifi- 
cent plume which falls very gracefully. 
The plumage is entirely black, with 
beautiful green reflections. It is curious 
to see with what a haughty air this short 
bird walks in the midst of his hens, as he 
carries his head high and in a stately 
way shakes his plumes around his tail ; 

he is one who does not believe in his own 
_inferiority. 

_ The hen does not need a long descrip- 
tion. The only characteristics different 
from those of the cock are that the comb 
falls on one side, and her well feathered 
_tailis upright, and carried very high; the 
- other characteristics are almost the same 

as those of the cock. 

We must now summarize the three 
races which are supposed to have origi- 
Ss nated in La Sarthe, and we come to the 
— following conclusions : The race of La 
_ Fleche, of which we in this country have 
eer excellent choice, will not give a good 
- return to the farmer who has neither the 
time to devote himself to careful breed- 
ing, nor the opportunity to sell the valu- 
able progeny of this breed. Fhe ama-

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Pushing the Turkeys. 

In four months the young turkeys: of 
to-day will be sent to market, and ‘to 
have them large and well grown they 
should receive extra attention now. It is 
customary to turn them out to forage for 
themselves and to roost in the trees. It 
is an excellent plan, and enables many to 
raise a large flock at little or no cost, but 
it will pay to give them a feed at night, 
so as to increase the growth as well as to 
induce them to come up to roost. If the 
young turkeys are early taught to roost 
under an open shed, so as to be protected 
from storms, they will thrive better than 
if roosting in trees. Young turkeys be- 
come lame from flying on and off the 
high limbs of trees, and do not grow after 
being injured. The object should be to 
feed them from this time until they are 
ready for market, but feed only sparingly 
at present. After October they may be 
fed all they can eat at one meal, morning 
and night, in order to have them fat and 
in choice condition to secure the best 
prices. It is not the largest turkey that 
sells soonest, but the fat and plump bird, 
of medium size, for which an extra price 
can be obtained at. all seasons.—Pou/ltry 
Keeper.

We hear very little of the intentions of 
what is known as the combination show.

Whether they will decide to combine 
forces and put all differences aside and 
have one good rousing show exclusively 
pigeons and another exclusively for poultry 
remains to be seen. We seriously commend 
it to their consideration in the near future. 
Fanciers all over the country are interest- 
ed in the matter and although some no 
doubt would exhibit at both shows, pro- 
viding classes are made, we do _ not 
think the majority would care to exhibit 
at two shows in one season in the same 
city—at any rate those hailing from a dis- 
tance. To a certain extent it is like going 
over the same ground, which is not desir- 
able. 

For some time the adoption of an 
American made band for pigeons has 
been canvassed and although as yet no 
definite action has been arrived at, we 
have no doubt it will again come to the 
front just as soon as the proposed meet- 
ing to form a Conference club takes place 
at Louisville, probably before, as we 
notice ina contemporary, an appeal to sec- 
retaries of specialist clubs to communi- 
cate with certain parties with a view to 
getting a certain make adopted in prefer- 
ence to those of other makers. We have 
all along contended that providing we 
can get an American made band equal in 
quality to the English Conference band 
and at the same price, we have no 
objection to their universal adoption and 
acknowledgements by the American 
fancy. In fact it is nothing but justice in 
the interest of American labor that they 
should be so. As, however, wages in 
this country are considerably higher than 
in the old country, we are of the opinion 
it cannot be done, as we know the ex- 
pense incurred in the manufacture of the 
bands made by Mr. Alsop leaves but a 
small margin of profit even at the wages 
paid in Birmingham. 

When the subject again comes up for 
discussion, from private information we 
have had conveyed to us, it become ne- 
cessary for us to give out a note of warn- 
ing to all concerned. 

We have it upon most reliable author- 
ity that one make of pigeon bands used 
in this country presumably of Américan 
manufacture, are made, not in Amer- 
ica, but in Birmingham, England, and 
shipped to this country for distribu- 
tion as American made bands. When 
the proper time comes it is more than 
likely we will be in a position to produce 
the proof required to clinch the fact. 
Under any circumstances it is due to the 
numerous makers of pigeon bands in this 
country, when the Conference club once 
established, as proposed by Mr. Robin- 
son, and when the band question comes 
up for discussion, that absolute proof be 
forthcoming from makers competing for 
selection that the bands are made in this 
country and not imported, either partially 
‘made or finished. Having said this much 
on the subject we feel inclined to let the 
matter rest for the present and leave all 
to ponder on the subject. 

Our information come from such a di- 


rect source that it leaves but very little 


doubt in the matter. It goes even further 
than we have stated, and tells us that

there are birds in England being raised 
for export bearing the identical band that 
it is alleged is being used in this country 
as of American make that will be eligible 
to compete in young classes in this coun- 
try during the coming show season.

Summer Ailments in Pigeons. 


— 


During July and rae young pigeons, 
especially those of the wattled kinds, are 
subject to that mysterious and trouble- 
some disease termed ‘‘one eye cold.”’ 
The exact cause is perhaps unknown, but 
hot dry weather certainly favors its de- 
velopment. Attacks of this kind come 
on quite suddenly, one eye only usually 
being affected, a moisture of the eye and 
slight swelling of the surrounding mem- 
branes being the first noticeable symp- 
toms. In a very short time, the lower 
eyelid is quite puffed up with the enlarged 
and inflamed membranes within. The 
irritation is great,, and causes the ailing 
bird to seek relief by rubbing the affected 
eye on the shoulder or back. It is 
difficult to say whether the disease is 
contagious or not, anyway it frequently 
happens that more than one bird in a loft 
is attacked; so that complete isolation is 
desirable. ‘The most effectual treatment 
for ‘‘one eye cold ”’ is very simple, though 
not always immediately successful. 


First, the distressing symptoms should 
be relieved by the application of a small 
quantity of zinc ointment, vaseline or 
lanoline. Either will do, ‘but owing to 
its greater cooling effects, we prefer the 
old-fashioned zinc ointment. By means 
of the quill end of a teather, a small 
quantity of the ointment may be easily 
applied to the inside of the eyelid, and 
this local form of treatment should be 
followed twice or thrice daily (according 
to the severity of the attack) until the 
inflammatory action has been subdued. 


The overheated state of the system of 
the patient must likewise receive proper 
attention, and this can be effectually over- 
come by the daily dosing with a pinch of 
sulphate of magnesia (Epsom salts), a 
pinch, given dry, between the Bapet 
and thumb, being ample for an ordinary- 
sized pigeon. 


Although adult birds are rarely affect- 
ed with ‘‘ one eye cold,’’ they are by no 
means exempt from this trouble. The 
long-continued hot and dry weather has 
caused nearly all pigeons to drop into 
moult quite a fortnight earlier than usual. 
As an early and tolerably quick moult is 
preferable to a late and tardy one, this 
very natural and_ necessary | function 
should be accomplished this year with- 
out much difficulty. It stands to reason 
that this annual shedding and renewing 
of the plumage entails a severe drain 
upon the strength and stamina of the 
subject, the more so perhaps when the 
breeding season has been unduly pro- 
longed. Pigeons, debilitated by the ex- 
hausting process of feeding several rounds 
of young, are apt to what is termed “‘stick 
in the moult’’; that is, they shed their 
old garb erratically and ‘slowly, renewing 
only a portion of their feathering at the 
right time. Cases of this kind should 
never be allowed to take their chance. 
Removal to a dryer and warmer loft will 
often cause a ‘‘tardigrade moulter’’ to 
throw off its old feathering quite rapidly, 
and the daily administration of a simple 
tonic, composed of sulphate of iron and 
infusion of gentian, will generally suffice 
to brace up the constitution sufficiently to 
pass through the ordeal of renewing the 
plumage without any permanent loss of 
strength. At this season it {is highly de- 
sirable to feed liberally, but judiciously. 
Too stimulating a dietary should be 
avoided. Sound old tares, in conjunction 
with maple peas, and an occasional hand- 
ful of linseed forms the most suitable 
menu for pigeons of all kinds immediately | _ 
before as well as during the moulting 
period.

Ostrich diet is necessarily in nature a dry 
one, and the domesticated bird has to be 
carefully watched in this respect. Both

ee one improved, and the other, evidently of 
a cachetic constitution, declined steadily 
until it could not stand, and its breathing 
became labored and manifestly painful.

SEBRIGHT BANTAM BREEDING. 


The breeder of either Silver or Golden 
Sebright Bantams of to-day does not have 
very many of the trials that their admirers 
and breeders of fifteen years ago had to 
contend with. Fifteen years ago there 
a, were very, very few specimens that would 
pass now as a fairly well, a/Z over laced 
bird. There were birds with well laced 
sections, but other sections of the same 
bird would be very poorly laced or not 
laced at all, simply the feathers tipped 
with black. 

a Those breeders that have stayed with 
_--_~—__— these beautiful breeds, and have studied 
eee and bred them continuously, and brought 
ae them to what they now are, a ‘thorough- 
bved that reproduces itself and which 
breeds a large per cent. of fine specimens, 
deserves the thanks of the fraternity. 

_ Fifteen years ago it required study and 

_ skill to mate so as to combine the good 
qualities of different birds in their off- 
Spring, but as it is now, all that breeders 
have to do is to choose well bred birds, 
birds bred from good ones and that have 

along line of good ones back of them, 

and that are good ones themselves, and 
they will produce a good per cent. of 
_ good chicks. It remains for the breed- 
ets who have ‘“‘ hobbies to ride’ to choose 
_ between strains, either those which ap- 
pear light in color having large white open 
_ centres with narrow black lacing, or 
_ those with smaller white centres and 
wider lacing. The latter is easier for the 
hap-hazard breeder to produce birds with 
_ plumage laced entirely around the feathers. 
_ The former is nearest what our standard 
_ requires, and shows the most science for 
_ the breeder that produces this sort that 
are laced ‘‘all around ”’ each feather.

Never 
feed soft food of any sort, but change 
from one grain to another as often as 
possible, except at night, when they 
should be fed finely cracked corn, and an 
occasional feed of hard boiled eggs chop- 
ped fine and made dry with bread crumbs, 
cracked wheat, broken rice, dry oat meal, 
buckwheat or hemp seed once or twice a 
week. Allow them fresh water from the 
start. Keep them free from lice, and 
your success is assured.

Profits of Extensive Poultry Raising. 


The interest in poultry culture is ever 
on the increase, and now that many of 
our farmers are looking around for more 
profitable work than the production of 
milk, many of them may turn their at- 
tention to’ poultry raising, and may feel 
anxious to know whether it will pay them 
to increase the size of their flock. That 
the ordinary amount of poultry kept by 
the farmers, pays better, comparatively, 
than any other stock on the farm, has 
been figured out for us again and again. 
Whether the same amount of profits will 
be realized by raising poultry on a very 
extensive scale, is questioned by many, 
and it is left to many of us to find out 
where profit ceases and loss begins. 

We would certainly caution a novice 
not to begin with tore than fifty hens, 
and by slowly increasing the number, as 
his experience grows, he may get to keep- 
ing 1,000 with the same good results. It 
has been proved by many that hens will 
lay more eggs if not allowed to run at 
large, and if a person will take the necess- 
ary care to keep the houses clean and the 
runs spaded up, and will provide every- 
thing for the fowls that they would find 
were they running at large, they will 
probably be more profitable if yarded. 
Where many hundred or thousand fowls 
were kept, it would be absolutely necess- 
ary to provide large runs or yards for them. 
For breeding stock, however, we should 
certainly prefer unlimited or a very extend- 
ed range, where it can be had. 

The person who has 500 or 1,000 hens 
to care for, especially if they are yarded, 
must expect to give themzall his time and 
attention. A few cows might be-kept, as 
the poultryman will find skim milk and 
butter-milk valuable food for his hens. 
What our poultrymen must give the most 
attention to, is the production of eggs in 
the Fall. He who succeeds in having a 
good supply in October, November and 
December will not have to go a begging 
for customers. Poultry and fruit ought 
to receive some of the farmer’s interest, 
that the dairy has usurped. It is true 
that the New York market is often over- 
stocked with both fruit and poultry, but 
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our home markets are but scantily sup- 
plied with the former, and we have made 
many unsuccessful attempts to buy fruit; 
when we happened to have none of our 
own. 

Fresh eggs are always scarce in the Fall 
months, and the farmer who learns to 
manage his flocks so as to get eggs at 
that time of the year, will not have to 
complain of small profits. 

Dressed poultry must be of good qual- 
ity and fine appearance, and the man who 
Ships this kind to the market will soon 
win a reputation, and will have no trouble 
in finding a customer. 

Where more than 50 or 100 hens are 
kept it is absolutely necessary to divide 
them imto different flocks, and if you can 
arrange itso as to have no more than 25 
in one yardait will be to your advantage. 
By so domjg there will be Yess danger of 
some fowls getting too much and others 
too little food, and you will be able to 
keep a record, if not to each individual 
hen, at least of the different pens, and can 
select the most profitable ones for your 
breeding stock. 

We heartily recommend the poultry 
business to all wha are willing and able 
to give their fowls all the care and atten- 
tion they require, but it is business that 
must be learned, just as every other work, 
and the only safe road to success is to 
travel slowly and surely. One year’s ex- 
perience is not enough to teach you all 
there is to be learned. ELL DEE.

Davis’ Logic. 


Mr. J. H. Davis has recently treated 
the readers of the AMERICAN FANCIER toa 
bit of curiously false reasoning. I shall 
only cail attention to some of his fallacies, 
lest he andothers be misled again by 
such plausible reasoning. 

Mr. Davis’ reasons numbered one, 
three, tour and five are all included or 
implied in the first, ‘“The score card is 
not reliable, except on the date or day it 
is given,”’ 

His logic is, whatever is reliable only 
on given date or day is useless. The 
score card is reliable only on a given date 
or day. The score card is therefore 
useless. This seems correct in form. 
But the first promise is untrue. Many 
things are true only for a given time and 
place, the knowledge of which is after- 
wards very useful. 

Suppose I have an Indian game cock- 
erel that scores 98 in Mr. Babcock’s hands 
January 1st, 1897 in my yard. A knowl- 
edge of this fact will help me sell the 
cockerel; for any sane man will know 
that the bird is very fine and, barring ac- 
cidents, will continue to be very fine, 
even ifhe never scores so high again. 
For Mr. Babcock will not give an Indian 
game cockeral a score of 98 if he can 
help it, nor will any other judge. 

Hence the conclusion that the score 
card is useless is a wrong one; for it is 
not contained on the premises. 
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Again, the argument of Mr. Davis, if 
true against the score card is equally true 
against comparison judging. For the 
latter is only true for the given time and 
place. My cock may be awarded the 
highest honor this week as the best bird 
in the show.. Next week in the same 
company in another place and in another 
light by the same judge he may be given 
second place. 

So far as Mr. Davis’ argument goes there 
is no choice between the two systems. 
He fails to condemn either. But that the 
two exist is not best is where he makes a 
good hit. 

I prefer the score card; for then I know 
how my bird compared in the judge’s 
mind on a given date with the ideally 
perfect bird, while by the other system I 
only know how he stood in comparison 
with his competitors on the same date. 
By comparison he might win first and 
not score 90. I sawa trio of S. Wyan- 
dottes win first once when the pullets had 
single combs. Of course the judge was 
no judge in this case. The trio, consid- 
ered as good looking chickens, deserved 
first in that show. But I make no. argu- 
ment against the system especially from 
the above case, only that our shows 
should employ competent men to judge 
the stock, birds etc., on exhibition.

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A Valuable Exhibit. 


In a recent number of the AMERICAN 
FANCIER, Mr. Theodore Sternberg reter- 
red in a complimentary way to the collec- 
tion of poultry journals exhibited by Dr. 
G. W. Davis at the first annual show of 
the Mid-continental Poultry Association. 
This hastily arranged display attracted 
the attention of all visitors to that show, 
and created a great deal of comment. It 
was a revelation to many who had hither- 
to taken but little interest in the subject 
and served to awaken them to a realiza- 
tion of the magnitude of the industry. If 
the example set by Dr. Davis were follow- 
ed by the officers of all poultry shows 
throughout the land, its beneficial ef- 
fects would soon be revealed. There is 
but a small proportion of our people who 
realize that the raising of poultry is any- 
thing more than a mere fad, indulged in 
by a few people of leisure. They are not 
aware that it is one of the most important 
industries of the world. In the State of 
Missouri it exceeds in importance, as sta- 
tistics will show, every other branch of 
commerce. At the next annual show of 
the great Mid-continental, I daresay Dr. 
Davis will have a ‘“‘literary department ”’ 
that will prove a most interesting feature, 
and one that will be of incalculable benefit 
to the fraternity. In this commendable 
undertaking he should receive the hearty 
support of every publisher, for in no bet- 
ter way could their publications be brought 
before the “fancy’’ and public in general.

Our esteemed friend, the editor of the 
Stock-Keeper, England, evidently loves 

a “bit of duck,” for he writes as fol- 
tow of the Cayuga : ; 


“ Those who appreciate roast duck in 


|perfection and rear for their own 


tables, should keep Cayugas, the lus- 
trous plumaged, medium sized de- 
scendants of the black, wild ducks, 
whose natural habitat is’ the great 
Cayuga Lake in North America. Not- 
withstanding their comparatively re- 
cent translation from a wild to a do- 
mestic life, they are almost as tame as 
any of our older breeds, though they 
retain in some degree the habits of 
their wild fowl ancestors, principally 
observable in the untiring eagerness 
with which they forage about after 
insect food. They are, alike on lawn, 
or pool, or river, peculiarly charming 
and attractive birds, whilst as to their 
economic properties few varieties can 
excel or even equal them in egg pro- 
duction, and none, unless it is their 
diminutive cousins, the black East 
Indians, which can venture to com- 
pete with them in table properties. 
Either when treated by the cook as 
ordinary ducks, or cooked a Ja wild 
duck, they are simply delicious; at 
least to all who appreciate Water-fowl 
on the table. Their flesh, though 
rather dark, is finer ang 1 
grain, and richer and full 
without being so oily and fat, as the 
fully-matured birds of the larger breeds, 
while by many they are preferred to 
the wild duck, even the inland-reared 
ones, which are immeasurably superior 
to those bred and fed on the coast. 


“Cayugas are easily reared and rapid- 
ly mature. Those hatched out in 
spring when the weather is favorable, 
if allowed to frequent a running stream, 
however small it may be, will want but 
little attention except three or four 
meals a day of mixed soft food, and a 
little whole wheat for choice last thing 
at night ; but if it is intended to rear 
them in the early months of the year 
they must have care and shelter the 
same as all other breeds. They are 
rather small for marketing unless cus- 
tomers can be found who prefer quality 
to size; but for those who rear for 
their own tables or breed for eggs 
there is no variety more suitable than 
the hardy Cayuga, which is said when 
partly fed on celery to be a worthy 
culinary rival even of the noted Amer- |! 
ican Canvasback itself.”

‘‘feel good.” I was watching my own 
chicks only yesterday afternoon. Such 
running round and flying up a little way, 
and then along the ground, with wings 
all quivering and fluttering, and then up 
toa momentary partner, and then a little 
sham fight, and then a general flight to 
the hay field again. 

It is in the early morning and late after- 
noon you will see these impromptu 
dances in the open air, and I have known 
two-year-old hens indulge in these salta- 
tory gambols when let out of the hen 
house in the early morning, but general- 
ly the sedateness of age, which is alike 
common to man and beast and fowl, cuts 
these frolics very short after chickenhood 
in the fowl. Possibly the liver gets into 
play and does not want too much shaking 
up. 

I never owned a chick or adult fowl 
detected in any act that showed the slight-. 
est approach of cultivating a talent for 
painting. Yet one thing is certain, fowls 
have a keen perception of vivid colors. I 
do not think they notice slightly varying 
shades, bnt any vivid color attracts their 
attention at once, and if they are not ac- 
customed to it scares them. I have 
known fowls absolutely refuse to enter a 
newly whitewashed house—the white 
color scared them. Similarly a tarred 
house until they are used to it, produces 
the same effect. 

Among other articles of dress brought 
from France, I own a deep scarlet flannel 
cloth dressing gown. We live like the 
happy plough-boy of nursery rhyme, 
‘Monarchs of all we survey,’’ and so I 
paid an early visit to my yards this spring, 
in my scarlet dressing gown. The effect 
was prodigious, not a fowl or a chicken 
that did not hide itself, and despite all my 
calling the food I took them remained 
untouched until the objectionable scarlet 
monster had disappeared.

The sense of smell ina fowlseems to be 
but slightly developed.

Like a little girl friend of 
mine, aged seven, who always counts 


things by one and two, two being the 


highest number she can comprehend, 
fowls have, I think, a limited notion of 
arithmetic; witness the stolidity with 
which they accept daily the presence of 
only one egg in the nest in. the morning 
when at noon there are many; also the 
speedy way in which they reconcile them- 
selves to dead or missing chicks. 

As long as they can hear them they are 
frantic to get them, but if they do not hear 
them calling and have two or three chicks 
to expend their attentions on they are sat- 
isfied ; although a hen deprived of all her 
chicks will fret for days and go over and 
over again the haunts she frequented with 
her chicks, hoping against hope to find 
some stray one to lavish her maternal 
tenderness upon. I knew of one hen be- 


longing to a friend, on losing her chick- 


ens she adopted a litter of orphaned 
young rabbits. The way it began was 
the little bunnies lived in the lower part 
of the house and partitioned off above 
dwelt the hen with her brood. On losing 
them she looked everywhere, and night 
overtook her in the lower part instead of 
her being above as usual. The doe had 
died and the little rabbits felt cold and 
crept under the hen. She, poor thing, 
was delighted to feel again soft moving 
forms under her aching empty heart, so 
in the darkness she drew her wings closer 
round the four little orphans whose 
chilled bodies grew warm and cozy in 
their strange resting place.

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Breeding Game Fowls. 


In breeding Game fowls, remarks a 
writer in Poultry, great-care should be 
taken that no Game hens or pullets are 
ever allowed to run with or near any farm-: 
yard cocks, or any other than Game 
cocks, as if they mix with such they will 
sometimes throw back to the cocks in: 
breeding, after a long separation from: 
them, and although such is not generally 
supposed to be the case, it certainly some- 
times takes place. Gamecocks and stags 
may be kept on the same walks as hens of. 
any breed (rather small hens the best), 
but Game hens and pullets must never 
mix with any cocks or stags but Game, . 
on any account whatever, as it is very 
likely to injure the purity of breed in their 
| progenyz; == ae mie 

In breeding, it is often said that two- 

| thirds of the influence over the progeny 
comes from the hen, and only one-third 
| from the cock. I have found it in general 
| as follows :—That the cock has two-thirds 
of the influence over the male progeny, 
and the hen two-thirds of the influence 
over the female progeny, the cock having 
only one-third influence over his female 
progeny, and the hen only. one-third 
{influence over her male progeny. The 
best chickens, however, of both sexes, 
will take most after the cock, if cocks and. 
hens are equal in strength of blood and of: 
constitution, and in goodness ; the weak- 
est and worst chickens will in like manner 
take most after the hens as a rule. 

Many breeders, however, will differ 
from my experience as to this, I daresay, 
as I have heard some assert the contrary, 
but not the majority of those I have com- 
pared notes with, Most, however, agree 
that the cock influences the fighting prop- 
erties the most, unless the hens bred from

Many bad chickens have been bred 
from excellent brood fowls, owing to not 
paying attention to not sitting the eggs 
laid after the hens become broody, which 
eggs never produce good chickens, nor 
does the first egg of a clutch, as it is in 
general toosmall. Thesame brood fowls 
may thus have produced both very good 


}and: also bad chickens from this cause. 


Hatching too late, as in August or Sep- 
tember, or later, may also produce an 
inferior brood or broods of Game chick- 
ens. I have never hatched later than the 
middle of July, and never earlier than the 
end of the first three weeks in March. 
April and May are the proper months to 
hatch Game fowls in, and most other 
Poultry as well, for stock, as most breed- 
ers well know. Seer a ogee 
- When very small Game fowls were re- 
quired for making Game Bantams with, 
such were usually hatched in September 
or thereabouts, and in breeding bantams 
small they should not be hatched earlier 
than July, or later still, but cold. weather 
must be avoided in such cases, if very 
late birds. It is also known that early 
spring-hatched birds will run longer in leg 
and in thigh, with less proportionate flesh 
than the late-hatched birds, which are 
shorter in leg and thigh, and also more 
fleshy, though with less bone than early- 
hatched birds.

FEET AND LEGS. 


The feet and legs of Asiatics when 
profusely feathered should be watched as 
the toes often become crooked by the 
bunching of the pin feathers under the 
skin. ‘lhe promising specimens should 
be examined from time to time and if 
that is the case the skin should be lanced 
to let the feathers through. And pull 
every broken feather discovered that a 
new and whole one may take its place. 


THE PLUMAGE. 


Pin feathers that have become crushed 
or broken so as to bleed will invariably 
grow out white or lacking in true color. 
Remove all such as they are dis- 
covered that they may be renewed, ex- 
cept the flight feathers in black fowls. 
Often when they first appear they will be 


come black at full growth. The above 
is meant only for broken feathers or 
those that show injury in the pin feather 
state. In the flights of Langshans or 
Black Hamburgs, the young primaries 
that show white but are healthy, growing 
feathers, are suffering for the time being 
for want of sufficient pigment, which 
may be furnished them later when the 
balance of the plumage has grown. To 
pull these young primaries will only 
cause bleeding of the follicles and make 
the second set worse. Where oe 
plumage, after moulting is completed, i 
removed it invariably comes in in its nor- 
mal color. 

Thus you see, care from six weeks old 
to the show pen is quite necessary and

The best place to Lae chickens during 
the growth of the adult feathers or moult- 
ing hens in the Fall, is in a field of second 
growth clover with shade for the noon 
hour. The morning ramble in the dew 
washes their legs, the insects secured, 
the clover feed during the day and even- 
ing are all grand adjuncts in producing 
show specimens. The breeder who lives 
upon a farm and does not furnish such a 
run is letting his chance slip to win with 
birds of his own raising.

I do not believe 
in keeping stock over-fat, but a speci- 
men must be fat enough to appear 
solid in handling, and the plumage 
should have a_ glossy sheen, 
will be lacking if the specimén is thin in 
flesh. Ten days before the show, feed 
whole corn, grit and raw beef if your 
birds are not quite up to weight. Ihave 
seen seven to fourteen ounces put on by 
this feed in seven days. Such combs as 
are abnormally large it will be well to 
bleed, as the lance wound will heal dur- 
ing the ten days. 

Look the specimen over for all broken 
feathers about the body or feet and re- 
move them. In two weeks they will 
have appeared of sufficient length to 
assure any good judge that they are not 
at fault, and if itis a black fowl it will 
savé you a cut of one-half point or less. 

To clean the shanks and jfeet and to 
wash theplumage generally is necessary in 
white specimens. This is often well done 
and then spoiled in the drying. I once hur- 
ried home from a trip and helped to wash 
a set of fowls, and then placed them on 
oat straw that had moulded in the shock. 
The birds went into the show in far 
worse shape than if they had not been 
washed at all, for the dust and mould in 
the straw made them the color of the 
road. They went toa comparison show. 
to win second places, while the next year 
specimens properly washed and properly. 
dried, that were not by any means as 
fine, won all before them. 


WASHING SHOW BIRDS. 


You may all be familiar with the proper 
mode of washing fowls, but this article: 
would not be complete without it. Use: 
Pears’ or Ivory Soap, as soap with rosin: 
in it will ruin all chances of a successful 
washing. Thoroughly soap and lather to 
the skin and leave it on long enough to’ 
cut all dirt or any gummy or adhering 
substance in the plumage. 
to a second tub of clean, lukewarm 
water, deep enough to submerge the 
fowls, and by gently rubbing with a large 
sponge with the feathers, remove every 
bit of soap. ‘Lhen shake the plumage in 
the water thoroughly and rub it to the 
usual smooth condition. At last plunge 
in a tub of cold water that has been blued 
as the housewife blues the water for the 
linen in her wash. 
tion of the plumage thoroughly rinse it 
with this and take the bird out into a 
wire bottom dripping cage, allowing the 
specimen himself to shake the water out 
and then he may be removed to either of 
two rooms. 

Now the best in the world is a room 
the floor of which is covered four inches 
s| deep with sea beach sand and the atmos-. 
phere heated to 100 degrees having been 
warm long enough to heat the sand to 
100 degrees. 
cool to 70 degrees at the height of a 
man’s waist.This will cause the heat to 
rise from the sand and the fowls will, 
with the water in the plumage, secure a 
steam or turkish bath that will make the 
plumage spread out to its fullest extent 
and be immaculately white. 

Or, put the bird in a cage with a wire 
bottom and cut straw that is absolutely 
clean and set this cage over a register so 
as to heat the straw to Ioo degrees in a 
room of 70 degrees. - And in this let the 
bird steam dry. When washing brush 
the black dirt out from under the scales 
of the legs and toes as one cleans one’s 
finger nails. 
in this perfect condition which show up 
the very last half point of their breeding 
possibilities should score 94 to 964 points, 
and the same specimens in some subse- 
quent show, when they have been neg- 
lected and become soiled and the plu- 
mage broken should score even two 
points less. Merit and care is what wins 
in our exhibitions. =

warmed apartment is strongly recom- 
mended. Observing, therefore, ten days 
ago that four Bantams and three Polish 
chickens, after exposure to wet without, 
_and accidental wet within their domicile, 
were affected, some with catarrh, others 
with the more advanced roupy discharge 
from the nostrils, and others with the 


gapy rattling or bronchial irritation in the. 


throat or chest, I forthwith removed them 
all into a greenhouse warmed by flues. I 


was surprised to see that all my patients 


at once sought out the warmest—yes, I 
might say the hottest flags which they 
selected, and there nestled, that I question 
whether I could have retained my own 
hand upon them, and call it a comfortable 
warmth. The result was, that some of 
them in three or four, and all within ten 
days, were perfectly recovered ; showin 
clearly the efficacy of the sound practica 
advice given in the late edition of Mou- 
bray, that an artificially warmed apartment

Penning of Poultry and Pigeons at 
Exhibitions. 


For some oimidige bits time, I may say 


even since I have been associated with: 


the poultry and pigeon fancy in America, 


the above subject has occupied my mind 


to a considerable extent. 

There is no denying the fact that at 
many exhibitions which take place in this 
country the penning arrangements are of 
a very unsatisfactory and primeval char- 
acter. Especially so at many of the ex- 
hibitions which are held in connection 
with Fall fairs, which no doubt militates 
considerably against owners of good 
stock patronizing them to any great ex- 
tent. 

Any one who has visited the New York 
show and any of the others where 
Spratt’s patent pens are used, cannot but 
be of the opinion that it is desirable that 
they should be more extensively in use 
than they are and the old wooden struc: 
tures abandoned. We believe it is on 
the account of the expense to the differ- 
ent societies that they are not used. 


A short time ago I made it my business 
to approach the agent of that company 
on the subject of a reduction in their 
charges as I could not conceive how there 
should be such a difference in the price 
of hire of their pens and what is charged 
in England for similar services—their 
charges being at least three times as 
much as they can be hired for in the old 
country.

being an advertising medium for their 
feed stuffs and other appliances they have 
for sale in America with the poultry, 
pigeon and dog business, it certainly did 
not leave a very wide margin for profit 
as far as the penning department was 
concerned, taking into consideration the 
capital invested and the loss sustained on 
wear and tear of the pens in transit and 
at the show. 

Societies such as New York, Boston 
and one or two other fixtures where they 
have an annual show of such dimensions 
could probably save money by buying 
their own pens, but what I desire to see 
is wire pens come into general use in 
every section of the country, whether the 
show be a large one or a small one com- 
paratively. One item which enables 
English purveyors of pens to do it much 
cheaper arises from the fact that the pens 
are in use every week all the year round, 
shows being so numerous and_ the 
freight being nominal in comparison to 
what it amounts to in this country, the 
distance they have to go being infinitesi- 
mal in comparison to what they are in 
this country, and again, as arule staging 
is provided by the societies. Moreover, 
engagements are entered into early in the 
season, and in sending out the pens are 
so arranged that they are shipped from 
show to show without being returned to 
the factory, sometimes taking in a circuit 
of six months duration before they return 
for repairs, disinfecting and _ general 
cleaning up before being sent out again. 

If show executives in this » country 
would put their heads together, especial- 
ly those in connection with the Fall fairs, 
and so arrange their dates that the pens 
could be shipped from show to show, 
there is no doubt it would place Spratt’s 
patent in a position to reduce the charges 
for hire to such a price that with a small 
entry fee on each exhibit for hire of pen 
it would enable societies to use them uni- 
versally without any additional drain 
upon their funds and with more satisfac- 
tion to their patrons, and be a more 
pleasing spectacle to visitors. In addi- 
tion to supplying the pens their charge

promoters of shows, to say nothing of the 
welfare and comfort of the specimens ex- 
hibited.

Here the white 
feathers cease so distinctly to be observ- 
able as to present a clean line of demar- 
cation across the body called ‘‘a clean 
cut.’”?> The white or light rump of 
these birds has led some_ to 
assert that they are the _ progen- 
itors of most of our fancy pigeons, 
as all display a tedency to such an ap- 
pearance, without the same being gener- 
ally desired. But I do not share this 
opinion, if for no other reason than that I 
have found light-rumped pigeons to be 
far more prolific breeders than those with 
rumps of dark shades, whereas it is an 
admitted fact that the Blue Rock proper, 
though a regular breeder when paired to 
its own species, seldom lays more than 
two pairs of eggs in one season. I admit 
that the Blue Rock is rightly termed a 
‘‘pigeon”’ of the terrestrial genus ; still I 
have shown that it is not subject to do- 
mestication. Young reared of this breed 
in a loft or dove cote have been known to 
remain for awhile tenants of the same, 
but invariably when they have got 
through their first moult and are ready to 
breed, instinctively they have left the 
home of their early days and betaken 
themselves to distant rocks and cliffs, 
sometimes perhaps paying a passing visit 
to the old cote or loft, but never willingly 
again remaining therein. 

True it is that nature may bend to 
human will, but instinct is unconquerable 
and will assert its claim to uncontrolled 
liberty of action. The leopard cannot 
change its spots, neither will the instinct- 
tively wild and shy Blue Rock pigeon 
ever cast aside its abhorrence of the wiles 
and fetters of domestication. Rather will 
it adhere, despising all the enchantments 
of ‘‘ dwellings of cedar painted with ver- 
million,” to the ‘‘cold gray crags,”’ 
around which it delights to soar together 
with its numberless fellows from sunrise 
to sunset, only alighting now and again 
as one ina shoal of feathered creatures 
on the stony rock, to give to the space on 
which they rest the bright blue tinge of 
their plumage, and thus take from the 
rock their name while conspicuously giv- 
ing color to the same by their own daz- 
zling appearance. Such are the blue 
feathered pigeons which take from the 
ledges of their homes their time-honored 
name—Blue Rock. 


DUFFERS. 


Some writers so term the Dovehouse 
pigeon, so called because it is the only 
one of our native pigeons that is capable 
of domestication, and of attaching itself 
to the dwellings or houses of men. This 
pigeon is found in the greater part of 
Europe, and also in portions of Asia. It 
is, indeed, the stock pigeon from which 
many of our toy and less-cultureed varie- 
ties are probably descended. In head 
and beak it closely resembles the Rock ; 
the eye is of a deeper red color called 
‘‘oravel ;’ the wattle,is very fine, but the 
eye-cere, though vefy dark, presents a 
fuller and more leathery appearance than 
does that of the Blue Rock; it is a little 
smaller than the latter, both in length and 
width. In color, it is of a deep dull, 
slatey-blue shade, all the feathers, both 
small and large, on the wing shoulders 
being marked with black; this marking 
is called ‘‘ chequering.’”’,, Its rump is of a 
dark slatey hue. It avery free 
breeder, a good feeder, and devotedly at- 
tached to its home, be it the manorial 
mansion or the homely cottage. It is, 
undoubtedly, though itself poor and un- 
sightly, the progenitor of all homing 
pigeons.—Rev. W. F. LUMLEY, in the 
feathered World.

Homing Pigeons. 


Without doubt the Homing pigeon is 
the most useful of all our English pigeons. 


If a person happens to be away in the 
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CAN-RANCIER. 


imperceptible blending with the blue, 
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‘country on a journey of some importance 
and wishes to send home early intelli- 
gence, it is a capital plan to take a 
Homer or two. The letter can be written 
and sent at any time thus by one’s own 
private pigeon-post. Telegraph offices 
are not always handy, and, besides, you 
cannot say all you want in a telegram. 
But if you write in a small hand on thin 
paper, a pigeon can take home a fair-sized 
letter. As I have been a fancier of 
Homing pigeons for some years, I will 
here give a few practical hints about their 
general management and training, which 
I hope will prove of service to some 
young fancier who wishes to keep a few 
of these useful birds. 

First the loft. The higher this is from 
the ground, the better, as the young birds 
are enabled to see their surroundings 
better than if the loft had a low position. 
The end ofa loft over a stable, or the 
garret of a dwelling-house, is often chosen 
for a loft. 

Secondly, the fitting up. These are ab- 
solutely necessary to every pigeon-lutf, as 
the pigeons would not breed if there were 
none. One side of the loft should be 
divided into partitions for the pigeons to 
breed in; each partition, or little room, 
should not be-less than two feet wide, 
one foot deep, and one foot high, Each 
partition should be divided. into two, be- 
cause Homing pigeons, being prolific 
breeders, usually lay another pair of eggs 
before they have reared up the nestlings 
hatched from a previous pair, and it the 
place was not partitioned, the young ones 
would try and get to the old birds whilst 
they were sitting on the last laid eggs, 
and the latter would be addled. On the 
side of the loft opposite to the partitions 
shelves and perches should be placed, or 
if space is an object, both sides of the loft 
may be partitioned. A trap, consisting 
of a framework of wood not less than two 
and a half feet long, one foot broad, and 
one and a half feet high, and covered 
with wire netting and wooden laths, and 
having a door to pull up in front, by 
means of a string, should be placed out- 
side the loft. If it is placed on the roof, 
a hole four inches square should be cut in 
the roof.. A trap is most useful for hom- 
ing pigeons, and the larger it is the better, 
as if squeakers are bought they should be 
placed in it so that they see the surround- 
ing neighborhood before being let out. 

Thirdly, as to the stock to be put in 
your loft. There are two ways of stocking 
a loft ; the first and better plan is to buy 
squeakers from some well-known import- 
er from Belgium. About two pairs are 
enough. Assoonas you get them turn 
them out in the trap. In about a fort- 
night, some fine morning when they have 
been only hadf-fed, you may open the 
trap-door and let them out ; they will not 
leave you. The second plan is to buy 
two or three pairs of old birds that have 
flown at least 200 miles and keep them 
in your loft and breed from them, but 
you must not think of letting them out, 
or off they will be to their old home, as, 
alas! I have too often had reason to 
know. In both cases a pedigree and list 
of performances should, if possible, be 
obtained of the birds you buy. 


Fourthly, the breeding and general 
management. If old birds are bought 
they should have large nesting places, 
and a wire flight ought to be 
attached to the loft, so that they may 
have exercise and plenty of sunshine 
every day. In Winter, if your space per- 
mits, I should advise you to divide your 
loft into two parts, so that the cocks may 
be placed in one part and the hens in the 
other ; for if the cocks and hens were 


left together, they would breed all 


through the Winter, so that when the 
proper breeding season came round all 
the eggs that the hens lay~would be 
barren. Another piece of advice :no two 
birds from the same parents should be 
mated together, or their young will be 
weak, sickly birds, not worth their keep. 
Some fanciers let their pigeons be out all 
the day ; others let them out only in the 
morning, before they have had their 
breakfast, so that after having had a 
good fly they come back again. I advise 
the latter plan, for if you let your pigeons 
have their liberty all day they get lazy, 
and perch on the roof of their loft all day, 
trimming their feathers. : 
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Then keep them healthy and growing if you want the

Our esteemed new contemporary, 
Commercial Poultry, called it ‘‘the 
greatest poultry show the world ever 
saw.” We will forgive the writer for 
that pardonable error, for the world is 
very large—even larger than Chicago, 
and that is saying much. ‘ 


We do not look upon poultry shows as 


bargain counters and can only criticise 
them from a fancier’s standpoint. 
Having seen the best of themin America 
and having indisputable evidence of the 
greatness of the Crystal Palace show in 
England, we wish to draw the veil over 
any invidious comparison of the great 
shows of the world Chicago did herself 
proud and pulled off a show that is an 
honor to any great city. 

But these are facts to ‘“‘go up against” 
that will not injure the show; on the 
contrary, will help to make it more 
perfect in the future. 

Space forbids much detail in describing 
the show, so we will briefly give our 
comments. ? 

The building is a large one, with 
ample floor space. The light is not 
good, the orange stained glass windows 
throwing a rather muddy light on the 
exhibits. The coops were of wire, but a 
big mistake was made in topping them 
off with muslin. This tended to darken 
the exhibits. Double tiering was also 
prevalent, and that did not help matters. 
Besides this, there were too many birds 
allotted to one coop in many classes. A 
single coop fer a single bird is the 


accepted ideal of a first-class show, and 
the inviolate rule that all classes must 


be cooped in rotation is another. Where 
good judging is to be done, all cocks 
must be in line side by side, the same as 
the cockerels, hens and pullets. Further- 
more, the idea of figuring up the best 
breeding pen by the winnings of the 
birds in the open class is way behind 
the times. It gives doubtful glory to 
the winner and educates nobody. 
Breeding pen prizes are a humbug, pure 
and simple. 
awarded, let them be for exhibition 
pens only and have the pens exhibited 
in one coop. 

The quality of the birds in many of 
the leading classes was excellent, as 
good as can be found at New York or 
Boston. Personally we can say that 
the classes we judged, viz, Silver 
Wyandottes, White Wyandottes and 
Golden Wyandottes, were exceedingly 
large and fine, excepting the Goldens, 


which were few in numbers, but very 


good in guality. Nearly two hundred 
White Wyandottes in the open classes 


was a remarkable exhibit, and there —

The discus- 
sions were harmonious, as they always 
are when good fellowship prevails, and 
from beginning to end not a word was 
said that was not utteredin all good 
friendship and kindness. 

Our full stenographic report follows: 

President Kegley called the meeting 
to order at 8 o’clock and delivered the 
following address: 

Members of the Association ard Gen- 
tlemen: 

. Ishall spare you to-night the inflic-

The 
progress of this great exhibition is typi- 
cal of the great progress of fancy poul- 
try in America. 7 
annual visits to Chicago must have 
noted the uniform improvement in the 
quality of the birds shown. And, on 
the whole, this is the story that comes 
from allsections. And yet. I venture 
to say, that we are only on the thresh- 
old of the development of fancy poultry. 

It is expected, doubtless, that I should 
say something regarding the work of 
the association. A number of vital 
questions are presenting themselves for 
solution. These questions shouid be 
met in a spirit of candor and courage. 

The association has, inevitably, been 
the subject of many criticisms. We 
are often asked to state what it is that 
soambitious an organization, which ar- 
rogates to itself the name of the Ameri- 


can Poultry association, has accom- 


plished. I amsureI voice your senti- 
ments when I say that the most impor. 
tant, the most fundamental work of the 
association, is the publication, and the 
revision, at proper intervals, of the 
Standard. The Standard, published 
officially by this association, is accepted 
with practical unanimity as authorita- 
tive. We do not claim perfection for 
it, of course, but itis, in fact, what it 
assumes to be, the American Standard 
of Perfection for fancy poultry.

over this favorite color. But the influ- 
ence of the Standard, in other words, 
the influence of this asSociation, is seen 
in the present general agreement as to 
the proper shade of buff. Breeders of 
buff fowlsare, without exception,agreed 
on the proper shade. The controversy 
is over. The prime necessity of an as- 
sociation like this is seen when we look 
at two quite opposite propositions of 
two classes of critics. I have seen no 
program for the proposed association, 
and I do not know what it would hope 
to accomplish. But let us suppose that 
a new organization were effected. 
Would it publish an official Standard? 
Or would it adopt the Standard of this 
association as its own? The first alter- 
native would create the greatest possible 
confusion, if this second Standard 
should be adopted by any large number 
of fanciers. Each local association 
would hold its annual exhibition. And 
our judges, already fallible wouid then 
be ina pitiable plight, indeed. The 
other alternative, that the new associa- 
ciation would adopt the standard of this 


| organization, is palpably absurd. 


Suppose, on the other hand, that in- 
stead of there being two or more rival 
associations, there were none at all. 
What, then, would we do for a stand 
ard? How would revision of the present 
standard occur? I believe the absolute 
necessity of any authoritative standard 
establishes also the vital necessity of a 
single representative association such as 
this. Doubtless weare open to criti- 
cism at many points, and well meant, 
intelligent criticism should carefully be 
considered. But the best way to pro- 
mote the larger interests of the poultry 
fancy is by means of the present associa- 
tion. This association is not, and never 
should become, a close corporation. I 
believeit represents fairlv the views and 
the interests of American pou'trymen. 
If not, an effective remedy is easily at 
hand.

2. By consent of its severest critics 


even, this association has serious respon- 
sibilities. If you giveany man, or any 
association of men, responsibility, you 
must also give them power. These is a 
direction, as it seems to me, in which 
this association should exercise addi- 
tional power. A most important matter 
of permanent interest to all of us is the 
matter of judging at our shows. I do 
not agree with a good many criticisms 


passed upon our jndges. We have many . 


who are competent, and I am glad to 
believe that the great majority of them 
are influenced by no improper motives 
in placing awards. But I believe it is 
competent for this association to take 
some action to secure greater efficiency 
in this regard. Iam not now about to 
suggest any panacea for poor judging, 
for there is none, but may suggest two 
plans that have been proposed in vari- 
ous quarters. The first is that occasion: 
ally there shall be held. under the aus 
pices of this association, perhaps at its 
annual meeting, a conference of poul- 
try judges. I am confident that noth- 
ing but good could result from such a 
conference. Another proposition, not 
opposed to this one just suggested, i 
that judges should be officially recog- 
nized by. this association, and that, in 
order gain tosuch recognition, some sort 
of examination be held to test new aspi- 
rants for judicial honors. Such a plan 
of examination would not be applied to 
judges already in the field. I would 
urge, at any rate, that this association 
consider carefully the whole matter of 
judging. 

3. Many of the special clubs are doing 
effective work for the various breeds of 


|poultry. Too much praise cannot be 


given such organizations as the differ- 
ent specialty clubs. T\am of the opin- 
ion, however, that there shou!d bea 
closer affiliation of these clubs with the 
American Poultry Association as the 
parent organization. The breeders of 
the separate varieties represented in the 
special clubs recognize the standard of 
this association. Many of them are 
members of it. . Many others should be- 
come members. Eachspécialty club in 
my opinion, should be a branch, if Imay 
so term it, of this association. 
all interested, I take it, inall the varie- 
ties recognized as standard, and there 
should be some method by which we 
can be more mutually helpful. 

I have found the duties of President 
of this association pleasant, but I shall 
also take a peculiar pleasure in welcom- 
ing my successor in office. 

The officers. and members of this as- 
sociation are charged with important 
responsibilities affecting the interests 
of a large number of people. The pol- 
icy of this association should ever be 
broad and progressive. Upon the ac- 


tion of this body, from year to year, de- | 


pends, ina large measure, the welfare 
of the poultry fancy, in which we are all 
so deeply interested.

They Got the Bird. 


The story of how we got our Christmas 
turkey the winter of 1893-184 will read 
something like a fairy tale, but Ill 
have to take the ehances and let ’em go. 

The best of it is, I had five witnesses 
to the truth of the story. The first was 
A. V. Diveley, of Aitoona, Pa., an ex- 
district attorney of Blair county; a 
lawyer of. considerable acumen and a 
lover of. good pointers aud sett-rs; is 
not unknown at field trials, and may be 
also credited with a whole lot of other 
things no man need be ashamed of. 


The next was F G. Patterson, at that 


time president of the railroad then 
known as the Aitoona, Clearfield & 
Northern Railroad, a small, narrow- 
gauge road that ran up the mountains 
to Wopsononock Heights, near Altoona, 
and that was blessed with a name almost 
as long as the road itself. 

The third member of our party was 
Joe Durrance, a native of that part of 
the country, and a man who knew 
every inch of it. He was fond of any 
kind of hunting, and he and his little 
bay mare were right in it whenever 
my brother’s hounds were after a fox. 

The fourth was my brother Fred, then 
a resident of Fort Meade, Fia., and our 
host and guide on the occasion when we 
corralled our Christmas turkey. 

Fifth and last was John Craig, a 


colored man, who went along with us|, 


on our camp hunt as cook, driver and 
general all-round man. John was the 
right man in the right place, and it 
was to him that much of the success 
and pleasure of our camping experience 
is to be attributed. 

If anyone cares to figure it out, he 
will find that Dec. 24, 1893, was a 
Sunday. The fact that both Diveley 
and Patterson bad to be back in Penn- 
sylvania by the first of the year must 
be my excuse for our starting on our 
Christmas hunt on Sunday. Our destina- 
tion was some forty-two. miles almost 
due east of Fort Meade, and we took 
care to pass well outside of the little 
town, going to the south of it, soas not 
to scandalize the neighbors. 

Our outfit consisted of a wagon drawn 
by two heaithy mules; a light wagon, 
in the shafts of which were my brother’s 
old sorrel Tom and a little bay mare 
owned by Joe Durrance. On the big 
wagon was our tent, while the little 
wagon had other portions of our im- 
plements. 

My brother’s four hounds, Solomon, 


Spring, Harlequin and old Smiler, and 


my setter Uno were also of the party. 
In short, we madea pretty good showing 
as we filed along the road, my brother 
riding his bronco, Punch. _Diveley 
made a first-rate Jehu and held the 
lines on the little wagon the greater 
part of the trip. 

We were bound for Blue Jordan as 
our first camping spot aud outspanned 
at the Fort Meade race track for lunch, 
as it was 10:30a. m. by the time we had 
been able to makea start. Lunch, too, 
was no hurried affair, for we had to 
make a fire and John had to boil the in- 
evitable coffee. The weather was so 
pleasant that it was too warm for any- 
thing but shirt sleeves during the day, 
and consequentiy, although we had 
many miles before us, my brother had a 

hard job getting us started again. 

Our next stopping place was about a 
miie beyond a place called Midland, the 
total number of houses contained in 
the settlement being, so far as I can re- 
member, limited to just one,a general 
store. The sun had set, so we stopped 
for supper, awaiting for the full moon 
to rise, and boiling the coffee at a fire, 
whose heat was by no means unpleasing 
now that the rays of the sun had gone 
below the horizon. 

As soon as the moon was well up 
above the pines, we hitched up and 
made for the ‘‘sand hills,” a stretch of 
sandy dunes some twelve miles across, 


“bay,” through which ran the stream 
known as Blue Jordan. The going was 


our animals were getting tired, for they. 


had a longish day of it already. Our 
progress was consequently slow enough. 


Slow as it was, Diveley and I did not. 


find it tedious, for the brilliant Florida 
moon, the remarkable stillness of the 
night, and the dazzling white of the 
sand hills, covered here aud there with 


scrub oak, palms and palmetto clumps, 
all made the trip full of interest. 


Pat- 
terson fell asleep on the tent, which was 
on the big wagon, and thus missed an 
exciting fox hunt! Spring, the lady of 
the pack, started this all by herself, get- 
ting away from us and picking up a hot 
scent in asecond. How we got that 
fox is another story, for get it we did, 
although the hunt delayed us for fully 
half an hour. 

Thus it was that it was approaching 
midnight and we were still not quite 
through the sand hills, when the thing 
happened which gave rise to this story, 
namely, the securing of our Christmas 
turkey. 

To explain the occurrence clearly, I 
must hark back tothe time when we 
had killed Spring’s fox. Smiler had 
been again coupled with Uno and tied 
to the hind axle of the light wagon. 
Solomon and Harlequin were coupled 
up and tethered to the hind axle of the 
big wagon. Spring, who, although lame 
in her ijeft shoulder, had ranthe fox at 
a fast gait all by herself for about fif- 
teen minutes, was onthe big tent along- 
side of Joe Durrance, who, lying on his 
back, was gazing up into the firmament 
with eyes that could not have been 
closed for long at atime. 


Diveley was driving the light wagon, 
and was on in front, with Fred and 
Punch riding alongside of him. I was 
driving the mule team, with Patterson 
on the seat with me, while John Craig 
walked beside the wagon to stretch his 
legs. We were not talking much in our 
part of the outfit, for everybody was 
getting pretty sleepy. Joe Durrance, 

however, had his eyes open just then 

for all of a sudden he grasped my arm, 

and whispered hoarsely: ‘‘Stop the 
mules! There’s the darnnest biggest 
gobbler up in that pine back there that 
T ever saw!” 


It didn't take a minute to get out the ~ 


guns, two of them, thatis tosay. I 
gave Patterson one, with turkey shot 
shells in it; I took the other gun and 
loaded it. Then we went back a little, 
while John held the mules. The pines 
were very scattered, 
not a bit of trouble in locating his tree, 
nor in pointing out the turkey to us. 
The bird began to get uneasy, and some- 
thing dropped on the ground. 

A ‘Look out!” said Joe, ‘“‘he’s going to

But he never did, for Patterson, to 
whom was given the shot, brought him 
down with the first shot, and before 
that turkey reached the gronnd Joe 
was on top of it, and if it had been alive 
it couldn’t have got away, for Joe 
weighed about 200 pounds.

Fred and Diveley, who heard the shot, 
called back to usto know what we were 
shooting at.

hode Island Reds have again demon- 
strated the hold they have upon the 
public by turning out one of thestrongest 
classes at the Boston show. There was 
179 birds shown and some cracker-jacks 
amongst the winners. Considerable 
enthusiasm was manifested by these 
admirers, which resulted in a large 
attendance at the Red meeting. Judge 
Aldrich had a hard task in picking out 
the winness in the single classes, and he 
is to be congratulated on placing the 
awards so favorably A few comments 
were to be heard against some of his 
decisions but all in all he done well. 
Exhibitors were treated to a surprise as 
in most of the cases the pens were dis- 
qualified for a disqualification which up 
to the present had been overlooked I 
consider this will result to the advantage 
of the breed as it will make its breeders 
more careful. It really seemed too bad 
to have birds turned down here that had 
won at most other shows. ‘There was 
considerable kicking about this, and as 
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early brought to my notice. I honor 
Judge Aldrich for being man enough to 
follow the Standard under adverse criti- 
cism, and believe every judge should do 
thesame. The breeders of Rhode Island 
Reds made and adopted this Standard 
and expect, at least I do, every judge to 
follow it implicitly.. It was voted at the 
meeting not to accept the report of com- 
mittee on revision, but to give some 
slight alterations tothe old Standard and 
seven members were detailed for this 
work. After the recess, the meeting 
being called to order, the alterations 
were freely discussed and finally accepted 
and this will now give us a plain prac- 
tical Standard, such as any one can 
readily understand, and as I before 
intimated, I hope every judge placing 
awards on this variety will follow it.

I have 
written a letter to Mr. C. Minot Weld, 
the secretary of the Boston show (enclos- 
iny stamp for reply), asking for an ex- 
planation why my bird was detained, 
and he has as yet not seen fit to answer 
my letter. I also telegraphed Secietary 
Crawford and asked him to hold overmy 
class until Thursday morning (I had 
previous y written him two letters ex- 
p'aining the situation.) He wrote me 
and said: ‘‘Game Bantam here too late 
for judging.” It seems to me there was 
a motive in holding back my bird so long, 
as the Express Company states he was 
given to tnem for shipment on the 22d 
and not before. I trust any one who 


reads this, and has been treated in a 
similar manner, will write me (or your 


paper) as I intend to ferret this case out

After a couple of days’ rest off we went 
to New York, and while Boston was a 
Tumbler show, New York wasstrongly a 
Jacobin show, and what a tot of good 
Jacks were out, and how carefully Mr. 
Kennedy judged them. I have seen 
most of our judges at work but I do not 
ever remember being so impressed with 
any one of them in the same way I-was 
by Mr. Kennedy. Hewas the judge par 
excellence. He made a couple or more 
mistakes perhaps. but he knew what he 
wanted, and when it came before him he 
saw it, and he was consistent all through, 
sticking to his type, and under such a 
judge how easy it is to show, because his 
decisions showed he stuck to the one 
stamp allthrough. He wanted a good 
hooded, medium sized bird, with plenty 
of style and dark thighs, if possible, and 
well fledged if the other properties were 
there, but these of course were minor 
points. Wehope to see Mr. Kennedy on 
the job much more frequently in the 
future. Mr. C. A. Koehler won the 
Hoskins cup with a very long feathered 
Black cock, grand main and chain and 
good in hood, very good color and lots of 
style. The other specials were divided 
up among Messrs. Hoskins, Lang, 
Koehler, Brueggemann, Holmes, Diffen- 
derffer and several Ido not justnow call 
to mind. fPouters were even scarcer 
than at Boston, and surely there must be 
something wrong when there is a drop 
from 200 to some 50 birds. With Dr. 
Husselman, Mr. Tudor and Mr. Hoskins 
not showing, Mr. Rough had everything 
hisown way and divided the honors in 
Pigmies with Messrs. Diffenderffer and 
Brown. In Dragoons, again there wasa 
big falling off from Boston, Messrs. Oli- 
phant and Twombly being about the only 
ones showing except a White or two by 
Mr. Hartman. Tumblers did not come 
out.at New York ag I had hoped, and I 
must say it is rather discouraging trying 
to get out a good lot of Tumblers, at New 
York there were some 150 birds shown, 
but this was not a flea bite to what we 
had just seen at Boston. Here again, I 
expect, the clashing of Chicago had alot 
to do with it. as I know of three Boston 
exhibitors who were bound to show at 
Chicago and could only show at New 
York such as they could. There was a 
great show of Fantails, and Jimmy Blair 
had more than his share of firsts. We 
always thought Jimmy a ‘‘white man,” 
but he sprung afew Saddle Backs, Blues 
and Blacks, and came very nearly clean- 
ing things up. ‘Old Jack” was in 
- ‘Tumbler alley most of his time and per- 
haps this accounts for things going 
astray in Fantail alley. Messrs. Have- 
meyer Bros. won their share in Reds, 
Yellows, Blacks and Blues, but ‘‘old

We have just heard from the Chicago 
show and hear it wasa great success, and 
that next year they are going to put up 
the same clean high-class show. The 
writer showed some thirty birds and 
received them all back in good shape, 
and Isee no reason why Western fanciers 
cannot show east, and Eastern fanciers 
west, but the show management must 
give us a chance to show with them, 
make the dates such that they don’ i 
follow ‘‘allin a heap.” Chicago had the 
best allround display of the big three, 
having an evenly balanced show, all 
breeds turning up well, but Tumblers 
extra well, as there were some 450 birds 
exhibited. Pouters turned out well as 
did Pigmy Pouters, Fantails and all the 
Short Beaked breeds and a whole lot of 
German Toys. We think they will have 
to engage more judges in the future as 
these men cannot do justice to 600 birds 
apiece, but we have no fear on this score 
as the liberality shown the past show 
season is a pointer as to which way the 
wind blows in Chicago, and they are out 
for the biggest show in America and 
will make a great hustle to land it.

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English Langshan Society’s| 


Club Show. - 


Editor American Fancier: The Lang- 
shan Society’s Club Show was held at 
Swindon in November, 1900, and the 
entries were cocks 13, hens 16, cockerels 
32, puilets 48, selling classes (two) 28, 
the number being smaller than usual, 
owing probably to the date being three 


weeks earlier than last year and so very‘ 


close after the great national Crystal 
Palace show. The judge was Mr. George 
Fielder. : 
Of the cocks the only really good bird 
was the winner shown by John Thornton, 
a new member. This bird has since 
changed hands twice, and he was shown 
at the Poultry Clib Members’ show by 
me and was aw rded ist in the cock 
class by Mr. Hirt aker. It went straight 
from that show .o Manchester where he 
won 2d prize under Mr. Battersly, and 
was claimed at catalogue price (unfor- 
tunately only 10 guineas.) In hens, 
Messrs. Percy was awarded 1st fora bird 
of great quality, perhaps somewhat lack- 
ing in size and shade of toe feather. The 
2d prize hen, S. Climas’, was preferred 
by some, and certainly she was betterin 
many points especially size, her principal 
failing being too much fluff on thighs. 
In cockerels the winner was mine, and 
was perhaps the best colored bird of the 
season, but her eyes and beak were too 
light and the serrations of his comb set 
absolutely even. The judge awarded 
him the challenge cup for the best male 
bird and the silver medal for the best 
Langshan in the show, and he was 
claimed at catalogue price. The 2d 
prize cockerel was Mr. Walker’s, she had 
previously been ist and gold medal at 
the Crystal Palace show and he hassince 
won 2d prize at the Poultry Club Mem 
bers’ show. The 3d was Messrs. Percy’s 
and had occupied same place at the 
Crystal Palace. The 4th was Mr. 
Magall’s Silver, and would have been 
higher but for a tendency to show white 
in color, he had been 2d at the Crystal 
Palace. The 5th wasshown by me, and 
although he was not quite ready he was 
my favorite and afterwards won Istand 
special for best Langshan in the Poultry 
Club show. The 6th was Mr. Walter’s 
and scarcely deserved her place. I very 
much liked the reserve bird shown by 
Mr. O. C. Davey, he was good in all 
points except that he ought to have been 
a size larger. In pullets Messrs. Percy 
took five out of the six prizes including 
the challenge cup for hens and the bronze 
medal for second best Langshan in the 
show, with, I believe, entirely different 
birds from their winners at the Crystal 
Palace. Mr. Walker secured 5th prize 
with one of his pullets. It was difficult 


to criticise the awards in this class as the 


birds were staged low down and by the 
time the judging was over the light was 
getting bad. In the sellingclasses there 
were some good birds well worth the 
limited price, £2, and some have been 
winning at other shows.

English Shaw Managed by 
| “A Lady. 


Editor Amerjcan Farcier: The Leather- 
head and District Fanciers’ Society held 
their sixth annual show on the 2ist of 
November. _ This society is perhaps the 
only one in England managed by a lady, 
Miss A. M. Head, and managed for five 
shows without a hitch or even a dis— 
agreement among its members. Although 
the Society takes in eight miles only, the 
exhibits are ef a very good class, many 
having figured successfully at the largest 
shows, the Dairy, Palace, and so on. 
Four challenge cups, three wins of each 
constituting ownership, for poultry, 
pigeons, rabbits and cage birds respeo- 
tively, are competed for annually and 
created a good deal of excitement. At’ 
the sixth show the poultry cup was won 
by Miss Verney’s Leghorn after a hard 
tussle with Mrs. Smiles’ Buff Orpington 
puliet, which, though young, was so 
good as to make Mr. Pettipher, who 
judged, speak very highly of her. She 
is an orange buff with pure flights. Both 
birds were bred by their exhibiters. 
Miss Verney has now taken the cup 
twice, in 1898 and 1900, Mrs. Smiles 
taking it in 1899 with a very fine Black 
Orpington hen, who has won in open, 
but who this year had to be content with 
ist in her own class. : 

In common with most other shows, 
the principal attraction and 
classes at Leatherhead were the Buff 
Orpingtons, and their quality was quite 
up to many of the best. Mr. Ruther- 
ford’s winning cockerel (which is from 
the pen which bred the winning pullet, ) 
eleven in class, is a sound deep orange 
buff, his flights being almost perfect. 
Mrs. Smiles was 2d and 3d with a large 
Golden Buff and Cinnamon, respectively. 
The runner up for the cup was of course 
first in her class of 15, Mr. Rutherford 
being 2d, Mrs. Poisson and Mr. Frazer 
3d, both being good birds. 

Wyandottes were not very numerous, 
Miss Denshire winning with nice Silvers 
in both classes, 
hen is quite of the American ty pe, having 
size. Plymouth Rocks were fairly good, 
Miss Keswick taking premium honors in 
Barred classes with good, clearly barred 
birds, a Buff and White respectively 
accounting for the firsts in the two A. 
O. V. classes. Miss Verney had the 
Leghorn classes practically to herself, 
taking 1st, 2d, 3d with cocks and Ist, 2d 
with hens. Miss Verney’s Game Bantam 
also headed the Game Bantam cless, 
Mr. Chappell taking Ist, 2d in A. O. V. 
class witn a Silver Sebright hen and 
cock, very pretty well laced birds indeed. 
Miss Poulter was 3d with a Black Rose 
Comb that has done some winning but 
which was not in full feather. 

Dorkings, for a show not six miles 
from their name place, were poor, but 
the Minorcas shown were generally 
typical birds. Andalusians were not 
very much after Mr. Rutherford’s cock- 
erel, which isa real blue. Langshans 
were few, but the winning pullet (Miss 
Milliant smiles) was considered a very 
nice bird, tall and very lustrous. The 
pair class (young birds hatched the 
current year) numbered 17, and is one 
which we have heard the judge say he 
did not enjoy sorting. A very good 
well laced pair of Andalusians was ist, 
owned by Mrs. Bridges, Black Orpingtons 
and Minorcas being 2d and 3d. 

The pigeon section was very heavy, 
and it was late before Mr. Board, who 
judged, had decided the winners. . The 
cup went to Mr. Oliver Goldsmith’s Black 
Hun cock, who here beat his hen 1st 
Palace the preyious week, Mr. Frazier’s 
3a Palace Jacobin being the runner up.

Owing to Toronto and 
Montreal having chosen the, same dates, 
it was expected that the show would 
suffer by way of entries, but the 
association is to be congratulated on the 
splendid showing made, there being 
about 900 entries. 

Light Brahmas a fairly good class, 
the best of which were in first hen, 

cockerel and pullet. Dark Brahmas— 
Only two shown and neither of these 
merited first prize. Cochins a poor 
showing in comparison with previous 
shows. Langshans—Outside first cock 
and first and second hen, the quality 
was poor. In Javas, Dorkings, Spanish, 
Andalusians, Minorcas, Games, Polish, 
Hamburgs, Houdans, and Red Caps, the 
competition was not strong. Barred 
Plymouth Rocks—A good class, the 
first cock being a grand bird. White 
Rocks—First hen a good one, being 
awarded the bronze medal presented by 
Mr. H. B. Donovan, of the Canadian 
~ Poultry Review, for the best bird in the 
show. Silver Wvyandottes—First cock- 
erel and first pullet good birds, although 
I liked the second pullet better. 
Golden Wyandottes—First cock and 
first hen exceptionally good and it 
would be hard to find better; I should 
have reversed the order of the awards 
in pullets, placing third pullet first and 
the latter third. Buff Wyandottes— 
The color in the winners here is the best 
buff I have seen. | White Wyandottes— 
First cock, first pullet, and first cockerel 
were easy winners. Bantams—Some 
fine specimens shown, and it is regret- 
able that the competition was not 
stronger in order to show up the 
winners. The first Duckwing cock and 
first Black Red cock are birds that 
would stand a good chance in the 
strongest competition. Turkeys — 
Usually a good showing at this ex- 
hibition, but were rather a disappoint- 
ment both in quality and quantity, and 
the exhibit of Mr. A. Thompson, of 
Alian’s Corners, Quebec, was_ sorely 
missed. The White Holland cockerel is 
a grand one and could hold his own at 
any show. Geese—The first pair of 
Toulouse and Embden in the old bird 


class were worth remarking upon and 


were the admiration of all visitors; the 
others shown looked like young geese 
beside them. Ducks—An exceptionally 
fine lot, the Aylesbury and Cayuga 
being the classes which brought out the 
strongest competition.

Incompetent Judges. 


Iam inthe poultry business princi- 
pally from a fancier’s standpoint, conse- 
quently am intensely interested in ee 

y 
experience of thirteen years of exhibit- 
ing and attending poultry exhibitions 
has proven, to my satisfaction, that the 
system principally in vogue, namely, 
score card judging, is a fraud and a de- 
It is surprising that in this en- 


tolerated, and by men who claim to 
possess the average amount of intelli- 
gence, and who also pride themselves 
on being honest. I do not claim dis- 
honesty exists simply because a man 
favors the score eard. He may be hon- 
est in his opinion, and undoubtedly 
most ofthem-are. The score cardis of 
no value toeither an expert ora novice. 
The expert has long ago passed that 
stage of the game where he judges his 
birds according to the scores placed 
on them, perhaps by some one who 
knows much less about his variety than 
he does himself. He may, however, oc- 
casionally sella bird on account of its 
score, which in most cases proves a: dis- 
appointment tothe buyer. The score 
card isof no value to the novice be- 
cause it is not aut*entic and is there- 
fore nota guide. Were it a benefit to 
the novice I would certainly be one of 
the most enthusiasticadmirers. A novice 
on receiving his score cards after a 
show will, probably, scrutinize them 
thoroughly; he is willing to learn and 
eager to improve the faulty sections of 
his birds. In looking over his cards he 
probably finds all his birds cut one point 
on symmetry or typical carriage. That 
is Greek to him, so he passes on down 
the list, and, of course, tinds more cuts 
which are alsoGreek. Finally hecomes 
to back section. Here he finds a strik- 
ing similarity in all the cards, all his 
birds arecut oneanda half. He had 
been told some of his birds were very 
good in that section, so he compares his 
birds and can probably see that. some 
are much better on the back section 
than others, but the cuts are all alike, 
good bad or indifferent. He now re- 
sorts to his standard, and justly so, but 
nevertheless fails to solve the problem. 
Why are they allcut alike? Should this 
novice discover this fact while attend- 
ing the show it might be explained to 
him in some way by the judge who 
would perhaps throw in a joke en the 


side, at the expense of the novice, and 


to the delight of the spectators. No, 
the score card is not an educator, I 
claim it to be a physical impossibility to 
score a class of birds and have the 
awards properly placed. This reminds 
me of an article written by Theo. Hewes, 
a prominent poultry judge and score 
card advocate, in which he said in part: 
“Did you ever take a good long, quiet 
look at the winners after you had hon- 
estly made the awards? If you never 
did my advice to you would be to try it 
once. Come in in the middle of the 
night, give the night watch a dollar to 
say nothing about it, and just go and 
see what you have done. If there are 
200 birds in the class I will bet a nine 
dollar bill thirteen inches long you can 
find a dozen places where the fellow 
that got beat could have made a protest 
and proved his case.” In view of this 
manly acknowledgment of Mr. Hewes, 
of the many mistakes which occur by 
this method of score card judging, al- 
low metoask the friends of this sys- 
tem, how could a judge who stole into 
the show room in the night discover all 
these mistakes? Would he score the 
whole class over again? I think not, he 
would not see ail the blunders as soon 
as he looked them over. In other words, 
he found the best: birds by comparison, 
which is, in my opinion, the best way 
to judge in order to place the ribbons on 
the best birds, and not on the scorecard 
which happens to foot up the -highest. 
Comparison judging, as at present con- 
ducted, has its objectiomable features. 
There is room for improvement, but 
even in its present state it prevents all 
those unintentional mistakes which 
occur under the score card system. 
Theoretically, the score card system is 
agrand thing. How nice it weuld be 


could a breeder who is looking for new | 
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blood, or wanted to improve faulty sec- 
tions in his. birds, simply send for the 
score card of a certain bird and be able 
thereby to picture the bird in his own 
mind just as he really is; but tried 
breeders know such is not the case, 
they know the score card is not a cri- 
terion. Ido not believe the score card 
a necessity forthe industry, but con- 
sider it detrimental, as the most dissat- 
isfaction arising between buyer and 
seller is caused by the nonsensical score 
card. Nor is it any more necessary for 
poultry than it is for horses, cattle, 
sheep or swine. If so I would very 
much appreciate being enlightened on 
the subject. Judges do not score alike. 
I can stand a limited amount of that, 
however, for I know men differ in opin- 
ion, but when a judge makes a differ- 
ence of six points on one and the same 
bird in less than two weeks, with the 
bird in the same condition both times, I 
think silence ceases to bea virtue. I 
can almost hear my score card friends 
say, ‘‘Why the judge is incompetent, 
that is no fault of the system.” I wish 
to say that thisjudge has been judging 
for years and at some large shows, and 
I know he knows a good specimen when 
he sees it, but is entirely incompetent 
to apply the score card. In writing 
this article aguinst the score card, I 
am not troubled with a bad case of the 
“sore head.” I have always received a 
good share of the ribbons, but 1 hon- 
estly believe the score card is a fraud, 
and I will not any longer be a party to 
it even if it should drive me out of the 
show business.

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Poultry Diseases. 


Most of the diseases that afflict fowls 
are the result of carelessness and indif- 
ference on the part of the owner as re- 
gards the surrcundings and conditions 
of his poultry. As to how disastrous 
and far reaching the diseases may be in 


-their final results, depends wholly on 


the promptness and activity of the 
owner when he finds himself facing a 
loss where he had looked for gain. No 
poultry will show to advantage on the 
credit side of the cash account, unless 
they are healthy and well cared for. 
‘‘How to prevent disease” should be the 
watchword rather than ‘‘How to cure 
disease.” However, where the fowls 
are already afflicted the following is 
recommended : 

CHOLERA is said by experts to be the 
result of a diseased crop, aggravated 
and promoted by theuse of long, coarse 
feed, such as pices of hay and grass 
stems, long tough pieces of chords and 


sSinews, slivers of cut bone, etc. 


Indications—The fowl hasa sleepy, 
drooping appearance, is thirsty, has a 
slow gait, often opens its bill wide as 
though yawning. The comb and wat- 
tles usually turn pale, and as_ the dis- 
ease progresses they become very dark 
colored. 

Treatment—Isolate the sick fowl from 
the flock for the disease becomes coata- 


gious as it advances. Give the bird one- 


half a grain each of opium and asafe. 
tida in the form of a pill, and repeat the 
dose every four hours. Keep the sick 
fowl in comfortable quarters, and allow. 
it only moderate exercise.

Treatment—Shut the bird away from 


the rest of the flock, as one afflicted 


fowl will soon inoculate the whole 
flock. Bathe the legs and feet each 
night witha mixture of one part of lard 
to two parts of kerosene. Put twodrops 
of carbolic acid in a pint of drinking 
water each morning, and feed warm 


mash and vegetable with small amount 


of grain. 

Roup—this is the worst disease of any 
that the poultrymen has to contend 
with on acconnt of its obstinate nature. 

Indications—Fowls begin to cough 
and. sneeze, and make a rattling noisein 
the throat in breathing; the eyes be- 
come inflamed, the nostrils discharge a 
watery fluid, and if the disease is per- 
mitted to run, the eyes become much 
swollen and emit a cankerous matter, 
which finally closes the eye entirely, 
unless proper remedies are applied. 

Treatment—In the early stages, this 
disease may be cured by injecting: kero- 
sene into the throat and nostrils, but 
after the disease has become seated, it 


will be necessary to wash the fowl’s © 


head in Warm water to which has been 
added two drops of carbolic acid to one 
cup of water. Then after thoroughly 
drying, apply an ointment composed of 
equal parts of glycerine, lard and ker- 
osene. The injection of kerosene, into 
the throat and nostrils should continue 
twice a day until acure is effected, 
being careful to use only a few drops at 
a time. Feed warm mash, soft feed 
and cut bone, but no hard grain until 
fully recovered. 

LickE—This pest makes its appearance 
usually among fowls that are weak and 
sickly, and whose surroundings are 
filthy. Here ‘‘an ounce of prevention 
is betterthan a pound of cure.” When 
you find that yourhens donot sing 
cheerily, when they do not appear happy 
and contented, when they are raven- 
ous, and produce no eggs, then look 
for iice. If you find them use either of 
the following remedies: Mix one gal- 
lon coal oil, one pint carbolic acid, and 
one ounce of camphor. Apply to roosts 
and every part of hennery where mites 
could hide. Rub the head and under 
the wing of each fowl thoroughly with 
equal parts of kerosene and lard. Dry 


road dust (a supply of which should be © 


gathered in the fall of the year) should 
be thrown in all cracks and crevices of 
of the hennery, and rubbed carefully on 
every part of the roost, a supply being 
kept handy for a warm dust bath for 
the hens, has proved the most effica- 
cious, complete and satisfactory rem- 
edy we have ever used, besides being 
the cheapest and most easily appiied.

number of Empire coops. 
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A Visit to C. M. Bryant’s at 
Wollaston and House 
Rock Poultry Farm at 
East Weymouth. 


The writer had been corresponding 
with Mr. C. M. Bryant of House Rock 
Poultry Farm for some time past, in 
regard to visiting his poultry plant, and 
giving to the readers of the American 
Fancier a desvription of the same. 
Being in attendance at the Boston show 
the final arrangements were made and 
the place visited on Friday of that 
week. 

We were taken out to his home place 
in Wollaston, Mass., by the manager in 
charge of his exhibition stock, Mr. Wm. 
Wordell, a man who has been brought 
up as we might say in the hottest 
R. L. Red section to be found, Fall River. 
He is thoroughly familiar with this 
breed from the chick up, and is famil- 
iar with the fine touches needed to fit 
them forexhibition. Arriving at Wol- 
laston we were driven out behind 
one of Mr. Bryant’s fine blooded horses 
to his home a little distance away. 

On this place are to be kept for the 
present the best of his stock of R. IL 


Reds as he desires them under his own 
supervision so he may inspect them at 
any time. I wasfirst taken tothe fit- 
ting room in one part of the barn where 
Mr. Wordell takes and fits his male 
birds before showing them. The coops 
are about 3x8 feet in size with a slatted 
front and contained some males, which 
if I understood correctly, were being 
fitted forthe New York show. One cock 
bird especially, carried himself in such 
fine style and his color wasso bright 
and free from white that when told 
that he was four years old, it was hard 
to believe. Another room which was 
also used as a fitting room, contained a 
This room is 
also fitted up with electric lights. For 
as Mr. bryant is away at Boston (where 
his business lies) all day, artificial light 
is necessary, as he likes to see his stock 
and the condition it is in before sending 
it away. 

Next in order were his special mating 
coop with covered wire, that is covered 
in with wire netting. These coops are 
about 4x6 feet in size and will contain 
from 4 to 8 females and one male during 
the breeding season. There were a few 
very nice colors and good shaped fe- 
males in these coops; some of them 
having been in the winnings at Phila- 


delphia, where this stock ran off with 
most all the best premiums, winning 
$175 out of $190 offered. Thisfarm had 


on exhibition at Boston 36 birds, win- 


ning a number of first places on them, 
while they left at home birds which 
many a breeder who now thinks he has 
good stock, would be glad to own. Be- 
sides these birds in the small coops, 
they had one flock of 40 in which not a 
few very nicce shaped good colored fe- 
males; some of these birds are for sale, 
I believe, and anyone in need of new 
blood will do well to remember this 
place. Mr. Bryant told mesome time 
ago that he intended to have the very 
best of R. I. Reds, no money being 
spared to obtain them, and I can truth. 
fully say that with the birds he now 
possesses, there is not another place 
where the same number of high 
quality birds will be found. His 
matings next season must surely re- 
sult in keeping at thefrontin regard 
to exhibition R. I. Reds. Mr. B. is a 
great believer in pure air for his poul- 
try. He isa little too radical for me in 
some cases. A few of his houses of the 
smaller size have a board left off at the 
front near the top, about a foot wide. 
This is left open day and night simply 
being covered with a wire netting 


and a blanket let down on the coldest 
night. This may be full as good a plan 
to keep stock rugged, etc., as letting 
them roost in trees, but for my part I 
can get all the frozen combs I want in 
a fairly tight house. This stock 
was rugged and healthy, but for a prac- 
tical man looking for winter eggs, I 
don’t think it would pay. — 

I should very much like to have taken 
the reader with me on that drive 
through the beautiful town of Wollas- 
ton and eight miles out to the pleasant 
village of East Weymouth where just 
beyoud is House Rock Poultry Farm on 
which Mr. B. is starting what is destined 
to be one of the most practical broiler 
plants around. On this farm issituated 
the gunning stand where Mr. B. spends 
many a pleasant day with his friends, 
and .to obtain which this place was 
bought. 

This place is as yet in its primitive 
stage, although there are a number of 
buildings on it which include two cot- 
tages for the men, an incubator cellar 
just finished witha store-room over- 
head and a 186 foot brooder house. Mr. 
B. takes considerable pride on this 
building as wespent considerable time 
inspecting other brooder houses noting 


their defects, etc., before forming his

plans forthis‘one. I have not the ex- 
act measurement to the inch, but I 
think I can give it near enough for every 
purpose and will at some time in the 
near future visit it and will be more 
exact. 

The house is divided near the center 
by a room about 10 feet by the width of 
the house which is 17 feet. In this 


room are two No. 5 Winchester heaters 


to be used for the east section which is 
about 100 feet in length. There are 
twenty-one pens in this part of the 
building, each with its separate broods 
through which pipes will be run from 
the heaters, starting near thesame ata 
height of five inches from the floor of 
the brooder and rising gradually until 
they are 14inches at the further end;

Thirty Chickens That Weigh 
218 Pounds. 


Last year the Dundas and Fayville, 
Canadian people, bought a number of 
chickens and fed: them in the agricul- 
tural building. They were killed and 
shipped to England. The feeding was 
an experiment, and one that did not pay 
very well. Inan interview published 
in these colnmns some time ago. Mr. 
Fayville explained some of the reasons 
why it did not pay; but declared that 
his firm was by no means discouraged; 
had made further investigation, and 
would make another attempt this year. 

It has been made. The chickens have 
been reared at the skating rink. Last 
week they were killed. Unless the mar- 
ket is very disappointing the company 
will net a fair profit on this year’s 
operations.

The place was at the time of my visit in 
charge of Wm. T. Gray, lately of New 
York, who has graduated from the 
poultry department of the R. I. Experi- 
mental college.

of Mariposa and part of Manvers buying 
the 10,000 chickens that the past few 
weeks were fed and inthe past few 
killed and packed at. the skating rink. 

But that was not the beginning. Last 
fall the firm announced that they would 
buy fow! again this year and offered the 
farmers Piymouth and Wyandotte eggs 
at 25 centsa dozen. Many hundred 
dozen of these were taken and hatched 
last spring. This year’s purchase is 
largely their product. Asa result of 
that policy on the firm’s part the size of 
the fowls is a great deal better than last 
year; the farmers have seen the advan- 
tage of raising better fowl and asa re- 
sult it is likely that already the poultry 
industry has been permanently benefit- 
ed in no small degree in this county. 

A Big Concern—There are a dozen ex- 
perimental poultry-feeding government 
stations in operation throughout the Do- 
minion but this one private corcern is 
feeding more chickens than all those 
put together. There they are in crates 
that hold from six to twelve birds. 
These crates have salt bottoms three or: 
four inches above the bottom proper. 
On these the fowl stand. The slats run 
lengthwise. The birds find it more 
comfortable to stand or roost across 
these. This keeps them facing the side

tached tothe coops. These coops run 
- three-high across the rink and as the 
7 fine birds put out their heads to eat, 
grow or for purposes of curious observa- 
tion, they present an animated picture 
and give one a high opinion of the fewl- 
raising ability of the county in which 
they were preduced. 

Their Rations—Last year the chickens 
were fed oat chop mixed with water. 
A little skim milk was used but not 
much was available. That ration did 
not give good results. This year the 
firm decided at first on another food. 
Oats were kiln-dried and ground fine 
The crainming process was employed at 
the outset too The machine comprises 
atin hopper with a plunger attached. 
At every stroke of the operator’s foot 
the plunger forces the food along a rub- 
ber tube to the chicken’s crop at any 
part of the house. The idea is to feed 
the fowl without any effort on his part 
and to give him so much that he will 
sit quietly and do nothing but put on 
fat. 

But the ration came near putting an 
end to the chickens instead of putt.ng 
fat on them. | 

Kiln-drying converted some part of 
the outer shell into a_ splintery sub- 
stance that resisted all grinding and 
went intothe fowl’s crop like little 
spars. They stuck in the crop and giz 
zard in tightly packed bunches and with 
serious results. The feed was changed 
to ground corn, peas and undried oats 
and the machine dispensed with. The 
fowl eat this and do well onit. A little 
pulped mangel with water and grit 
once a day completes the bill of fate. 

How willthey do on this ration may 
be gathered from a statement made by 
: Mr. F. R. Weber, Guelph, Ont., who has 
-the feeding in hand. Mr. Weber is an 
old handin chicken raising. When only 
thirteen years old hemade money out 
of it, and during the ten years follow- 
ing wasa successful exhibitor at the 
big fairs of this province. During the 
past two years he was manager ef the 
Massey poultry farm near York station 
not far from Toronto. Mr. Weber’s 
statement above referred to, was that 
10 of the chickens with ordinary feed- 
ing put on 84+ pounds of flesh in 6 days, 
that is nearly ? of a pound each per day 
and an excellent result. 


The Price Graded—Last vear a uni- 


form price—7 cents—per pound was 
paid. That helped to prevent profits to 
the firm and was unfair to those who 
brought well-fed birds. This year the 
price per pound is graded according to 
the weight of the birds. Thescale is: 


For birds weighing 4lbs. 5c. per Ib. 
For birds weighing 5lbs 6c. per lb. 
For birds weighing 6lbs and over, 7c. 
_ per lb. 
The average of a crate full is taken as 
the weight of each bird in it and decides 
the grade they all goin. Here the gen- 
erosity of the farm is shown and in this 
‘way: If 100 birds weigh 550 pounds, 
Mr. Silverwood calls 50 of them 5 pound 
and the other 50 6 pound birds. The 
advantage to the seller is that although 
noneof the birds weigh 6 pounds yet 
he gets the 7c. price, whereas the ordi- 
nary price for birds under 6 pounds is 
6 cents.

-HOUSING AND RUN. 


_ With regard tosizeof Bantam houses, 
all will depend upon the number of 
birds kept together. For a pen of half 
- a dozen hens and a cock, the house 
should measure about 4 ft. by 3 ft. 
From the floor to the eaves should be at 
least 2 ft. It would be better 2 ft. 6in., 
allowing 6 in. tothe ridge of the roof. 
Under the floor should be a shelter 
reaching 18in. fromthe ground, and 
boarded all round with the exception of 
the front. The shelter will prove ex- 
tremely useful to the birds in bad 
weather. Into this shelter puta good 
supply at frequent intervals of peat 
moss, chaff or cut straw. This will keep 
them dry and comfortable in the time 
of cold, windy and wet weather. 
Another capital plan, if the top of the 
run. will bear it, is to coverit witha 
layer of bracken and fir branches dur- 
ing the winter months. Itis wonderful 
how such an arrangement keeps the 
snow off. Melting snow has a very bad 
effect upon Bantams’ feet. It is pretty 
generally known that any solid sub 
stance like ice orsnow when melting 
absorbs surrounding heat, and with the 
absorption of heat from the foot chil- 
blains, etc., arise, the feet will become 
blistered, and ia some cases the toes 
will be frozen completely off. 

On the floor of the runitis best to 
have fine dry sand, such as seasand or 
‘very very fine gravel, and kept fresh 
and sweet by removing the droppings 
and raking the sand over once or twice 
a week. <A dust bath must also be put 
into the shelter, otherwise your pets 
will soon be swarming with vermin. 
The best dust bath is fine ashesto which 
a small quantity of sulphur has been 
added. This should be put into a small 
box about 18 inches long and six inches 
deep, a fresh supply of ashes and sul- 
phur to be given at least once a month. 
Where possible, the run should be on 
sloping ground, so that the water is 
naturally drained off of it. During the 
winter-the runs should be boarded quite 
18 inches or 2 feet from the ground. 
Shelter Jike this is absolutely necessary 
if the fancier’s object be early eggs, and 
early eggs means early chicks in readi- 
ness for the early chicken shows. 


Not only is it a case of early eggs, but 
of a better egg production all through. 
Keep plenty of moss litter or sawdust 
in the house itself, and never adopt the 
merely occasional method of clearing 
out. It may answer all right for cross- 
bred laying fowls, but Bantams are not 
built on the same lines. See that your 
houses are well seen to once a fortnight 
at least. Give them a good lime wash 
from time totime. Into the lime-wash 
add a little carbolic acid. This will ef- 
fectually kill fleas, ticks, etc. /Clean 
the floor well. Put fresh litter or saw- 
dust down, to which has been added 
Jeyes disinfectant. Then if ventila- 
tion be properly attended to you may 
expect your birds willkeep in good 
health. Remember to put up proper 

erches. Eschew all square perches or 
at boards unless you wish to ruin the 
birds’ feet. 

The. perches for all Bantams, with 
the exception of the feathered legged 
varieties, .should be round and about 
the thickness of a broom handle, made 
so that they can be easily taken down and 
cleaned. Houses such as I have des- 
cribed. and which I found to act ad- 
mirably, only costa trifle under £1. 
They are well made of three-quarter 
inch boards, tongued and grooved, with 
door and window complete, and it is, 
therefore, the heighth of folly, when 
valuable first class stock has to be kept, 
to put up with any kind of a make-shift 
house, and run the risk of disease and 
probably ultimate loss. It will be found 
that the initial expense is after all the 
least expense, for once get birds thor- 
oughly out of health, it is quite a ques- 
tion whether they will ever again be 
really fit for either exhibition or breed. 
ing. 

- Beforeleaving the subject of housing, 
‘see that they are free from all access of 


vermin. A solitary weasel in half an hour 


may do 100i worth of, harm, and rats 
_ are by no means particular if they can- 


!= 


The boarding of therunis a great 
protection against vermin, and if the 
mesh of the wire netting immediately 
above the boarding be small, this will 
act as a further safeguard. Itis well to 
have a wire covering over the run too, 
especially if it be in the neighborhood 
of a wood. Some of the larger kinds 
of Hawks, Carsion Crows, and Ravens 
have been known to swoop down upon 
small Bantams and carry them off. A 
covered-in run is a safeguard, too, 
against dogs and cats. Stray dogs and 
cats are at times a source of uneasiness 
to every keeper of dwarf ponitry; but 
wire netting is effectual against them, 
and prevention is betterthan cure. At- 
tention tosuch details as I have set 
forth on the part of Bantam fanciers 
will well repay them. It will be found 
on trial that the old adage so often 
quoted will come truein the case of 
Bantams as in that of most other 
things—‘‘A thing that is worth doing 
at all is worth doing well.” 

The Bantam fancier who flatters him- 
self that any sort of a dirty, damp 
draught place is good enough to bring 
up and keep his petsin, cannot possi- 
bly make a greater mistake, and first- 
class men who know their business 
never attempt it. Housing correctly is 
quite as much a panacea to healthy con- 
dition, whether for breeding or exhi- 
bition, as correct feeding. In fact, to 
put the matter shortly, all the work of 
mating, rearing, feeding, etc, may 
easily be rendered abortive by a week’s 
housing in unsuitable quarters, and 
such a fiasco seems deplorable in face of 
the fact that Bantam quarters good and 
suitable in every way can be had now- 
a-days ata most reasonable figure; in 
fact, no kind of poultry house or pen 
costs so little asthose for our pigmy 
pets. First of all, the place must be 
weather proof. So many of usare ama- 
teur carpenters, not a few think they 
can construct a Bantam house for them- 
selves. And, we ask, why not? I have 
seen almost as good houses turned out 
by the amateur as by the professional 
carpenter. But in amateur carpentry 
the temptation comes in to use any kind 
of odd timber that is lying about, odd 
lengths, short and long, and it very 
often happens that when all is put to- 
gether there are cracks and chinksshow- 
ing here and there when we view our 
work frora the inside. : 

Now this must be avoided. Draughts 
must not be allowed; better far let the 
birds roost out in the open air than ex- 
posed toa draught. The wind blowing 
in froma hole the size of a Bantam’s 
quill, on a cold stormy night, direct 
upon the face of a bird, will leave its 
mark inthe shape of'a swollen face, bad 
cold, and sometimes roup. 

Stop all sich crannies with putty or 
wooden plugs. A home made house is all 
the better for being covered with felting. 
Get the best. It is cheapest in the long 
run. But ifour Bantam house has to be 
draught-proof it must not in conse- 
quence go unventilated. This is most 
important, More cases of roup are 
caused every season by allowing birds 
to be cooped up in badly ventilated 
houses than from‘all other causes com- 
bined. Birds that are allowed to roost 
in large numbers huddled together in 


evil smelling, badly ventilated places. 


all nizht, come out into the cold morn- 
ing air more dead than alive, and the 
contrast of the sleeping quarters and 
the outside atmosphere is so great that 
the birds catch cold and are soon down 
with the roup and kindred ailments. 
The house should havea current of 
pure air passing through from end to 
end, well abovethe birds’ heads, the 
higher the better. These ventilation 
holes are best if provided with shutters 
that will let down and take up, and even 


off. Two kinds should beto hand, the 


one of solid wood in case of very high 
cold winds in winter, the other a frame 
with perforated zinc for cold gusty 
weather in general. In fact, it would 
not be a bad plan toso have the frame 
in which they slide constructed that 
both could be used together. In this 
way just the requisite amount of fresh 
air could be given that circumstances 
called for.—P. Proyd in F, W., Eng.
